Kkoxville,  Tenn.,  Aug.  23.— Squire 
Kincaid  is  holding  court  at  Coal  Creek 
this  morning  and  several  miners  have 
been  held  to  the  higher  court,  while 
others  have  been  discharged.  All  ob- 
stacles to  civil  prosecution  have  been 
removed  by  appointing  Brig.Gen. 
Carnes  deputy  sheriff  of  Anderson 
countyT"  State  Attorney  Pickle  is  con- 
ducting the  prosecutions,  with  pjentyjof 

assistance.  The  miners  are  unable  to 
give  bail  and  will  be  brought  to  Knox- 
ville  for  safe  keeping.  Gen.  Carnes 
says  he  expects  no  further  trouble,  yet 
troops  are  still  going  to  the  front.  A 
company  from  Jackson.  Tenn.,  passed 
through  here  this  morning. 

TO  SMOKE  THEM  OUT. 

Miners  Concealed  in  the  Shafts  at  Coal 
Creek. 
Coal  Ckekk,  Tenn.,  Aug.  23. — A  sen- 
sation was  created  here  last  night  by  the 
statement  that  the  authorities  have  de- 
termined  to   smoke   the  mines  and  thus 

drive  out  miners  who  are  believed  to  be 
hiding  in  them.  It  has  been  suspected 
tor  some  time  that  several  much-wanted 
leaders  of  the  rioters  had  found  shelter 
in  the  mines,  where  they  have  been  com- 
paratively safe  from  pursuit,  as  it  would 
be  folly  tar  the  soldiers  to  attempt  to  find 
them. 

The  scheme  of  trying  to  smoke  them 
out  has  been  discussed  for  some  days, 
and  the  statement  is  authoritatively  made 
that  it  has  been  decided  to  take  such 
action. 

CHARGES  OF  FKAl  1). 

Litigation  at  Louisville  Assumes  a  Sen- 
sational Phase. 
Louisville,   Ky.,  Aug.   23. — The  liti- 
gation between   J.  C.    Todd    and    W.  J. 

Tapp,  president  of  the  defunct  Louis- 
ville Bagging  Manufacturing  company, 
has  assumed  a  sensational  phase.  On 
Saturday  Todd  filed  two  attachment 
suits  in  the  chancery  court  against  Tapp, 
one  for  obtaining  $5020  on  fraudulent 
representation  and  having  removed 
property  with  intent  to  defraud  his  cre- 
ditors; the  other  on  a  $5000  draft,  like- 
wise fraudulently  obtained. 

Following  up  these  attachments  the 
Graham  Paper  company  yesterday  filed 
a  suit  against  Tapp  in  the  law  and 
equity  court  to  recover  $4778.48  and  also 
asks  the  court  to  set  aside  the  assign- 
ment- This  suit  is  on  a  promissory  note 
dated  March  24,  1892,  payable  four 
months  after  date,  and  fraudulent  dis- 
position of  defendant's  property  is  al- 
leged. 


A  Tragedy  in  Cleveland  Caused    by 
Intense  Jealousy. 

Cleveland,  Aug. 23.-  Charles  Hutch- 
inson this  morning  called  at  the  residence 
of  ex-Mayor  Stephen  Buhrer,  rang  the 
front  door  bell,  and  when  Mrs.  Buhrer 
answered  the  summons,  demanded  to  see 
her  servant,  a  girl  named  Lizzie  Jackson. 
Mrs.  Buhrer,  seeing  that  Hutchinson  was 
intoxicated,  refused  to  admit  him,  where- 
upon he  pushed  her  aside  and  rushed  in. 

In  the  meantime  the  servant,  who  had 
overheard  the  dispute,  ran  to  the  bath- 
room and  locked  herself  in.  Mrs.  Buhrer 
cried  for  help  and  her  coachman,  Geo. 
Talcott,  started  to  run  in  from  the  barn. 
When  he  was  about  half  way  across  the 
lawn  Hutchinson  took  aim  from  the 
doorway  with  a  revolver  and  shot  him 
dead.  The  murderer  then  turned  and 
chased  Mrs.  Buhrer  all  through  the  house, 
firing  at  her  as  she  ran. 

Fmally  she  succeeded  in  slamming  a 
door  shut  behind  her  and  locking  it. 
Several  more  reports  were  then  heard, 
and  when  neighbors  arrived  upon  the 
scene  they  found  Hutchinson  lying  prob- 
able fatally  wounded  by  shots  that  he 
had  himself  fired  into  his  body.  Hutch- 
inson was  in  love  with  the  servant  girl, 
and  had  become  jealous  of  the  atten- 
tions received  by  her  from  the  murdered 
coachman.

CHOLERA  IN  HAMBURG. 


Fatal  Cases  of  Genuine  Asiatic  Cholera 
Reported. 
Washington,  Aug.  23. — The  state 
department  has  received  a  cable  mess- 
age from  our  consul  at  Hamburg  stating 
that  fatal  cases  of  cholera  are  reported 

in  this  morning's  press  dispatches  as 
prevailing  in  that  port,  havmg  been  pro- 
nounced genuine  Asiatic  cholera,  and 
that  Hamburg  has  been  officially  pro- 
claimed as  a  cholera-infected  port. 

The  great  importance  of  this  informa- 
tion in  view  of  the  great  amount  of  travel 
between  the  United  States  and  Europe 
by  the  Hamburg-American  lines  of 
transatlantic  steamers  was  appreciated 
by  the  state  department,  and  the  dis- 
patch was  sent  over  to  the  treasury  de- 
partment officials  for  communication  to 
the  supervising  surgeon  general  of 
marine  hospitals  for  prompt  precauution- 
ary  action.

IT  IS  QUESTIONED. 

;  Something  More  About  Last  Evening's 

Point  01  Order.     . 

There    has  been     some    criticism    of 

President  Hugo's  decision  on  the    point 

of  order  raised  by    Alderman    Long    at 

last  evening's  council  meeting  and 
several  lawyers  say  that  it  could  be-noth- 
ing else  but  wrong.  The  point  raised 
was  that  to  grant  permission  to  disre- 
gard an  ordinance  amends  the  ordin- 
ance. Authorities  claim  that  even  had 
the  council  granted    permission    to   the 

getitioner  who  wanted  to  disregard  the 
uilding  ordinance,  any  citizen  could 
have  prosecuted  and  convicted  him  of 
violating  the  ordinance,  v/hereas  if  the 
ordinance  was  amended  he  could  not  be 
molested.  For  the  council  to  grant  per- 
mission to  disregard  it  would  simply 
have  been  to  assure  the  petitioner  that 
the  city  authorities  would  not  molest 
him. 

"Over."  Not  '"Along.'' 
The  case  of  the  city  against  Peter 
Swansonfor  resisting  arrest  upon  a  com- 
plaint for  violating  the  park  ordinance 
was  dismissed  in  the  municipal  court  to- 
day on  the  ground  that  the  warrant  on 
which  he  was  arrested  was  void  in  that 
it  did  not  charge  him  with  an  offense.  It 
accused  him  with  driving  "over"  the 
boulevard,  not  "along"  it.

Coming  Home  Again. 
Paris,  Aug.  23.— J.  D.  Washburn, 
United  States  minister  to  Switzerland, 
will  sail  from  Havre  for  New  York  on 
September  10.  It  is  reported  that  he 
will  not  return  to  Switzerland. 


Kansas  City,  Aug.  23.— The  first  day 
of  the  grand  encampment  proper  passed 
off  in  a  very  creditable  manner  and  the 
people  of  Kansas  City  have  no  regrets 
for  any  blunder  or  annoying  "contre- 
temps" of  any  sort.  The  day  was  free 
from  casualties  without  exception,  and 
only  a  few  prostrations  from  heat  were 
reported.  The  day  began  with  a  des- 
perate attempt  on  the  part  of  the  ther- 
mometer to  mount  as  high  as  it  could, 
but  the  rain  in  the  afternoon  effectually 
balked  the  attempt  and  the  ther- 
mometer behaved  itself  very  well  there- 
after. 

The  great  majority  of  supreme 
representatives  of  the  Knights  of  Pyth- 
ias and  the  supreme  representatives  to 
the  supreme  temple  of  Pythian  Sisters 
have  arrived  and  there  are  something 
like  16,000  men  at  Camp  Shaw.  This 
morning  at  9  o'clock  the  reception  to 
the  supreme  lodge  was  given  at  the 
Grand  opera  house.  Major  Wm. 
Warner  eloquently  welcomed  the 
knights  to  the  city  in  behalf  of  the 
knights  of  Kansas  City.  Governor  D.  R. 
Francis  welcomed  them  on  behalf  of  the 
state  and  Grand  Chancellor  E.  M.  Har- 
bor welcomed  them  on  behalf  of  the 
grand  lodge.  Responses  were  made  by 
the  supreme  chancellor,  and  impromptu 
addresses  by  other  members  of  the 
supreme  lodge. 

The  supreme  representatives  imme- 
diately upon  the  conclusion  of  the  re- 
ception proceeded  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
hall,  where  the  opening  session  was  held. 
In  the  afternoon  the  supreme  lodge  will 
witness  the  grand  parade,  and  the  su- 
preme lodge  officers  will  occupy  seats  in 
the  grand  stand  as  the  parade  goes  past. 
At  night  the  first  of  the  grand  displays 
of  fireworks  will  take  place  at  the  Ex- 
position park.  The  display  will  be  the 
tinest  ever  seen  in  Kansas  City. 

The  arrangements  are  completed  for 
this  afternoon's  parade,  and  nothing  re- 
mains to  be  done  except  carry  out  the 
plans  made.  Each  brigade  commander 
will  have  entire  charge  of  his  brigade 
formation,  including  the  regimental  or- 
ganizations and  the  separate  divisions 
attached  thereto.  The  parade  will  oc- 
cupy about  two  hours  and  will  cover 
about  four  miles  of  ground.  In  the 
evening  after  the  parade,  there  will  be  a 
monster  parade  of  the  citizens.  Be- 
tween 400  and  500  citizens  will  meet  at 
the  Commercial  club  rooms.  Armed 
with  umbrellas  in  Pythian  colors,  under 
the  command  of  President  Putnam,  they 
will  march  through  the  principal  streets 
of  the  city  headed  by  a  band  and  fol- 
lowed by  a  long  line  of  bicyclists.  They 
will  march  to  Camp  Shaw  and  pay  their 
respects  as  citizens  to  their  guests. 

There  was  the  worst  jam  of  the  whole 
encampment  at  the  depots  this  morn- 
ing. 1  he  trains  came  from  every  direc- 
tion and  fully  30,000  people  reached  the 
city  before  9  o'clock  this  morning.  The 
trains  that  arrived  at  the  various  depots 
this  morning  brought  in  large  delega- 
tions from  California,  New  York,  Penn- 
sylvania, Nebraska,  Iowa,  Ohio  and  Illi- 
nois, with  scattering  divisions  from  regi- 
mental organizations.  Chicago  knights 
came  in  full  force,  but  from  the  laxity  of 
of^cers  in  reporting  promptly  it  is  im- 
possible to  get  full  lists  of  the  com- 
mands that  have  arrived.

Part  of  a  Wharf  and  Warehouse  Sunk 
on  the  Mississippi. 

New  Orleans,  Aug.  23. — A  serious 
caving  of  the  river  bank  occurred  at 
Southport  this  morning.  Southport  is 
above  the  city  and  is  the  site  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  railroad  wharves  and 
elevator.  The  cave  is  185  feet  by  80 
feet,  and  that  much  of  the  wharf  and 
warehouse  sunk  into  the  river. 

The  company  does  not  think  that  there 
will  be  any  further  damage.  It  has 
ample  wharfage  faciljties  above  and 
below,  and  commerce  will  not  be  inter- 
fered with.  The  immense  Southport  el- 
evator has  not  been  injured.

bat  nia^t  of  the  head  work  is  done  by  a 
young  and  pretty  woman  named  Lyda 
Pastoriiis.

She  is  known  throughout 
the  entire  section  as  "Cooley's  Queen," 
ad  her  influence  with  Frank  and  his  as- 
sociates is  simply  marvelous.  Every  out- 
rage perpetni*ed  by  the  gang  is  planned  by 
t!iis^  woman.  But  "Cooley's  Queen"  is 
«uch  A  very  clever  little  woman  that  she 
i»<  succeeded  tlius  far  in  keeping  out  of 
tie   .t.uugiemenrs  of  the  law. 

I'l.  •  origin  of  the  Cooley  gang  is  a 
can'uus  study.  Thirty -six  years  ago  Lute 
<  o<*i..y.  aged  twent5--four,  married  a 
Biaaden  of  seventeen,  and  the  two  settled 
»lowu  to  hard  work  and  honest  living. 
Tlioirfive  daughters  are  all  respectable, 
Vbs  of  their  eleven  lx>ys  every  one  save 
Jack  w;i.>>  a  bully  and  a  ruffian  in  child- 
fcoJ,  and  every  living  one  is  now  an  out- 
tiw.  The  neigblx)rs  cannot  explain  it. 
The  parents  were  fairly  good  folks.  The 
bajK  do  not  drink  liquor  to  any  great  ex 
teut..yet  columns  like  this  might  be  filled 
■With  the  barest  outline  of  their  crimes  and 
iDgmeries. 

**QId  Lute,"  as  the  people  say,  '-just 
•bout  whipped  the  life  out  of  P'rank,  the 
oldeS't,  t)ut  couldn't  v.hip  the  devilment 
oat  of  him.  and  drove  him  away  when  he 
■was. bat  eighteen."  The  father  die<l  soon 
«ft^r,  and  tiien  the  boys  turned  rascals  [iP 
last  ns  they  got  ohl  enough.  They  are  ti"' 
terror  «)f  the  vicinity  and  the  scandal  of 
vest  Pemisylvania.     It's  a  very  queer  case. 

Since  the  tragic  death  of  their  leader, 
Jack  Cooley,  a  short  time  ago,  the  Cooley 
gang  of  outlaws  has  been  more  'awless 
than  ever  iu  the  vicinity  of  Uniontown, 
Pa.  Hanlly  a  «lay  has  passed  .since  the 
buri  il  of  their  leader  that  some  new  deed 
«f  lawlessness  has  not  lx*en  reportetl, 
chiirgeable  to  tfiem.  It  was  reported  a 
abort  time  since  that  they  had  shot  and 
killed  a  farmer  named  Goo<hvi!i  because  he 
refused  to  hariwr  them.  The  rumor  turned 
•ot  to  be  faLs^v 

Some  time  after  that  four  masked  men 
Inocked  at  the  door  of  William  Smith,  an 
Aged  farmer,  living  near  F.r.irchancp,  and 
demanded  admittance.  S  ni-^li  went  to 
the  door  wiih  a  revolver  in  his  hand.  Two 
«f  the  men,  who  were  concealed  in  the 
doorway,  sprang  upon  Smith  and  dis- 
armed hini.  Tiiey  threw  him  on  the  flcn.r 
and  bound  and  ga«,'ged  him.  Mr.  Smith's 
two  aged  sisters  aud  the  servant  girl  were 
imprisoned  in  a  room,  and  one  of  the  out- 
laws sto<xi  guard  over  triem  with  a  re- 
ytxAver.  The  others  started  to  ransack  the 
Louse  for  money.  W  Idle  they  were  en- 
gaged in  the  search  Smith  broke  the  cor.ls 
that  bound  him.  The  outlaws  then  bound 
him  more  securely  with  a  bt«lcortl  taken 
from  one  of  tiie  beds.  Thry  had  a  coal 
Diiner'slamp  with  them,  mid  threatened 
to  burn  Smith's  feet  if  he  did  not  divulge 
where  his  money  was. 

lliey  continued  their  search,  however, 
without  doing  this.  They  ripped  up  the 
beds,  tore ofjen  cupboards  and  bureau  draw- 
ers, ami  searched  high  and  low  for  money. 
Smith  refused  to  say  how  much  money 
they  got,  but  says  they  got  all  he  had. 
His  sisters  also  ha<l  .some  money  in  the 
bouse,  zumI  they  got  all  this.  In  all  they 
arc  supposed  to  have  secured  11.000  to 
#1,500.  They  found  two  dollars  l)elonging 
to  the  servant  girl,  which  they  retume<l  to 
her  when  they  left.  They  told  Smith  they 
were  members  of  the  Cooley  gang,  an<l 
warned  him  not  to  venture  out  of  the 
hotise  until  after  4  o'clock  the  next  morn- 
ing or  he  would  Ije  killed.  When  the 
alarm  was  given  on  Sunday  morning  the 
neigh lx)rs  gathered  at  Smith's  house  and 
found  things  turned  completely  upside 
down.  Feathers  from  the  be<i  wele  scat- 
tered everywhere  and  the  clothing  and 
furniture  were  piled  in  heaps.  Smith,  who 
is  seventy-five  years  old.  and  the  women 
were  prostrated  by  the  fright  and  treat- 
ment to  which  they  were  subjected. 

Forty  of  the  neighbors  arme<l  themselves 
and  starte<I  on  the  trail  of  the  outlaws.  It 
had  rainefl  heavily  during  the  night,  and 
it  was  fourul  impossible  to  follow  the  trail 
far.  They  found  a  mask  in  an  empty 
house  and  other  evidences  that  the  outlaws 
had  been  there.  The  .southern  end  of  the 
county  is  arouse<l  ov^rthe  recent  outrages, 
and  the  people  are  almost  afraid  to  stay  in 
their  houses  at  night.  The  neighbors  in 
the  terrorize*!  community  band  themselves 
together  at  night  for  nmtual  protection. 
Thomas  Collier,  whose  spring  gun  in  his 
milkhouse  shot  aud  killed  Jack  Cooley, 
has  an  arnjtd  guard  at  his  house  every 
night.  He  fears  the  vengeance  of  the 
f;ang,  ■which  has  threatened  to  burn  every 
Jujgse  La  'Collier  hollow,"  where  he  livei

'TWAS    A    WARRIOR'S    WEAPON. 


THE  TOMAHAWK, 


Intere*>tiDs;    Relic    of    the    Clreat    Indian 
Chief  Tecuiii.>eh. 

Tecumseh's  tomahawk  is  now  the  prop- 
erty of  Mrs.  Lizzie  Skinner,  of  West  Point. 
Ky.  There  was  a  question  as  to  its  iden- 
tity, and  so  she 
sent  it  to  a  com- 
mittee of  Louis- 
ville gentlemen, 
who  traced  its  his 
tory  and  identi- 
fied it  beyond 
question.  And  a 
curious  hist4^>ry  it 
is.  the  main  points 
being  as  follows: 

At  Seneca  Lake, 
X.  Y.,  lived  one 
John  Hanes,  who 
had  been  a  soldier 
in  the  army  of 
General  Harrison 
in  1812-14.  At  the  battle  of  the  Thames  he 
was  with  the  American  troops  that  faced 
tiie  Indians  on  the  British  right  wing. 
Tecuraseh  was  pointed  out  to  him,  and  in 
the  hottest  of  the  fight  he  saw  the  great 
warrior  rush  forward  at  the  head  of  his 
"young  men"  lea^ling  a  furious  charge. 
As  they  neared  the  Americans  Hanes  saw 
a  tall  Kentuckian  deliberately  draw  a 
bead  on  the  Indian  leader,  and  as  the  rifle 
cracked  he  saw  Tecumseh  fall.  Afterward 
he  heard  that  the  tall  Kentuckian  was 
Colonel  Dick  Johnson.  When  the  battle 
ended  Hanes  said  he  crept  to  the  spot 
where  he  had  seen  the  great  Indian  fall 
and  there  stripped  the  body  of  the  knife 
and  tomahawk. 

The  veteran  gave  the  tomahawk  and  a 
minute  account  of  it  to  John  R.  Bramblu 
as  a  precious  heirloom,  and  he  gave  it 
to  his  son,  Morgan  Bramblu,  who  got 
"cranky"  in  his  old  age  and  concealed  the 
weapon  behind  the  pla.-»tering  in  his  house, 
refusing  to  talk  aljotit  it  or  admit  that  he 
had  it.  He  diet!  Dec  30, 1891,  and  the  toma- 
hawk by  his  bequest  became  the  property 
o^  Mrs.  Skinner.  It  is  a  very  queer  old 
weapon — half  British  hatchet  and  half 
Indian  tomahawk.  The  handle  is  of  well 
seasonecl  and  hard  walnut  and  is  fastened 
into  the  iron  head  with  a  brass  eye.  which 
is  a  silver  quarter  moon,  the  emblem  of  the 

chief.

CANADA  AND  THE  TOLLS. 
There  are  indications  that  the  Can- 
dHiian  government  does  not  intend  to 
■ecede  from  its  position  on  the  canal 
Irils  question,  but  in  preference  to  yield- 
mg  to  this  country's  demands  will  make 
sRne  arrangement  with  Canadian  vessel 
••naers  whereby  they  will  be  recouped 
Im  the  tolls  which  they  will  be  called 
vpon  to  pay  for  passage  through  the 
Sanlt  canal.  This  is  the  heroic  manner 
m  which,  it  is  reported  from  Canadian 
lources.  Premier  Abbott  proposes  to 
meet  the  retaliatory  measures  adopted 
«i  account  of  the  discriminating  rebates 
alkwred  in  the  Welland  canal. 

The   claim   that   it   was   necessary   to 
aeijQtain   these   rebates  during  the  cur- 
rent season,  owing   to   shippers   having 
Bade  contracts  on  the  strength  of  them, 
is  weak    and    insincere.      it   was   used 
aerely       as      a       prete.xt       to      avoid 
a    settlement     of     the     question    this 
.n     and      to     give     the     Canadian 
ithorities  an   opportunity   to  abandon 
ir  untenable  position  in  regard   to  re- 
lates without  appearing  to  concede  the 
lands  made  by  this   country.    Either 
was  the  design,  or  the  intention  was 
llr  maintain    the    discrimination   during 
♦e  remainder  of  the  present   season   by 
"a Hall  promise^ to  aBolish  it  next   season, 
and  then  with  the  Canadian  canal  at  the 
Sault  completed  they   could    snap  their 
ioigers  at  this  government  and  defy  re- 
Idfetion  at  the    Sault.    Only    a  week  or 
9wo  ago,  while   this   question   was  under 
TCHiiideration,  it  was  stated  that  the  con- 
tractors   for    the    Canadian  Sault  canal 
said  the  work   could    be   completed    by 
JaJy  I  next.    A  dispatch  today  says   the 
"Contractors  have  been  directed   to  push 
■S>e  work  without  a  moment's   delay,   the 
tvKlcTit  desire  being   to   have  the  canal 
tompleted   when   navigation  opens  next 
year.     In  this  way  the  Canadians  hope  to 
anaijitaJn    the  discriminating  rebates  on 
'Sie  Welland  canal  in  spite  of  treaty  ob- 
igations  and  to  avoid  payment  of  retal- 
^tory  tolls  at  the  Sault. 

All  modes  of  retaliation  by  this  coun- 
Iry,  however,  have  not  been  exhausted. 
if  the  Canadian  government  absolutely 
declines  to  live  up  to  the  solemn  obliga- 
ions  of  the  treaties  now  in  existence,  it 
»iil  not  lie  in  its  mouth  to  protest  against 
steps  that  this  country  may  take  to 
:ate  its  resentment  of  such  perfidy 
ami  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  Canada.  It 
taadiy  comes  with  good  grace  from  a 
ig  Canadian  journal  to  assert  that 
r  United  States  has  "as  little  regard 
j»ternational  comity  as  for  solemn 
engagements,"  when  all  the  facts 
case  are  recalled.  This  country 
vtolated  no  treaty  engagement  with 
Caaaida, simply  because  no  treaty  exists. 
The  treaties  which  cover  these  questions, 
amd  w^^h  this  country  has  not  violated, 
were  nnade  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain,  and  Canada  being 
aierely  a  colonial  dependency  was  not 
tompetsnt  to  enter  into  any  treaty.  The 
British  government  has  permitted  Can- 
ada to  be  represented  at  international 
conferences  in  recent  years,  not,  how- 
«Yer,  as  a.  right  but  merely  as  a  favor, 
¥irt  in  vi^w  of  the  discourteous  manner 
m  whxh  the  British  legation  at  Wash- 
ington was  treated  by  Premier  Abbott 
in  this  matter,  and  the  humiliating 
position  in  which  Mr.  Herbert,  the 
charge  d'  affaires  was  placed,  it  is  prob- 
able that  in  all  future  negotiations  the 
British  authorities  will  permit  the  Can- 
adian officials  to  remain  at  home. 

£ven  now  Premier  Abbott  is  likely  to 
leeeive  a  not  very  gentle  reminder  from 
Downing  street  that  the  treatment 
accorded  to  the  British  representative 
at  Washington  does  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  Mr.  Gladstone  and  his 
cabinet.  It  is  not  the  custom  of  the 
British  authorities,  either,  to  wantonly 
violate  the  provisions  of  treaties.  Mr. 
Gladstone  has  been  credited  with  living 
up  to  treaty  engagements  with  great 
exactitude,  and  when  the  question 
comes  belore  him  for  review  it  will  not 
be  astonishing  if  the  Canadian  author- 
ities   are   notified     that    the    Welland 


PUT  A  8  OP  TO  IT. 

Mayor  d'Autremont  is  right  when  he 
says  that  it  seems  a  shame  and  an  out- 
rage that  the  riot  call  should  be  sounded 
in  such  a  reckless  and  wanton  manner 
bv  outsiders  caring  nothing  whatever  for 
the  t>eace  of  the  city,  as  was  done  on 
Saturday  last  at  the  instance  of  Lieut.- 
Col.  Shandrew  and  Adjt.  V^an  Duzen,  of 
the  Third  regiment.  Th*se  two  officers 
of  the  state  militia  arrived  here  without 
any  notice  to  inspect  the  companies  in 
Duluth  and  West  Duluth,  instead  of 
sending  previous  word  of  their  coming, 
so  that  the  members  of  the  companies 
might  be  assembled.  Upon  their  arrival 
they  caused  a  false  riot  alarm  to  bje 
sounded  from  elevator  D,  and  as  a  re- 
sult produced  considerable  excitement 
in  various  parts  of  the  city  among  people 
who  were  not  aware  that  it  was  simply  a 
call  for  the  militia  for  "inspection  pur- 
poses. 

In  these  days  when,  as  the  mayor  said 
in  a  communication  to  the  aldermen  last 
night,  the  relations  between  capital  and 
labor  throughout  the  country  are  very 
much  strained,  it  ia^not  strange  that  the 
sounding  of  the  riot  alarm  should  pro- 
duce great  excitement  in  the  city.  It 
is  a  practice  which  should  be  prohibited, 
and  the  mayor's  suggestion  that  an  ordi- 
nance be  passed  entailing  severe  pen- 
alties for  the  commission  of  su:h  an  act 
in  the  future  should  be  carried  out  im- 
mediately. 

Then  if  Col.  Shandrew  and  Adjt. 
Van  Duzen  come  to  Duluth  and  indulge 
in  any  more  antics  of  this  kind  they  can 
be  arrested  and  shown  that  because 
they  happen  to  bear  a  military  title  and 
walk  around  town  with  a  martial  swag- 
ger it  does  not  follow  that  they  own  the 
city.

A  RECORD  OF  PROSPERITY. 
Reference  was  made  in  yesterday's 
issue  to  the  confidence  of  the  big  holders 
of  stock  in  the  future  resources  of  the 
country  and  its  railroads,  and  that  big 
capitalists  are  now  basing  their  plans  on 
the  rapid  development  and  widespread 
prosperity  of  the  whole  country.  The 
commercial  agencies  also  report  a 
steady  increase  in  volume  of  trade  and 
an  encouraging  decrease  in  business 
failures  compared  with  last  year.  The 
last  number  of  Bradsireet's  financial 
journal  says: 

"Special  telegrams  to  Bradstreet's  in- 
dicate on  the  whole  a  moderate  increase 
in  the  volume  of  general  trade,  as  larger 
orders  for  nearby  delivery  have  been  re 
ceived  by  wholesale  dealers  in  staple  dry 
goods,  clothing,  shoes,  hats,  millinery 
and  light  hardware  at  Chicago,  Duluth, 
St.  Paul,  St.  Louis,  St.  Joseph,  Kansas 
City  and  Omaha.  This  at  a  time  when 
harvesting  is  not  finished  in  the  North- 
west is  significant." 

The  same  journal  also  has  a  special 
report  from  Duluth,  which  states  chai 
local  trade  is  good  and  collections  are 
improving,  while  there  is  a  good  fall  de- 
mand for  merchandise  and  jobbers  are 
well  stocked.  All  of  which  goes  to  con- 
firm the  frequent  statements  in  The 
Herald  that  mercantile  business  gen- 
erally in  Duluth  was  never  in  as  good  a 
condition  as-  it  rs  at  present.  At  the 
same  time  this  city  has  been  steadily 
progressing  in  the  manufacturing  line, 
and  its  advance  in  all  directions  has 
been  large. 


The  New  York  Times  has  a  corre 
spondent  who  has  been  looking  up 
political  affairs  in  Illinois,  and  he  finds 
the  prospect  there  exceedingly  dubious 
for  the  Republicans.  In  1888  the  Times 
predicted  that  Iowa  would  go  Demo- 
cratic, but  it  gave  Harrison  a  plurality 
of  31,721.  The  Times  is  a  great  rain- 
bow-chaser. 


The  granite  cutters  of  New  England 
have  already  lost  $2,800,000  in  wages  by 
their  strike.  The  Homestead  and  Pitts- 
burg ironworkers'  strike  has  cost  them 
over  $1,000,000  in  wages  so  far.  The 
Pittsburg  switchmen's  strike  has  already 
meant  a  loss  of  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars.   Do  strikes  pay  ? 


The  New  York  World  has  become  a 
greater  rainbow-chaser  than  Calvin  S. 
Brice  ever  dared  to  be.  It  affects  to  be- 
lieve that  Cleveland  can  carry  Minne- 
sota. This  pleasant  little  dream  will  be 
rudely  shattered  when  the  returns  come 
in  on  the  night  of  November  8.

Several  of  the  Amalgamated  Men  Are 
Held  to  the  Higher  Court. 
The  trial  of  the  Amalgamated  men 
who  were  arrested  for  assaultini^  J.  W. 
Jones  and  Andy  Gardner  Saturday  even- 
ing, was  taken  up  before  Judge  Roberts 
in  Superior  yesterday  afternoon.  The 
Amalgamated  men  retained  as  attorneys 
A.  T.  Rock,  E.  A.  Arnold  and  ex-Muni- 
cipal Judge  W.  M.  Steel.  The  first  com- 
plaint was  made  by  J.  W.  Jones  and 
charged  John  Mulligan,  William  Dunn, 
John  Stuart,  Harry  Wynn,  Patrick 
Ruane  and  Edward  Dawson  with  as- 
saulting him  with  a  club  and  pistol—the 
pistol  being  loaded  with  powder  and 
ball-  with  the  intention  of  doing  him 
great  bodily  harm.  The  same  charge 
was  made  by  Andrew  Gardner  against 
Frank  Pellon,  John  Wright,  W.  H.  Ran- 
dall and  Joe  Gardner.  The  other  strik- 
ers were  discharged,  the  district  attor- 
ney stating  that  he  had  not  sufficient 
evidence  to  convict  them. 

Jones  was  the  first  witness.  He  told 
the  same  story  that  he  did  after  the  as- 
sault and  identified  Ruane,  Dawson  and 
Wynn  as  some  of  his  assailants.  Gard- 
ner told  practically  the  same  story. 
Each  of  the  defendants  attempted  to 
prove  an  alibi. 

Mulligan  and  Stewart  were  dismissed 
and  Dunn,  Wynn.  Ruane  and  Dawson 
were  held  to  the  circuit  court  for  trial 
with  bail  at  $350.  Frank  Pellou,  John 
Wright,  W.  H.  Randall  and  Joseph 
Gardner,  who  were  held  on  complaint  of 
Andy  Gardner,  will  have  their  examina- 
tion Wednesday.  James  Bardon  went 
on  the  bonds  of  those  of  the  men  who 
were  married  as  follows:  Wynn,  Dunn, 
Pellou  and  Gardner.  Frank  Pellou,  W. 
J.  Leader,  Joseph  Gardner  and  Thomas 
Collins  gave  bonds  for  the  appearance 
of  the  other  men.

The  council  meeting  last  evening  was 
well  attended  and  was  quite  lengthy. 
William  Swanstrom,  of  Oneota,  was  ap- 
pointed special  policeman  to  act  at  that 
place  without  pay.  A  temporary  grade 
and  improvement  on  Earl  street  was 
ordered.  The  engineer's  report  on  re- 
taining walls,  and  the  improvement  of 
Second  avenue  west,  was  referred  to  the 
streets  committee.  The  final  estimate 
on  the  Fifth  avenue  sidewalk  was  re- 
ferred. The  ordirance  providing  for 
the  numbering  of  houses  was  passed. 
The  bondsmen  of  the  WeshDuluth  In- 
dustrial Construction  &  Improvement 
company  on  First  avenue  contract  asked 
that  as  changes  had  been  made  in  the 
personell  of  the  comp my  since  the  time 
of  letting  contract,  tnat  no  moneys  be 
paid  to  the  company  until  all  claims  for 
labor  and  material  are  paid.  Attorney 
De  Vore  was  instructed  to  take  charge 
of  the  money  and,  after  paying  claims, 
turn  the  remainder  over  to  the  company. 

All  retaining  walls  to  be  built  were  or- 
dered paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund. 
The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  im- 
provement of  Eighth  avenue  were  pre- 
sented. The  sewerage  system  again 
came  up  and  was  laid  over  till  next 
meeting.  Capt.  Williamson,  of  Com- 
pany G,  reported  that  Mr.  Adams  had 
declared  the  armory  contract  off,  and 
that  H.  P.  Smith  would  lease  the  neces- 
sary ground  on  Central  avenue  and 
would  loan  the  money  to  the  village  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  armory.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  a  committee. 

The  water  supply  question  was  brought 
up  by  Alderman  Hall,  who  stated  that 
the  water  company  had  refused  to  sell 
water  to  peddlers  who  furnish  residents 
on  streets  where  mains  are  not  laid.

SAWS  CEASE  THEIR  HUM. 

Cneltonsazd  Mill  Hands  atEan  Clair© 
on  a  Strike. 
Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  Aug.  23.— About 
1000  saw  mill  employes  struck  for  ten 
hours  and  eleven  hours  pay  yesterday, 
and  plants  of  five  lumber  companies,  in- 
cluding all  the  eleven-hour  mills,are  idle, 
except  one  mill,  which  is  partly  run- 
ning. 

The  plan  attempted  by  the  employes 
of  two  mills  was  to  present  petitions  by 
committees  for  ten  hours  the  first  thing 
in  the  morning  and  then  ofifer  to  go  to 
work  at  7  o'clock  instead  of  6,  but  the 
mill  owners  would  not  allow  them  to  do 
thi?.as  It  would  be  practically  conceding 
the  demand.  The  men  staid  away  from 
the  other  mills  altogether.  No  definite 
reply  was  made  by  the  mill  owners  to 
the  committees,  but  there  are  no  indi- 
cations that  the  demand  will  be  granted.

Deatli  of  Mrs.  G.   G    Hartleys  Father 
in  Chicago. 
\V.  "W.  Woodward,  one  of  the  old  resi- 
dents of  Minneapolis   and   vicinity,  died 
in  Chicago  at  i  o'clock   yesterday  mom- 
i  ing.    Mr.  Woodward    departed  for  Chi- 
j  cago  about  a  week    ago  for  the  purpose 
1  of  undergoing  a  surgical   operation,  and 
j  It  appears  that  he  did  not  recover  from 
j  it,  though    the    dispatch   does  not  state 
!  the  direct  cause  of  his  death. 

The  deceased  was  bom  in  Fitchburg, 
Mass.,  July  16,  1823.  and  came  to  Minne- 
sota in  the'  spring  of  1857.  when  he  set- 
tled on  a  farm  adjoining  the  present  St.  j 
Louis  Park.  He  resided  thereuntil  1868, 
when  he  moved  to  Minneapolis  and 
took  up  his  residence  at  1 122  Hawthorn 
avenue,  where  his  familv  now  lives. 

He  was  for  many  years  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  brick  in  that  city,  his 
yards  being  where  the  present  Central 
market  now  stands.  He  was  quite  suc- 
cessful in  politics,  in  which  he  figured  at 
one  time,  being  for  three  years  an  alder- 
man from  the  Fourth  ward,  and  for 
twelve  years  an  assistant  city  assessor. 

The  deceased  leaves  a  widow  and

E.  I.  B.  Woodward,  now  with  S.  G.

A  proposition  was  made  to  the  sheriff 
last  night  in  behalf  of  the  strikers.  It  is 
that  the  sheriff  swear  in  400  of  the  strik- 
ing switchmen  as  special  deputies,  each 
man  to  bring  a  certificate  from  Master 
Moriarty  of  the  local  lodge  of  switchmen 
that  he  is  a  responsible  person  and  can 
be  depended  on.  The  sheriff  made  an 
appointment  to  meet  the  committee 
again  today.  The  strikers  want  the 
troops  withdrawn  and  thev  promise  m 
return  that  they  will  guarantee  the  safety 
of  railroad  property  and  will  not  go  in 
the  yards,  but  patrol  the  streets  adjoin- 
ing and  keep  outsiders  from  making 
trouble. 

The  reports  sent  out  from  here  early 
this  morning  to  the  effect  that  a  conflict 
took  place  between  the  strikers  and 
troops,  in  which  several  were  killed  and 
others  wounded,  is  without  foundation. 
There  was  no  disturbance  of  a  serious 
nature  last  night  except  firing  by  skulk- 
ers, which  was  replied  to  by  the  soldiers, 
but  no  one  is  known  to    have  been  shot.

THE  ITASCA  PARK. 

Something  About  the  1200  Square 
Mile  Preserve  and  its  Possibilities. 
J.  V.  Brower,  superintendent  of  the 
1200  square-mile  state  park  that  has  just 
been  laid  out  around  the  Lake  Itasca 
countrv,  has  been  in  Minneapolis  for 
several  davs.  Now  practically  all  the 
land  within  the  territon.-  has  been  se- 
cured, bv  act  of  congress  and  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  purchase  from  the  railroad 
companies,  the  work  of  laying  out  and 
putting  the  park  in  proper  shape  will 
not  long  be  delaved.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion to  keep  the  land  in  its  wild  state 
forever,  preserving  the  timber  and  im- 
proving the  water  courses. 

The  park  will  embrace  the  three 
water  sheds  of  the  state,  those  of  the 
Mississippi,  the  Red  river  and  the  Rainy 
river.  As  a  whole,  it  is  a  wild,  cheerless 
waste,  filled  with  lakes  and  swamp*, 
rugged  hills  and  forests  of  pine.  A 
number  of  prettv  little  valleys  are  to  be 
found,  with  small  streams  running 
through  them.  At  a  comparatively 
small  cost  ♦he  country-  can  be  made  verv 
attractive.  Complete  surveys  of  the 
tract  are  to  be  made  at  once.         ^ 


A  SERIOUS  HCRKICAXE. 

Vessels  Wrecked  But  no  Fatalities 
Reported. 
St.  John's,  N.  F.,  Aug.  23.— A  serious 
hurricane  is  reported  from  the  French 
island  of  St.  Pierre.  The  storm  was 
from  a  northeasterly  direction  and 
pjaved  havoc  with  the  vessels  at  anchor 
in  the  roadstead.  The  French  brigan- 
tine  Hasparren  was  driven  on  shore,  but 
w;:hout  loss  of  life  Two  schooners,  the 
Ferdinand  and  Van  Nest,  were  driven  to 
sea  and  much  other  damage  was  done.

He  was 
fait  becoming  distinguished  when  he  an- 
nounced a  change  of  heart,  became  an 
agnostic,  married  a  lady  a  number  of 
vears  his  senior  but  possessed  ot  $100,- 
000,  and  entered  the  publishing  business. 
Recently  he  declared  his  faith  restored 
and  is  now  again  in  good  standing  in  the 
ministry. 

Shot  Himself  Fatally. 
Searcy,  Ark.,  Aug.  23.— Judge  J.  F.

Sufferings  of  Austrian  Soldiers  Forced 
to  Manceuver. 
Vienna,  Aug.  23.— Emperor  Francis 
Joseph  has  countermanded  the  orders  for 

the  holding  of  the  military  manoeuvers, 
which  were  hxed  for  Aug.  2q,  on  account 
of  the  intense  beau  The  action  of  the 
emperor  was  due  to  the  reports  received 
from  Carnionla,  where  the  manciruvers 
have  been  held  notwithstanding  the  ex- 
tremely hot  weather. 

The  soldiers  were  in  heavy  marching 
order  and  were  compelled  to  take  the 
field  in  the  broiling  sun  and  march  and 
countermarch,  charge  and  recharge  with 
all  their  accoutrements.  The  result  was 
that  200  of  them  were  sunstruck.  Eleven 
men  out  of  200  died.  There  is  a  feeling 
of  indignation  that  the  military  authori- 
ties should  have  forced  the  men  to  man- 
ceuver in  such  weather.

Dallas,  Tex.,  Aug.  23.— In  the  famous 
case  by  which  the  Texas  fie  Pacific  Gulf, 
Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  and  St.  Louis  & 
Southwesttm  railways  sued  out  an  in- 
junction in  the  United  States  court  re- 
straining the  Texas  Railway  commission 
trom  enforcing  certain  tariffs,  Tudge  A. 
P.  McCormick  yesterday  handed  down 
a  decision  giving  to  the  complainants  all 
the  relief  for  which  they  prayed.  The 
judge's  decision  contains  12,000  words, 
and  in  it  he  reviews  the  history  of  Texas 
railroads  and  legislation  affecting  the 
same.  He  also  quotes  copiously  from 
the  decisions  m  the  .Minnesota  and 
granger  cases,  and  in  a  judicial  way 
roasts  Governor  Hogg  for  his  fling  at 
the  federal  judiciary.  Judge  McCormick 
says  in  substance: 

The  contentions  of  the  defendants, 
Reagan,  McLean,  Goster  and  Culber- 
son, aLS  far  as  it  is  deemed  material  to 
notice,  are:  First,  that  the  bills  do  not 
show  the  right  of  complainants  to  sue; 
second,  that  the  suits  are  believed  to  be 
collusive  and  preagreed  as  to  the  de- 
fendant railway  companies:  third,  that  as 
to  these  defendants,  the  suits  are  really 
against  the  state. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  whole  record 
and  the  conduct  of  this  heanng  that  the 
controversvis  not  between  the  complain- 
ant and  the  railways,  but  between  the 
railways  and  the  other  defendanL  The 
bills  of  complaint  and  the  answer  and 
cross  bill  of  railways  and  the  arguments 
of  their  counsel  show  that  there  is  no 
such  element  of  collusion  m  these  cases 
as  can  prejudice  the  rights  of  complain- 
ant to  sue.  The  cases  cited  and 
pressed  bv  counsel  for  defendants  on 
this  point  are  plainly  different  from  the 
cases  here. 

We  come  now  to  consider:     Have  the 
complainants  made  out  their  case?    Are 
the  rates  being    enforced    against   the 
railwavs  unreasonably  low   and   confis- 
catorvr     Is  their  property  being  taken 
or  threatened  with    being  taken  without 
due  process  of  law,  or  are    they    denied 
the  equal  protection  of  laws?    And  if  so, 
what  measure  of  relief,  if  any,  can  this 
court  now  extend  to    the    original    and 
cross  complainants?    From    the    sworn 
pleadings,  the  exhibits,    affidavits,    and 
unquestioned  sUtements    of   honorable 
counsel  conversant  with  the  facts  made 
during  the  argument  in   open   court  on 
the  hearing  of  these  motions,  I  draw  my 
conclusions  of  fact  touchmg  these  mat- 
ters, now  deemed  material. 

On  these  essential  issues  Ihe  complain- 
ant and  cross  complainants  have  offered 
the  affidavits  of  present  or  former  chief 
officers  and  employes  of  the  complain- 
ants, witnesses  most  conversant  with  the 
facts,  and  with  regard  to  many  of^whom 
the  defendants,  the  attorney  general  m 
his  able  oral  arguments,  was  candid 
enough  and  generous  enough  to  say:  "I 
know  them.  They  are  respectable  gen- 
tlemen of  high  character  who  would  not 
and  could  not  make  a  false  statement." 
I  adopt  from  the  brief  of  complainants" 
counsel  this  statement,  which  I  have 
found  to  be  accurate  within  considerable 
exceptions  not  resulting  in  increased 
revenues:  "The  commission  has  reduced 
every-  tariff  which  it  touched." 

Ttiat  each  of  said  railways  put  the 
commission  tariff  complained  in  effect 
on  its  line,  under  protest  and  under  co- 
ercion of  the  provisions  relating  to  suits 
against  it  for  damage  and  penalties 
should  it  refuse  or  fail  to  so  put  them  m 
effect.  The  number  of  suits  to  which 
they  would  otherwise  daily  become 
liable  amount  to  many  hundreds.  The 
legislature  has  oower  to  fix  rates  and  the 
extent  of  judicial  interference  is  pro- 
tection against  unreasonable  rates.  The 
court  then  holds  that  section  5  of  the 
commission  law  is  unconstimtional  and 
with  this  section  all  other  sections  are 
void,  and  adds: 

"In  at  leait  one  public  address  ot  his 
excellencv,  our  present  governor,  in  dis- 
cussing the  subject  of  the  Texas  com- 
mission and  especially  section  5  of  the 
railroad  commission  law.  he  said  in  sub- 
stance, with  zeal  and  warmth  and  telling 
irritation,  that  section  5  was  the  heart  of 
this  law,  and  it  and  its  related  sections 
the  life  of  the  Texas  railroad  commis- 
sion, and  according  to  my  most  careful 
study  of  this  law  in  that  respect  and  to 
that  extent  his  excellency's  construction 
of  law  was  sound.  The  act  is  largely 
modeled  after  the  interstate  commerce 
law  into  which,  however,  it  seeks  to  in- 
fuse life  by  section  5  and  its  related  sec- 
tions. ^  r     l_        1 

"It  is  evident  on  the  face  of  the    law, 
as  we  know  the  fact  to    have    been,    its 
framers      were    thoroughly    conversant 
with  and  kept  steadily  in  their    view  the 
decision  of   the    supreme  court    in    the 
I  Minnesota     case,    then    but  lately  an- 
nounced, and  further  that    the    commis- 
sion is  in  direct  conflict  with  this   United 
1  States  court's  decision  therein.     It  clear- 
!  ly  appears  to  me  that  everv  provision  of 
!  this  law  tends  to  thus   enforce    a    com- 
1  pliance  with  rates  of    the    commission. 
1  whether  they  be  reasonable  or  not,    and 
I  everv-  position  tending   to    embarrass  or 
enabling  the  commissioners    to    embar- 
rass such  roads  as  may  choose  to  invoke 
the      protection      of      the    constitution 
against  the  taking  of  their  property  with- 
out due  process  of  law,  or  denving  them 
the  equpl  protection  of  the  law,  is  affect- 
ed with  the  same  vice  that  renders    sec- 
tion 5  invalid. 

"It  follows  from  the  \-iews  thus  ex- 
pressed that  these  motions  should  be 
granted  and  that  the  verv  many  other 
most  interesting  questions  presented  in 
the  record  and  in  argument  on  this  hear- 
ing are  not  material  to  be  considered. 
That  the  measure  of  complainants  and 
cross-complainants  shall  be  adequate,  it 
is  necessary  that  it  should  be  as  full  as 
thev  have  asked,  and  it  is  so  ordered." 

The  state  will  appeal  the  case  to  the 
United  States  supremecourt.

Tom  Cunningham  has  been  sheriff  of 
San  Joaquin  county,  Cal.,  for  twenty-one 
years,  longer  m  continuous  service  in  that 
office  than  any  other  man  in  the  state  or 
probably  any  other  in    the  country.     He 
won't  talk  much  except  about  his  "collec- 
tion.''   That  is  the  only  subject  that  ex- 
cites him,  and  it  is  ..  bouquet  of  beautie^s. 
In  it  is  an  ax  which  a  Chiuamjm  u.^ed 
to    lay  open    another's    head;    a    Chinese 
cue  which  the  wearer  tried  to  hang  him- 
sejfwith  in  jail,  and  which  was  then  cut 
off;  a  Mexican  sword  with  which  live  men 
were  killed   in  1809;    pistols  of  all   makes 
and    sizes,  from  a  little    pepperbox    to  a 
Colt's  navy  revolver;  a  little  penknife  with 
which    a    Si)anish    woman    stabbed     and 
killed  a  man,  and  t be  immense,  wide,  heav- 
ily stained  sword  which  was  found  in  his 
house    and    which    figured    in    her   trial; 
blackened  knives  and   brij^ht  dirks  which 
were  the  instruments  of  murders;  sharp 
steel  of  many  sorts,  some  of  the  blades 
being  three  feet  long;  counterfeit  coin  that 
was  found  in  a  camp  of  makers  of  the 
queer  in  the  county  and  the  nickel  which 
saved  a  mans  life  by  diverting  the  course 
of  a  bullet. 

The  cMlection  was  begun,  however,  in 
1851  by  the  then  sheriff,  Kichard  Porter 
Ashe,  father  of  the  present  noted  turfman. 
Porter  Ashe.  Dr.  Ashe,  as  he  was  called, 
hanged  the  notorious  "Dutch  Fred"  and

Wmx  to  th*  Death    Hm  Been  Waged  for 

Ceutnrlea. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  except  by 
those  familiar  with  the  literature  of  the 
Fourteenth  century,  that  the  month  of 
August  is  dedicated  to  Beelzebub,  the 
interpretation  of  his  name  being  Father 
of  Flies.      Flies  appear  earlier  in  the 
season,   but  i:  ia  in  August  that  they 
take  possession,  says   a   writer    in   the 
New  York  Evening  Suu.     Bacon  quotes 
King    James   as  saying,    "Have   I   not 
three  kingdoms  for  you  to  expatiate  in, 
and  you  must  needs  fly  in  my  eye?"    So 
it  seems  flies  occupy  the  earth.     There 
is  but   one   kuown  sjx)t  where  flies  are 
not  found.     That   is   Mount   Carina,  in 
Candia,  where  a  honey   is   produced   so 
abhorrent  to  flies  that  they  avoid  the 
place.     The  estimate  of  Spencer's  imag- 
ination has  been  measured   by  his  apos- 
trophe  to  the  silver  winged   possessors 
of  the  empire  of  the  air.     Flies,  in  fact, 
have  no  sense.      There  is  scarcely   an 
insect  that  has  not  at  times  l>eeu  trainnd 
or  shown  intelligence.     There  is  no  such 
record  of  the  fly. 

The  i)eculiarities  of  his  structure,  his 
machinery  of  locomotion,  his  uncon- 
sciousness of  the  laws  of  gravity  have 
been  of  interest  both  to  scientists  and 
poets.  Theodore  Tilton's  well  known 
ode  to  the  fly  has  been  set  to  music,  and 
is  on  countless  lips  in  kindergartens  and 
nurseries.  Of  this  nothing  is  owing  to 
the  fly  himself. 

The  enmity  between  man  and  flies  is 
historic,  but  the  warfare  continued 
through  long  ages  is  feeble,  though  un- 
remitting. The  Cape  Colonists,  it  is  re- 
lated by  James  Payn,  dip  long  wisps  of 
straw  in  milk  and  hang  them  up.  When 
the  flies  have  settled  down  on  them  they 
draw  a  sack  over  the  wisi>8.  They  often 
bag  in  this  manner  as  much  as  a  bushel 
of  flies  in  a  day.  The  fashion  of  poison- 
ing flies  wnth  fl}-paper  has  gone  out,  the 
paper  being  too  easily  dissolved  into  a 
summer  drink  for  one's  enemies. 

The  flies,  moreover,  had  an  uncomfor- 
table habit  of  leaving   their  corpses  on 
the   dishes    and    tabiecktth.      Farmers' 
wives  pleasantly  lure  the  fly  into  glass 
cisterns  of  sweetened  waters,  where  it 
can  die  like  a  rose  in  aromatic  pain.  The 
latest  method  of  fly  catching  is  by  means 
of  pitch  coated  papers.     Lured  by  the 
resinous  odor  the  fly  lights.     Sheets  of 
this    paper,    looking    like    huckleberry 
tarts,  are  shown  in  druggists'  windows. 
But  while  tlie  fly  sticks  to  tiie  paper  the 
paper  sticks  to  everything  else,  and  un- 
suspecting members  of  the  family  are 
likely  to  serve  as  a  walking  morgue  for 
flies.

"Mountain  Jim"  in  1851,  and  began  the 
museum  with  their  pistols.  They  are 
great,  clumsy  weapons,  and  it  is  not  at  all 
surprising  on  viewing  them  why  men  used 
to  carry  their  shooting  irons  in  full  view. 
They  could  not  be  hidden. 

One  naturally  siipposes  that  the  men 
hanged  in  those  times  were  desperadoes. 
That  supposition  is  wrong.  They  were 
strung  up  for  horse  stealing.  In  that 
period  horses  were  more  precious  than 
human  lives,  and  at  that  time  and  for 
many  years  after  the  sheriff  of  San  Joa- 
quin county  ha«l  much  to  do  tracing  stolen 
horses  and  chasing  the  thieves. 

The  law  was  repealed  at  an  earlv  dav, 
and  the  last  eight  or  ten  hanged  in  the 
county  were  murderers.     A  noticeable  ol> 

ject  in  the  museum  is  a  coat  of  mail,  made  of 
small  links  of  steel,  which  was  taken  from 
a  murderer  when  he  was  arrested  for  kill- 
ing his  son-in-law.    He,  too,  was  hanged. 
In  a  case  with   other  guns  is  one   with  a 
long  barrel,  which  is  labeled  as  the  weapon 
that  killed  the  once  noted  bandit,  Joaquin 
Murietta,  at  Cantua  creek,  Fresno  county. 
Sheriff  Cunningham  thinks  the  toughest 
man    he    ever    had    to    handle    was    Jim 
"\V  inters,  who  shot  the  daughter  of  General 
James  A.  Shei-heni  w-dlehe  wa.s  attempt- 
ing to  commit  a  burgl  try.    As  she  lingered 
a  year  he  escaped  conviction  for  murder 
ser\-ed  his  term  for  burgl-iry,   killed  an- 
other young  lady  at  Santa  Rosa  under  ex- 
actly similar  circumstances  and  was  sent 
up  for  life. 

Long  after  he  reachefl  the  penitentiary 
it  was  found  that  he  had  manv  instru- 
ments to  aid  him  in  escaping.  These  were 
found  in  the  soles  of  his  shoes  and  the  lin- 
ing of  his  clothes  when  Sheriff  Cunning- 
ham took  him  to  Stockton  from  the  pen- 
itentiary. He  had  a  slim  file  inserted  in 
the  back  of  a  comb,  covering  the  openifg 
with  black  wax;  a  wooden  key,  which  le 
had  cut  out  himself  and  which  was  to  be 
employed  for  opening  cell  doors;  a  pair  of 
nippers  and  a  sharp  pointed  knife  blade 
A  flannel  pincushion  that  he  had  at  the 
time  was  ripped  open  and  checks  for 
$1,200  on  San  Francisco  banks  were  fonnd 
in  it.  Despite  the  vigilance  of  the  guartis 
he  had  kept  all  these  things. 

When  they  stepped  out  of  the  cars  at 
San  Quentin,  Winters  was  ahead  and  dex- 
terously slipped  under  the  car.  He  thought 
the  sheriff  would  go  over  the  platform  to 
the  other  side  to  catch  him,  but  quick  as  a 
flash  Cunningham  slid  under  the  car  alM> 
and  grabbed  him  by  the  neck. 

They  wrestled  and  t\visted  beneath  the 
car.  The  sheriff  did  not  have  time  to  cry 
out  to  the  engineer,  and  nobody  else  had 
stepped  off  the  front  platform  with  the 
officer  and  Lis  prisoner.  Had  the  train 
moved  both  of  them  would  have  l)een 
killed  or  maime<l.  The  sheriff  exerted  his 
strength  to  drag  Winters  qut  and  did  not 
draw  his  pistol.  Fortunately  he  got  the 
convict  out  just  in  time.  A  moment  after 
he  rollefi  him  from  under  the  car  and 
jerked  him  to  his  feet  the  engine  puffed 
and  the  train  moved  on. 

The  Moquelemos  grant  in  San  Joaquin 
county  was  long  the  scene  of  an  agrarian 
war,  and  in  18»4  the  settlers  rose  in  arms  to 
resist  a  levy.    They  mustered  thirty-six 
with  repeating  rifles  and   pistols.    Sheriff 
Cunningham  knew  that  if  he  went  to  the 
place  with    his    deputies  or  a  posse  and 
tried  to  dispo8ses.s  the  settlers  by  usin'' 
armed  force  a  conflict  would  be  inevitable 
and  lives  would  b«  lost.    He  called  on  the 
governor  for  troops  and  a  brigade  wa.s  sent 
to  the  grant.     The  presence  of  the  military 
was  enough  to  restore  the  authority  of  the 
law.  and  after  staying  there  ten  days  the 
trfxjps    returned    home.      That  a    blood v 
meeting  was  avoided-  by  this  course  was 
apjparent.

When  some  ingenious  people  devoted 
their  energies  a  few  years  back  to  the 
task  of  manufacturing  a  brand  new  uni- 
versal language,  impartial  observers 
were  prompted  to  offer  the  obvious  criti- 
cism that  it  would  be  more  sensible  to 
let  the  question  settle  itself.

But 
after  awhile  internal  dissensions  have 
arisen  amid  the  disciples  of  the  new  lin- 
guistic cult. 

At    the    same    time    a   striking    and 
wholly    unexpected    testimony    to   the 
claims  of  English  to  the  premiership  of 
languages    has    been    paid    by   an    old 
French  Canadian  priest,  Father  Chini- 
quy.     His  grounds  for  supposing  that 
English  must  prevail  in  the  long  run 
are  based  on  his  practical  experience  in 
Canada— where,   according    to    his    ac- 
count, French  is  everywhere  disappear- 
ing—and above  all  on  the  genius  "of  the 
language  it.^elf.     "Your  expression,"  he 
said  to  an  interviewer,  "is  more  direct, 
your    syntax  is  more    simple    and  the 
sounds  of  your  language  more  forcible." 
Father  Chiniquy  exemplified  his  mean- 
ing by  contrasting  the  expression  "Fire!" 
"Ready"  and  "All  aboard"  with  "Feu!" 
"Pret"  and   "Embarquez."    Such  pho- 
netic considerations  are  undoubtedly  of 
importance,  especially  in  a  utilitarian 
age.

Edward  K  Littlefield,  native  of  Block 
island  and  resident  of  Providence,  now 
sixty-sLi  years  old,  motiestlj  claims  to  be 
the  most  experienc-ed  submarine  diver  in 
the  world-  And  truly  he  has  had  some  won- 
derful experiences  in  his  forty -four  years 
in  the  business.  Use  is  everytliing  to  a 
man,  and  skillful  divers  really  enjoy  their 
work. 

Mr.  Littlefield  has  taken  100  bodies  out 
of  sunken  shipsand  has  walked  all  througo 
and  around  sfxne  fifty  vessels  lying  from 
15  to  168  feet  deep.  His  first  great  scare 
was  in  1850,  when  diving  in  the  Seaconnet 
river  for  the  corpse  of  a  lad  who  had  been 
down  eleven  days.    Of  this  he  says: 

"I  went  down   at    7:30   o'clock   in  the 
morning.    I  wasn't  used  to  it,  so  I  took 
sick  about  9:30  o'clock,  but  I  got  some  old 
Cognac  brandy  to  drink  and  went  back 
mbaat  11.    The  first  thing  I  saw  when  1 
got  down  was  a  swarm  of  blue  fish.    I  went 
through  them  and  then  came  a  lot  of  dog- 
fish.   These  dogfish  are  tough  things,  foi 
they  have  two  spurs  on  the  back  near  the 
taii  and  they  wind  around  a  man's  leg* 
and  spur  him.     They  smashed  against  me 
and  any  number  of  them  spurred  my  legs 
A  good  deal  as  roosters  use  their  spurs,  so 
i_  that  I  at  last  got  out  my  knife  and  went  :o 
1  cmtting  my  way  through.    You  know  dog- 
I    fish  will  feed  on  a  dogfish  that  is  dea.I.  sc 
f    I  ripped  tiiem  open  ail  around  me  as  they 
;     went  along  with  the  tide,  and  the  others 
ate  the  injurtd  oues.     I  must  have  killed 
fifty  or  sixty  of  them,  all  two  or  three  feet 

long. 

"After  I  got  througu  rhem  I  felt  some- 
thing whirl  me  aronnd.  I  could  tell  it 
wasn't  the  current,  so  i  looked  around  to 
see  what  it  was.  There  was  a  big  shark 
off  to  my  left  looking  at  me.  I'd  have 
given  a  city  to  be  out  of  his  way.  but.  says 
I.  if  I  go  up  he'll  bite  me  in  two.  r.ud  sfi  I 
decided  to  stay  I'ucre.  I  felt  just  ;'s  if  my 
helmet  was  rui-sl^g  up.  I  suppose  it  was 
my  hair.  Well.  Mr.  Shark  looked  .-.t  me 
*while.    Then  he  goes  around  we  twice 

I^nd  a  half,  and  then  I  got  my  knife  out 
again.     He  turns  on  one  side,  and  I  could 
have  put  a  bjirrei  in  his  mouth  easy.     I 
knew  what  was  coming,  so  I  waited.    He 
i     dashed  for  me,  and  as  he  came  I  stepped 
I    ene  side,  shut  my  eyes  and  slashed  with 
the  knife.    I  caught  him  in  his  life,  for  I 
cnt  his  heart  ritjiit  in  two. 
"I  opened  my  eyes  and  found  him  lying 
*     on  the  bottom  fifty  or  sixty  feet  off,  the 
blood  rising  from  him  in  bubbles.    I  went 
np  to  him  and   then  something  happene«J 
to  me.     I  don't   know  what.     I  suppose  I 
fainted,  for  I  came  to  with  my  body  lean- 
ing a^aiiiBt  the  shark's  down  there  on  the 
"Dotto-n.     Well.  I  hadn't  given  any  signal 
to  m.  tender,  so  he   had  kept  up  the  air 
supply,  but  pretty  quick  I  felt  them  pull- 
ing three  times  to  ask  me  if  I  was  all  right. 
-  They  said  the  blood  all  around  the  lines 
rose  in  red  bubbles    to  the  top  before  it 
mixed  with  the  water." 

It  is  of  course  known  to  all  readers  that 
the    deeper   one    goes    in    the    water   the 
greater  is  the  pressure,  and  tmder  the  or- 
<iinary  system    the  air  cannot  be  forced 
down  to  the  diver  if  he  is  200  feet  deep,  and 
will  not  hold  his  suit  out  from    his  body 
much  below  100  feet.      In  that  case   the 
diver  must  go  down  by  slow   degrees  to 
avoid  the  numbness  caused  by  the.  lighten- 
ing of  the  suit.     In  1S60  Mr.   Littlefield 
wentdrwnlt>S  feet  to  recover  the  bodies 
ot   a  lady  and  her  daughter   who   were 
drowned  on  the  siaip  of  the  husband  and 
father.     Of  this  he  says: 

"Now,  it's  queer,  but  there's  something 
about  bodies  under  water.  Did  you  know 
that  if  you  went  into  the  cabin  of  a  vessel 
where  one  was  that  it  would  start  toward 
you.  almost  as  if  it  were  alivt*  It  is  that 
that  makes  the  shock  so  terrible.  You 
can't  avoid  them.  They  come  as  if  they 
wanted  to  be  taken  away.  Well,  the  cap- 
tain's wife  and  daughter  were  in  the  state- 
room at  the  foot  of  the  stairs,  and  I  had  to 
open  the  door.  I  took  some  blocks  and 
braced  my  whole  weight  against  the  door. 
I  weighed  200potmds,  and  the  smt  weighed 

t365  more.  I  knew  there'd  be  a  terrible 
shock,  so  I  got  all  ready.  The  door  gave 
way  ,\t  last,  and  broke  into  kindling  wood 
like  u  flash.  The  concussion  of  the  water 
flung  the  bodies  toward  me  like  lightning. 
I  shut  my  eyes,  and  reach  ng  out  to  grab 
the  bodies  caught  the  woman's  as  she 
flew  toward  me. 

"I  signaled  and  was  taken  up.  Then  I 
w^it  down  to  hunt  for  the  little  girL  I 
foond  she  had  come  out  when  her  mother 
did,  and  floated  under  the  cabin  table. 
"Why,  that  table  was  set  just  as  when  the 
Teasel  sunk,  and  there  was  food  on  the 
plates  at  that  very  time.  I  was  pulled  up 
with  the  little  girl."

Annual  Session  of  the  American 
Association. 

Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  .A.ug.  24.— The  an- 
nual session  of  the  American  Bar  asso- 
ciation began  here  today  with  a  large  at- 
tendance. Ex-Judge  Dillon,  of  New 
York,  delivered  the  annual  address. 
President  Dillon  spoke  largely  on  the  {  effected  and  their 
legislation  of  the  last  congress  and  with  for  next  year, 
regard  to  the  l''.;;.slation  of  sixteen  states 
and  territories. 

He  said  that  there  were  introduced  in- 
to the  house  and  senate  during  the  last 
session  over  13,000  bills  and  joint  resolu- 
tions and  more  than  2100  reports  were 
made  by  house  committees  and  nearly 
HOC  by  senate  committees.  All  this 
legislative  activity,  he  said,  resulted  only 
in  the  passage  of  about  seventy-tive  bills, 
local,  private  and  general. 

The  address  also  dealt  with  the  gen- 
eral view  of  current  legislation  in  six- 
teen states  and  territories.  Proposals 
for  constitutional  amendments  in  Geor- 
gia, Rhode  Island,  New  York,  Massa- 
chusetts, Wisconsin  and  Maryland  were 
referred  to.

His  Mind  Gave  Way. 
Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  24.— George 
Halfner,  a  sergeant  in  the  Fifth  separate 
company,  is  at  his  home  in  this  city  hav- 
ing; been  brought  here  yesterday  by  Cor- 
poral Whitteman.  Halfner's  mind  gave 
way  under  the  hardship  and  privations 
experienced  at  Buffalo  during  the  first 
few  days.  His  breakdown  occurred 
Monday  morning. 


Whether  Mr.  Sweeney  will  accept  the 
advice  of  conference  if  given  and  give  up 
the  present  strike  without  first  exhaust- 
ing all  the  resources  at  his  command,  is 
problematical.  The  news  from  Roches- 
ter this  morning  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  he  will  not,  but  intends,  as  was  in- 
dicated in  these  despatches  on  Satur- 
day, to  nag  the  roads  by  strike  after 
strike  all  along  the  system  and  to  en- 
deavor to  harrass  them  into  agreeing 
to  some  sort  of  compromise. 

The  strikers  and  their  sympathizers 
continue  their  night  attacks  upon  the 
troops  and  non-union  men.  The  Buffalo 
and  Southwestern  division  of  the  Erie 
tried  to  send  out  an  unguarded  freight 
train  on  its  road  last  night.  There  were 
three  non-union  men  on  top  of  the  cars. 
As  the  train  slacked  up  near  Seneca, 
several  strikers  boarded  it  and  threw  the 
three  non-union  men  off  the  cars  and  as- 
saulted them  with  coupling  pins.  Charles 
B.  Henstenz  was  severely  cut  and  was 
taken  into  the  Erie  roundhouse  where  a 
surgeon   dressed  his  wounds. 

Allen  Richardson,  who  hails  from 
Boston,  was  so  badly  injured  that  he  was 
taken  to  the  hospital.  Henstenz  said 
*hat  his  assailant  tried  to  throw  one  of 
the  men  under  the  train.  After  the  as- 
sault the  men  fled  before  an  alarm  could 
be  given  and  escaped.  There  was  the 
usual  annoyance  to  the  troops  last  night 
and  early  this  morning,  but  beyond  the 
affair  at  the  Tifft  farm,  nothing  of  a 
serious  nature  is  reported. 

Another  attempt  was  made  to  wreck 
a  freight  train  in  the  yards  at  the  Sus- 
pension bridge  at  10:30  last  night.  An 
East  bound  New  York  Central  freight 
was  making  up  and  getting  ready  to 
leave.  While  backing  in  on  a  spur  at 
the  eastern  end,  near  the  Lockport  road, 
a  switch  was  turned  between  the  trucks 
of  a  car,  and  the  result  was  that  a  car  in 
the  middle  of  the  train  was  thrown  on 
its  side.  The  train  was  stopped  and  the 
derai'ed  car  cut  out.  The  switch  house, 
where  the  switch  tender  stood  with  his 
lantern,  was  only  four  rods  distant,  but 
the  marauder  made  good  his  escape.

The   theatrical   engagement  of    Mar- 
garet Mather  in  Duluth  on  Sept.  5  and  6 
promises  to  be  productive    of    a  "scrap" 
as  to  which  house  she  will  play  in.

the  Temple  and  Lyceum  hold  contracts 
and  claim  the  show.  The  former  had 
been  given  to  understand  that  the  con- 
tract with  the  Lyceum  had  been  can- 
ceiled  under  a  clause  which  allowed  such 
action  on  two  weeks'  notice,  but  the  lat- 
ter claims  to  ha/e  received  no  notice  of 
cancellation.  Just  how  the  matter  will 
turn  out  can  only  be  conjectuied  now. 


Dynamite  Used  Against  Material  For 
Carnegie  Works. 
Pittsburg,  Aug.  24.— A  car  loaded 
with  steel  ingots  consigned  to  the  Car- 
negie firm  at  the  Thirty-third  street 
works    was    blown    up  by    dynamite  or 

some  other  high  explosive  on  a  side 
track  of  the  Allegheny  Valley  railway 
at  Thirty-fourth  street  last  night. 

This  is  the  first  attempt  at  destruction 
of  property  around  the  Carnegie  city 
mills  and  caused  great  excitement  both 
inside  and  outside  the  company's  works. 
The  body  of  the  car  was  badly  shattered 
and  the  contents  scattered  in  all  direc- 
tions. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  no  one 
was  injured.  A  reserve  force  of  police 
was  summoned  and  quickly  surrounded 
the  place,  but  no  one  was  captured  and 
no  clue  to  the  perpetrator  was  found. 

When  the  explosion  occurred  outside 
of  the  fence  surrounding  the  works,  the 
non-union  men,  part  of  whom  had  re- 
tired and  were  sleeping  in  their  bunks, 
became  panic  stricken  and  made  a  rush 
for  the  gates.  Superintendent  WMgley, 
who  was  standing  at  the  main  gate  en- 
gaged in  conversation  with  a  watchman, 
quickly  closed  the  gate  and  locked  it. 
At  the  same  time  some  one  turned  off 
the  electric  light  and  the  entire  mill  and 
yards  were  in  darkness,  which  added  to 
the  excitement. 

The  non-union  men  engaged  in  a  free 
for  all  fight  which  lasted  nearly  Jhalf  an 
hour,  during  which  a  great  many  of  the 
men  were  badly  and  in  a  few  cases  seri- 
ously injured.  One  of  them  had  his 
hand  smashed  so  badly  as  to  require- 
amputation.  Others  received  injuries  so 
serious  as  to  require  their  removal  to 
the  hospital.  Tliis  morning  the  work- 
men discovered  the  man  who  turned  off 
the  lights  and  threw  him  out  of  the  mill 
yard  bodily  and  his  clothing  after  him. 

No  attempt  was  made  today  to  resume 
operations  at  the  Twenty-ninth  street 
mills  and  everything  is  quiet.  The  po- 
lice guard  has,  however,  been  strength- 
ened at  several  points  as  an  extra  safe- 
guard.

India. 

It/sa  strange  circumstance  that,  while 
the  fonnders  of  the  d'Israeli  family  in 
Jl^RSiand  laid  the  basis  of  greatness  for 
tbair  descendants  by  their  remarkable  fac- 
ility for  accumulating  money,  this  pro- 
pensity seems  to  have  died  out  suddenly, 
aad  in  its  stead  there  was  developed  a  pe- 
culiarly strong  mentality  which  has  never 
imOed  to  manifest  itself  in  at  least  one 
Jnamber  of  each  generation  since  it  first 
appeared  a  century  and  a  half  ago. 


COSINGSBY  D'ISRAELI. 

If  tl;i-j  reconi  is  to  be  maintained  in  the 
■prestat  generation  young  Coningsby  d'Is- 
raeli is  destined  to  become  one  of  Eng- 
laod's  great  men  if  he  should  live  to  a  rea- 
fionable  age.  In  appearance,  esi)ecially  in 
the  shape  of  his  head,  the;  young  man 
Jtroagly  resembles  his  illustrious  uncle, 
aod  it  is  said  that  he  is  proud  to  be  re- 
garded as  his  successor  in  every  possible 
way. 

Coningsby  d'Israeli  was  born  in  1^7. 
His  education  was  obtained  at  the  Charter- 
Louse  and  New  college,  Oxford.  During 
tidm  thne  he  was  the  secretary  of  the  well 
'kmemu  Chatham  club.  His  father,  the 
late  Ralph  d'Israeli,  was  for  a  long  time 
•deputy  clerk  of  parliament.  Coningsby 
•dTsraeli  inherits  the  combative  and  ag- 
^lesBive  tendencies  of  the  family,  which 
piajed  so  important  a  part  in  the  advance- 
3iient  of  Lord  Beaconsfield.  As  a  newspa- 
per controversialist  he  shows  remarkable 
aUnlity  and  hits  successfully  dispute^l  intri 
cate  points  with  some  of  twice  his  age  and 
experience.  At  the  recent  elections,  which 
resulted  in  the  accession  to  power  of  Mr. 
Ciladstoite  for  the  fourth  time,  Mr.  d'Is- 
raeli was  returned  jis  a  Tory. 

Coningsby  d'Lsraeli  is  essentially  a  man 
of  original  ideiis,  and  while  at  Oxford  was 
the  co-occapant,  with  the  younger  Robert 
Peel,  of  a  house  in  the  Cornmarket.  Not 
satistled  with  that,  however,  he  after- 
ward took,  up  his  residence  with  a  mem- 
ber of  the  family  of  Mr.  Gladstone,  ap- 
jparently  being  broad  enough  in  his  views 
to  l»e  able  to  unqualifiedly  divorce  his  po- 
litical from  his  social  life.  Taken  all  in 
all.  if  Coningsby  d'Israeli  shall  fail  to 
sustain  the  prestige  of  his  name,  it  will  be 
heciiuse  the  promise  of  a  brilliant  future, 
which  now  seems  arrived,  will  not  have 
Ijeeu  fulfilled. 


A  itomarkably    Full    Vote. 

Whatever  else  may  Ije  thought  about 
the  recent  British  parliamentary  electionj, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  constituen- 
cies as  a  whole  were  pretty  nearly  polled 
oat.  The  actual  number  of  voters  who 
went  to  the  polls  was  in  round  numl)ers 
4,I<MAO0O.  This  is  not  so  high  a  total  as 
that  for  188."»,  which  was  not  far  short  of 
4.400^000.  But  at  that  election,  being  the 
first  after  an  extension  of  the  franchist 
and  a  rwiistribution  of  seats,  very  few  con- 
stituencies were  uncontested.  Making  an 
allowance  for  the  uncontested  seats  on 
this  occasion,  we  arrive  (roughly  speak- 
ing), says  an  English  exchange,  at  4,.'5(X),- 
000  as  the  total  number  of  voters.  The 
total  number  of  electors  on  the  present 
l^gister  i3  6,lRl,4;j6,  so  that  as  near  as  pos- 
sible three  electors  out  of  every  four  may 
be  taken  as  represented.  That  was  about 
the  proportioo  in  18U5  also. 


A  Bright  Yoimjf  Westerner. 

George  Renisburg,  a  young  man  living 
near  Atchison,  Kan.,  has  been  attracting 
cocsiderable  attention  lately  by  his  re- 
searches in  the  state  for  pn'historic  re- 
mains. He  ha.H 
found  eleven 
mounds  on  the 
high  bluffs  along 
the  Missouri  river, 
from  which  he  has 
taken  one  com- 
plete .skeleton  and 
a  great  many  rel- 
ics of  the  alxH 
riginal  races.  In 
excavating  a 
mound  near  Leav- 
enworth recently 
he  discovered  a 
large  number  of 
charred  human 
bones.  He  also 
found  a  stone  oven 
in  which  the  deatl 
were  undoubtedly  GEORGE  hemsdurg. 
cremated.  The  ancient  Maya  tribes  offered 
human  sacrifices,  and  archaeologists  say 
the  remains  are  those  of  that  extinct  race. 

Remsburg,  although  but  twenty-three 
^years  of  age,  is  writing  a  book,  which  is 
entitled  "Prehistoric  Man  in  Kansas."

OPERATORS  MAY    iiTRIKE. 

Railroad  Teieerraphers  Want  Hours  of 
Work  Reduced. 

Chicago.  Aug.  24.— Local  members  of 
the  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers  ex- 
pect their  organization  will  be  involved 
in  the  Buffalo  strike.  Said  a  member  of 
prominence  last  evening: 

"The  operators  on  the  Lackawanna 
road  have  a  grievance  of  their  own. 
They  want  more  money  and  fewer  hours 
to  constitute  a  day's  work.  Almost  pre- 
cisely the  same  conditions  exist  on  the 
p:rie'  road.  The  Vanderbilt  road  pays 
about  the  average  wages,  but  the  hours 
of  labor  are  the  same  as  on  the  other  two 
roads.  The  adjustment  of  these  differ- 
ences is  likely  to  result  in  a  strike,  be- 
cause in  all  the  preliminary  negotiations 
the  railroad  officials  have  evinced  a  dis- 
position to  ignore  the  order  and  its 
claims. 

"A  strike  would  involve  all  the  tele- 
graph operators  in  the  employ  of  the 
Vanderbilt  systems,  the  Lackawanna 
and  the  Lehigh.  It  is  a  conviction  of 
long  standing  that  twelve  hours  a  day  at 
an  average  salary  of  less  than  $60  a 
month  is  a  just  grievance.  The  present 
switchmen's  strike  simply  affords  a  bet- 
ter opportunity  to  secure  a  readjustment 
of  scale  of  wages  and  hours." 

Prominent  Burj?lars. 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  Aug.  24.  Harry 
Brooks,  a  man  of  good  family  and  social 
standing,  was  arrested  last  night  for  bur- 
glary. He  confessed  to  four  burglaries, 
among  them  three  committed  Saturday 
night.  The  thefts  aggregate  several 
thousand  dollars.  Later  in  the  night  an- 
other young  man,  well  known  about 
town,  was  arrested  for  the  crime.  He 
was  stylishly  driessed  and  carried  a 
blood-stained  revolver.  The  evidence 
against  him  is  said  to  be  positive.

James  V.  Cleary,  archbishop  of  Kings- 
ton, Ont.,  has  sent  /,4oo  to  the  McCar- 
thyites.  In  a  letter  accompanying  the 
subscription  the  archbishop  writes  that 
his  people,  who  are  chiefly  Irish,  are 
eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  they  can  send  delegates  to  Dublin 
to  take  part  in  inaugurating  an  Irish 
parliament.  He  adds:  "And  others 
will  be  most  happy  to  assist  in  this  in- 
auguration."

•ppcM^  on  the  newsstands  in  a  few  cities 
of  the  United  States  with  the  very  un- 
promisincr  title  of  ">7ew  Arabian  Nights." 
If  it  ha«i  been  "New  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin" 
or  "New  Robinson  Crusoe"  it  would  have 
actracteil  <  "  -  much  attention — possibly 
iBore.  Ht .  .  .  there  an  idler  who  could 
not  get  the  book  he  wanted  glanced  at  it, 
read  a  little,  wondered,  read  on  and  then 
devoured  the  volume  at  a  sitting,  and  in  a 
few  weeks  the  work  had  completely  tri- 
umphetl  over  its  title.  Everybody  liked  it 
— that  is,  everybody  who  likes  that  sort  of 
thing,  as  Abraham  Lincoln  used  to  say.

When  I 
am  at  liome  I  feel  a  m-in  from  Gla.«gow  to 
be  a  rival,  a  man  from  Barra  to  be  more 
than  haif  a  foreigner.  Yet  let  us  meet  in 
some  far  country,  and  5«>me  ready  made  af- 
fc-ction  joins  U3  on  the  inst;int.  It  is  not 
race.  One  is  Norse,  one  is  Celtic  and  an 
ijTber  Saxon.  It  is  not  community  of 
t<Jiirne.  We  have  it  not  amonsj  oursolves, 
and  we  have  ii  with  Englii'h  or  Iri.sh  or 
American,  't  is  no  tie  of  faith,  for  wo 
hate  each  other's  errors.  Yet  deep  in  the 
li«art  of  each  of  us  something  yeam.s  for 
the  old  land  an<!  the  old.  kindly  people.'' 

Despite  the  por  tic  vein  and  the  rambling 
instinct  the  rugged  Scotch  nature  shows 
plainly  in  Mr.  Stevenson's  writing,  but 
with  it  there  Ls  a  sort  of  delicate  trifling 
that  seems  more  French  than  Scotch. 
Frotu  Boston  to  Samoa  his  experiences 
were  all  transformed  into  pros*  poems. 
He  went  to  the  south  seas,  as  he  humor- 
onaly  says,  in  search  of  pirates  and  canni- 
heils.  but  found  a  race  of  peaceable  pleas- 
ure .seekers.  The  Polynesians,  he  says, 
'•spend  their  time  in  cricket  matches,  fish- 
ins,  the  daily  bath,  tlirtation.  courtship 
and  public  oratory."  As  this  is  what  ^civi- 
lized man  generally  does  when  he  can  af- 
ford it,  there  seems  no  great  call  for  mis- 
sionaries. 

In  his  «chool  days  Mr.  SteTen.«on  was 
called  "a  pattern  of  an  idler,""  but  insists 
that  he  was  bu-sily  learning  to  write;  so  in 
Samoa  he  is  not  really  an  idler.  In  Cali- 
fortiia  he  married  Mrs.  Osboume,  a  widow 
with  a  grown  son  and  daughter,  and  these 
with  his  own  mother  constitute  the  Ste- 
venson family  at  VaiUma,  in  Upolu. 
Samoa.  His  mother  was  a  daughter  of 
Dr.  Balfour,  a  noted  man  in  his  time,  and 
a  hard  hitter  among  Scotch  controversial- 
iaCB.  His  grandson  says  that  both  he  and 
Dr.  Balfour  were  fond  of  making  sermons, 
but  quite  averse  to  hearing  them.  It  wa* 
taken  for  grante<l  that  little  Robert  Lou^*. 
would  become  a  minister,  for  he  preached 
to  his  toys  when  a  child,  but  he  turned  to 
literattire  instead,  and  right  glad  is  the 
world  that  he  did.

Among  the  visitors    to  Duluth  yester- 
day, arriving  on  the    steamer   Northern 
Wave,  were  Capt.  Penney,  of  the  United 
States  navy,  and  Capt.    George    P.  Mc- 
Kay.  treasurer  of  the  Lake  Carriers    as- 
sociation and  virtual    "director    in  chief 
of  the  whole  shooting   match,"  as  a  well 
known  vessel  owner  and   agent  puts  it. 
He    IS    also    manager    of    the    Mutual 
Transportation    company,    which   com- 
prises such  boats  as  the  Corsica,  Verona, 
Grecian.  Roman.  Saxon.    Norman.  Ger- 
man    and        others.        also    is      man- 
ager   of    the    steamers     and    schoon- 
ers     which        were        in       the       old 
Cleveland  and  HannaMines.    Capt.  Mc- 
Kay  is    perhaps    the    most    prominent 
figure  m  lake  navigation  at   present,   as 
he  has  been  for  over  thirty  years.      \  es- 
terday  was  his  first  visit  to  Duluth  since 
1878  when,  as  master  of  the    Sparta, 
made  regular    trips    here.      Capt. 
Kay's  rirst  visit  to  Duluth  was  as  a  com- 
mon sailor  in  the  little   schooner  Algon- 
quin, of  which  a  battered  hull  is  all   that 
remains      over       at       Old       Superior, 
upon  which    the    Superior  Yacht  club 
have  nailed  a  board  which  gives  the  fol- 
lowing caution  to  relic  hunters:

The  tug  M.  D.  Carrington,  of  the  In- 
man  line,  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  partv  of  three  people,  consisting 
Captain'  McKay.  Captain  Penney  < 
The  Herald  representative,  and  a  tnp 
was  made  to  the  old  hulk  of  the  Algon- 
quin, which  was  owned  by  Captain  John 
McKay,  his  father,  in  1848.  George  Mcr 
Kav  was  then  12  vears  old.  and  the  crew 
of  the  little  schooner  consisted,  to  quote 
Captain  George  McKay's  word>.  "of 
father,  a  man.  four  half-breed  boys  and 
myself."  The  McKav  family  located  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  in  1845.  and  they  can 
easily  set  at  rest  the  assertion  that  the 
Algonquin  was  the  first  bo^i  to 
visit  this  end  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior. The  schooners  Ramsey  Crooks, 
John  Jacob  Astor.  Napoleon  and  L  ncle 
Tom  and  several  others  all  preceded  the 
Algonquin  and  made  frequent  calls  at 
Duluth  and  Old  Superior  as  long  ago   as 

1838  or  1840.  ,    - . 

The    schooners    Algonquin    and    Na- 
poleon formerlv  belonged  to  a  Baltimore 
company  which  failed,  owing  Capt.  John 
McKay   quite   a   sum  for  salary,  and  a 
faster  boat  reached  the  Sault  in  advance 
of  the  one  which  was  earning  the  officers 
who  were    going  to   seize  and  sell  the 
boats.      Capt.  John  McKay  and  another 
man  ran   the    little  vessels  over  on  the 
Canadian  shore  and  beached  them  there 
fand  finallv,  when  the  officers  arrived,  he 
/made  a  dicker  with   the  marshal  to  run 
/  the    Algonquin      back    into    American 
(  waters,  allow    it    to    be    seized  and  he 
' '  bought  it  in  for  the  amount  of  his  claim. 
Cap. .  George  McKay  was  also  mate  of 
the    steamer    Independence,^    the    first 
steam  vessel  to  ascend  the  Sault.    Her 
boiler   afterwards   exploded  and   killed 
seven  or  eight  people  and    sunk   imme- 
diately.   He  was  also  captain  of  the  pas- 
senger steamer  Pewabik.  which  collided 
with  the  passenger  steamer  Meteor,    on 
Lake    Huron,    near      Thunder  bay.    in 
August.  1S65.    Some  fifty  or  sixty  people 
were  drowned  and  the  Pewabik  sank  im- 
mediately.   The  Meteor    was    comman- 
ded by  Capt.  Wilson,  and  the  mate  of  the 
Pewabik  was  Capt.  Geo.  F.  Cleveland,  of 
the      steamer    Jim     Sheriffs,    now      in 
Duluth  harbor,  or  was  at  an    early  hour 
this  morning.    Capt.  John  McKay  died 
V  in  June  1888,  aeed  82  years  and  5  months. 
Many    Duluth    people    will    remember 
Capt.  John  McKav    Jr.,  who  went  down 
with  his  steamer,   the    Manistee,  a   few 
years  ago  off  the   Apostle    Islands.    He 
was  a  son  of  old  Capt.  John   McKay  and 
a  brother  of  the  Duluth  visitor  of  yester- 
day.   Capt.  George  P.   MoKay   stopped 
sailing  ten  years  ago  and  has  since  been 
identified  with  the  heaviest    marine    in- 
terests of  the  lakes.  ,   t^  ,    . 

In  speaking  of  the  growth  of  Duluth, 
Capt.  McKay  yesterday  said:  "Why.  a 
person  has  got  to  come  here  every  year 
to  keep  track  of  the  place."  to  which 
Capt.  Penney  offered  the  following 
amendment:  "Better  make  it  weekly, 
captain;  places  like  this  change  every 
week."  Both  the  gentlemen  took  the 
ride  over  the  boulevard,  and  in  common 
with  all  visitors  were  delighted  and 
surprised  at  the  magnificent 
view.  Capt.  McKay  in  speak- 
ing of  towing  charges  at  this 
end  of  Lske  Superior  said:  "\Vhy, 
they  are  lower  than  at  any  other  place 
on  the  lakes;  too  low.  It's  all  right  to 
make  your  charges  low,  but  not  so  con- 
foundedly low  as  they  are  here.  \  essel- 
men  are  not  apt  to  be  ver\'  thankful  and 
they  will  kick  on  the  slightest  provoca- 
tion, and  the  charges  here,  in  every  in- 
stance, could  stand  a  raise."  The  visitors 
secured  some  planks  of  the  Algonquin, 
which  they  will  make  into  walking  canes, 
and  left  the  city  last  night.

The  Bii?  Connor's  Point  Squatter  Case 
is  Settled. 
The  celebrated  Connor's  Point  land 
cases  at   Superior  have  been  settled — 
suddenly  and   in   rather  an  unexpected 
manner— and  about  300  families  on  the 
Point  will  now  have  to  pay  rent  to  Judge 
Clough,   Hiram    Hayes    and    others,  or 
move.  The  defendants  were  all  squatters 
on  the  land,  but  claimed  to  have  secured 
title  through  the  widow  of  Benjamin  H. 
Connor.    The    plaintiffs    claimed    their 
title  through  Connor  himself,  but  the  de- 
fendants alleged  that  his  wife  did   not 
join  in  the  conveyance.    The  defendants 
are  to  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  land 
at  least  until  May  i,  1893.  provided  they 
pav  a  rental  of  $i  per  month.    This  they 
agree  to.    Suit  has  already  been  begun 
in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  Slates 
bv  Elizabeth  White,  of  Montana;  Darias 
Connor  and    Margaret  Connor,  children 
of    Benjamin    H.    Connor   and    natural 
heirs-at-law,   against    Solon   H.   Clough 
and  the  other  owners.    This  case  will  be 
watched  with  interest  and  will  very  likely 
settle  the  ownership  forever,  as   there  is 
not  much  possibility  of  anyone  else  mak- 
ing claim  to  the  title. 

The  thirty  day  option  given  bv  the 
finance  committee  of  the  council  to 
Broker  Holmes,  of  West  Duluth,  on  \ 
$^59,000  of  citv  bonds  has  expired. 
The  bonds  have' not  been  sold  nor  has 
Mr.  Holmes  made  any  report  or  expla- 
nation. The  city  has  the  $4000  earnest 
money  put  up  by  Mr.  Holmes,  which  has 
not  yet  been  declared  forfeited.  If  he 
can  dispose  of  the  bonds  the  city  will,  it 
is  said,  grant  him  more  time  as  his  bid  is 
better  than  any  other  received. 

The  approach  to  the  Duluth  &  Winni- 
peg ore  docks  on  AUouez  bay  has  been 
completed  and  the  iron  placed  upon  it. 
The  iron  chutes  are  on  the  ground  and 
will  be  placed  in  position  lust  as  soon  as 
the  dock  proper  can  be  fitted  for  them. 
The  dredgers  are  cutting  away  at  the 
channel  and  have  almost  reached  the 
dock,  a  distance  of  half  a  miie  from  the 
bay. 

In  a  few  days  the  twenty  squatters  on 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  lands  in  this  city 
will  again  be  ordered  to  vacate  the  prop- 
ertv  bv  Constable  Bourke.  They  w-ere 
notified  a  few  days  ago.  but  the  notifica- 
tion seems  not  to  have  the  desired 
effecL

Description  of  the  Many  New  Lights— 

Facts  That  Will  Interest 

yariners. 


The  lighthouse  board  has  issued  a 
notice  to  mariners  on  the  Northern  and 
Northwestern  lakes,  that  the  following- 
described  lights  have  been  estabUshed 
on  St.  Mary's  river  as  aids  to  navigation 
for  vessels  passing  through  the  Sault 
canal.  The  notice  was  received  in  Du- 
luth this  morning  and  as  it  is  of  great  im- 
portance to  all  vesselmen  here,  The 
Herald  gives  it  in  full.     Following  is    a 

description  of  the  lights: 

Sweet's  Point— A  fixed  white  lens-lan- 
tern light,  showing  through  360°  of  arc, 
on  a  crib  structure  standing  in  7  feet  of 
water  marks  the  turning  point  in  the 
channel,  and  guides  up  the  river  to  the 
northward  and  westward. 

Winter  Point  Range— Two  fixed  white 
lens-lantern  lights,  showing  through 
c 


the  light  and  the  northerly 
edge  of  the  western  red  sector 
cuts  the  first  black  buoy  above  Wilson's 
wharf,  thus  marking  the  two  turning 
points. 

Farmers  Ridges  Range— Two  fixed 
red  tubular-lantern  lights,  on  uprights 
on  the  northwest  side  of  Sugar  island. 
Ttie  range  guides  through  the  Farmers 
kidges  passage. 

Partridge  Point  Range— Two  fixed 
red  tubuiar-'antern  lights,  on  uprights 
on  the  northwestern  side  of  Sugar  island. 
The  range  intersects  with  Farmers 
Ridges  range  to  mark  the  turning  point 
in  the  channel  abreast  of  Brusant's 
Point. 

Topsail  Island  Range— Two  fixed  red 
tubular-lantern  lights.on  uprights  on  the 
northwestern  side  of  Sugar  island.  The 
range  intersects  with  Saulfrange  to  lead 
clear  of  the  shoal  extending  southward 
from  Topsail  island,  and  also  intersects 
with  Farmers  Ridges  ran^e  at  the  tiirn- 
ing  point  in  the  channel. 

Bayfield  Rock  Range— Two  fixed 
white  tubular-lantern  lights,  on  uprights 
on  the  northwestern  side  of  Sugar  island. 
The  range  leads  past  Bayfield  rock  to 
the  lower  end  of  the  canal,  intersecting 
with  Sault  range  to  mark  the  channel 
clear  of  Topsail  Island  shoaL 

Sault  range— Two  fixed  red  tubular- 
lantern  lights,  on  uprights  on  shore  be- 
low the  city  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  inter- 
sects with  Bayfield  Rock  range  to  mark 
the  channel  to  the  intersection  of  Top- 
sail island  range,  and  also  marks  the 
turning  point  in  the  channel  on  the  Bay- 
field rock  range  leading  up  to  the  lower 
entrance  to  the  canal.

Villegas     Government    is   Now^ 
Threatened  From  the  West. 

New  York,  Aug.  24.— A  special  cable 
dispatch  to  the  Herald  from  Trinidad, 
W.  I.,  says  a  new  grave  danger  confronts 
the  government  of  Dr.  Villegas  in  addi- 
tion to  the  assaults  of  Crespo  s  army. 
This  time  the  danger  comes  from  the 
west.  A  story  comes  to  this  place, 
through  usually  reliable  channels,  that 
General  Urdanota's  fleet  has  sailed  into 
La  Guarya  and  taken  possession  of  the 
port  without  serious  opposition.

It  is  further  stated  Gen.  Urdaneta  vio- 
lated the  neutrality  laws  by  boarding  the 
Red  D  steamer  Caracas  at  Puerto  Ca- 
bello on  Aug.  28  and  arresting  the  con- 
gressmen of  the  opposite  party  who  were 
trying  to  escape.

Denison,  Tex.,  Aug.    24. — Conductor 
Reams,  of  the  M.  K.  &  T.,  brought  news

CAUGHT  BY  A  FARMER. 


Interesting  Figures  Presented  by  the 
Supreme  Chancellor. 
Kansas  City,  Aug.  24.— The  seven- 
teenth biennial  meeting  of  the  supreme 
lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  began  yester- 
day   and    will    be  in    session    ten  days. 

After  the  initiation  of  members,  Su- 
preme Chancellor  Shaw  presented  his 
report.  The  order  enters  the  twenty- 
eighth  year  of  its  existence,  says  the  re- 
port, with  a  splendid  army  of  more  than 
300,000  men,  marching  steadily  forward 
under  the  tri-colored  banner  of  Pythian- 
ism. One  year  ago  263,000  names 
were  enrolled  upon  the  roster 
of  membership  throughout  the  supreme 
jurisdiction.  Within  the  past  twelve 
months  this  number  has  been  increased 
to  308,000,  making  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  44,000,  or  about  one-sixth. 

The  development  of  the  uniform  rank 
is  marvelous.  The  record  shows  an  in- 
crease of  153  new  divisions  during  the 
past  year  with  a  total  membership  ex- 
ceeding 35,000,  being  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  6000  members,  or  one-fifth. 
The  official  report  July  i,  i8<;2,  shows: 
Number  of  grand  lodges,  54;  number  of 
subordinate  lodges,  5366;  membership  of 
order,  393,216,  or  an  increase  in  the  two 
vears  ending  July  i,  1892,  of  116,117, 
being  at  the  rate  of  39  per  cent.

WILL  BE  JUDGE  MASON. 


HELD  UP  AND  ROBBED. 


The  Ex-Congressman  to  Go  UDon  the 
Federal  Bem-h. 

Caicago,  Aug.  24.— William  Ernest 
Mason,  the  ex-congressman,  politician 
and  lawyer,  is  to  be  the  successor  of 
Judge  Henry  W.  Blodgett,  of  the  United 
States  district  court  for  the  northern  dis- 
trict of  Illinois.  This  was  the  substance 
of  a  telegram  received  from  Washington 
yesterday.  Those  intimately  informed 
as  to  the  president's  inclination  confirm 
the  correctness  of  the  report. 

The  resignation  of  Judge  Blodgett 
will  be  in  the  hand  of  the  president  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  October,  at  which 
time  or  shortly  after  he  will  actively  as- 
sume his  duties  as  counsel  to  the  Bering 
sea  commission.  The  appointment  to 
till  the  vacancy  will  immediately  follow, 
so  that  the  new  judge  may  qualify  for 
the  December  term  of  the  district  court.

Three  Railroad  Men  Are  Victims  of  the 
Dalton  Gang. 

Van  Buren,  Ark.,  Aug.  24.— James  S. 
Wilson,  agent  of  the  Kansas  &  Arkansas 
Valley  railroad  at  Nowata,  I.  T.,  a  sta- 
tion 140  miles  west  of  here,  was  held  up 
and  robbed  at  a  late  hour  Monday  night 
bv  three  men  supposed  to  be  members 
of  the  Dalton  gang  of  train  robbers  and 
desperadoes. 

Traveling  Auditor  Wright  and  Travel- 
ing Passengers  Agent  Johnson  were  en- 
gaged in  checking  up  Wilson's  books 
when  the  bandits  entered  and  covered 
them  with  revolvers,  at  the  same  time 
commanding  them  to  throw  up%heir 
hands.

After 
relieving  Wilson,  Johnson  and  Wright 
ot  a  gold  watch  each  and  what  money 
they  had  in  their  pockets,  the  highway- 
men backed  out  of  the  door  and  disap- 
peared in  the  darkness.

If  the  posse 
overtake  them  a  deperate  battle  will  en- 
sue, as  both  sides  are  armed  to  the  teeth.

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WAR  AGAINST  FIRE 


The  Ancient  Awk>vaitlness  of  Haiid- 

liujar  Fires  is  Contrasted  With 

the  Modern  Skill. 

The  Conflairrations  Which  Are  Noted 

in  History  by  Reason  of  Their 

Masfuitude.

IRE  is  a  gootl  ser- 
vant, ivs  the  old 
proverb  goes,  but 
it  is  in  serious 
truth  an  awful 
bad  master.  How 
bad  no  one  realizes 
till  he  has  made  a 
study  of  it,  but  it 
is  beyond  contro- 
versy that  even  in 
the  comparatively 
short  time  that 
records  have  been 
kept  the  losses  by  fire  by  far  exceed  the 
present  movable  wealth  of  the  world. 

If  any  reader  doubts  this  let  him  con- 
sider only  those  fires  which  r.re  noted  in 
history  by  reason  of  their  magnitude:  The 
^reat  fire  of  London,  which  consumed 
13.»?<X)  private  houses,  besides  churches  and 
other  public  buildini^s;  the  destruction  of 
Aloscow  in  September,  ISlvJ,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  many  fires  there  before  and  since; 
the  many  conflagrations  of  Constantinople; 
the  great  fires  in  New  York,  Pittsburg 
and  ether  phiees  some  fifty  years  ago;  the 
tires  in  Boston.  Portland  and  Sau  Francisco, 
and  lastly,  the  great  fire,  the  "boss  fire  of 
all  the  fires,"  as  firemen  say,  the  Chicago 
finj  of  OctoJier,  ISTl.  The  lowest  estimate 
puts  the  loss  by  that  fire  at  $200,000,000. 
Add  Boston,  Portland  and  other  places  of 
note  and  it  appears  that  in  the  decade  of 
18tv>-7r>  the  t'nited  States  alone  lost  by  fire 
over  $800,  tXH),  000. 

And  this  takes  no  account  of  the  appall- 
ing loeis  of  life,  as  at  Peshtigo,  Wis,,  where 
at  leiist  500  were  burned  or  smothered. 
Ai.d  within  a  fortnight,  including  that 
dL«aster,  it  is  estimated  that  in  Wisconsin 
and  Michigan  alone  about  2,000  lives  were 
lost  in  the  great  fires  which  swept  the 
piueries  and  low  prairies.  Chicago  con- 
gratulated herself  that  but  100  lives  were 
lost  in  her  great  fire,  but  who  can  believe 
it?  Who  knows  how  many  feeble  old  wo- 
men and  lonely  old  men,  how  many  of 
those  queer  city  hermits  and  broken  down, 
half  pauperized  people  crept  to  their  se- 
cluileii  lodgings  and  woke  only  to  find 
themselves  surrounded  by  flames?  Who 
knows  how  many  careless  clerks  or  janitors, 
how  many  intoxicated  men.  sank  into  a 
dead  sleep  and  never  waked? 

Two  things  strike  us  with  amazement 
when  we  study  the  case:  One  is  that  there 
was  no  systematic  method  of  fighting  fire 
until  quite  recently;  the  other  that  there 
is  now  so  much  heroism  and  skill  displayed. 
One  can  scarcely  read  of  a  little  fire  in  a 
country  village  but  he  reads  also  of  the 
eflRciency  of  the  volunteer  firemen  and  the 
heroism  some  man  displayed  in  saving 
women  and  children.  Heroism  is  so  com- 
mon that  it  is  in  danger  of  becoming  cheap. 
The  great  fire  in  Rome  in  the  time  of  Nero 
is  doubly  notable,  liecaus.?  in  the  account 
of  it  we  first  find  the  Christians  mentioned 
in  profane  hi.«?tory.  The  author  of  "Sala- 
tbiel"  has  added  to  the  interest  in  it  by 
that  wonderful  description  of  his  hero's 
escape  from  it,  beginning,  "Rome  was  ac 
ocean  of  flame;  height  and  depth  were  cnv- 
ereti  with  retl  surges  which  rolled  before 
the  blast  like  an  endless  tide." 

There  is  no  hint,  however,  that  any  great 
risks  were  taken  to  save  life,  and  Tacitus 
says  nothing  of  any  organization  like  a 
modern  fire  department.  The  people  sim- 
ply took  to  their  heels  and  let  the  city 
burn.  How  great  the 'contrast  now!  Even 
far  off  Japan  has  a  very  able  fire  depart- 
ment in  every  city,  and  what  it  lacks  in  ef- 
fectiveness it  makes  up  in  supplying  fun 
to  the  spectators.  A  recent  writer  for 
Temble  Bar  describes  it  thus: 

"A  man  in  Victoria  street,  Westminster, 
who  sees  the  reflection  of  a  fire,  say  in  the 
city,  may  go  to  bed  with  a  certain  sense  of 
security,  but  because  two  or  three  miles 
jwpjirate  the  Japanese  spectator  from  the 
burning  houses  he  can  be  by  no  means  sure 
that  in  the  course  of  an  hour  or  s^o  he  may 
not  have  to  rush  out  of  his  house  with  as 
many  of  his  Lares  and  Penates  as  he  can 
gather  together.    *    *    * 

"Meanwhile  the  hook  and  ladder  corps 
was  hard  at  work,  and  if  we  smiled  with 
contempt  at  the  puny  efforts  of  the  'en- 
gines,' we  could  not  withhold  our  hearty 
applause  at  the  indomitable  pluck,  the  en- 
ergy and  the  activity  of  the  poor  little  fel- 
lows who  manipulated  the  hooks  and  lad- 
ders. Salamanderlike  they  seemed  to  revel 
in  work  where  the  flames  were  fiercest  and 
the  danger  greatest.    Here  one  was  swing- 


A  fireman's  perils. 
hng  from  beam  to  l)eam  like  a  monkey; 
here  another  was  fastening  a  grapnel  to  a 
tottering  upright,  with  the  flames  licking 
his  very  hands;  here  a  group  of  half  a 
dozen  urged,  to  the  cadence  of  a  weird 
chorus,  a  huge  double  pronged  pole  against 
the  side  walls  of  a  house,  quite  unmindful 
of  falling  tiles  and  timbers,  blinding 
sparks  and  suffocating  smoke,  leaping  into 
safety  with  childish  laughter,  and  cheer- 
ing as  the  mass  came  down  with  a  terrific 
%-SLsh  and  a  scattering  abroad  of  hissing, 
:.puttering  fragments." 

An  English  or  American  fire  company, 
he  adds,  could  have  put  the  whole  thing 
out  in  fifteen  minutes,  but  as  it  was,  a 
laxtre   u^rt  .of,  Shinajf^wa   was    burned. 


Equally  futile,  not  to  say  fooUsn.  was  tae 
first  attempts  to  fight  prairie  fires.  Now 
the  rancher  simply  plows  a  broad  strip 
iround  his  place,  but  in  emergencies  a  buc- 
jessful  methcxl  of  putting  out  a  fire,  and 
one  frequently  employed,  is  to  kill  a  horse 

or  cow,  and  splitting  the  carcass  drag  it 
along  the  fire  line  and  over  the  flames, 
which  are  thus  extinguished. 

This  is  done  by  attaching  long  wire 
rop»;s  to  two  limbs  of  the  carcass,  to  each 
of  which  is  hitchetl  a  horse  on  which  is  an 
experienet'»l  rider.  One  of  these  horsemen 
rides  on  either  side  of  the  line  of  fire, 
and  by  skillful  rei-iing  they  draw  the  body 
of  the  dead  animal  directly  over  the 
flames.  Sometimes  a  fresh  hiile,  weighted 
tiown  with  pieces  of  iron  fjistened  to  it,  is 
used  instead  of  the  carcass  of  an  animal. 
By  this  method  a  line  of  lire  twenty  miles 
in  lenjith  may  1k«  extinguished  in  one 
night.  Men  on  foot  usually  follow  after 
the  horsemen  and  put  out  any  fire  that 
may  remain  after  they  have  passetl.  Tiiis 
description  applies  especially  to  Dakota, 
where  the  tall  grass  ut'ts  very  dry  in  au- 
tumn. 

Every  progressive  city  is  proud  of  its 
fire  department,  and  every  department  of 
any  age  has  its  hero,  also  its  pride  among 
horses  and  often  among  dogs.  In  the 
human  class  very  few  have  etjualed  the 
record  of  Captain  George  W.  King,  of 
engine  company  No.  H,  Pittsburg.  He  woy 
his  first  honors  at  a  conflagration  on 
.Smithfield  street,  in  the  year  1!S()8,  at  which 
seven  young  women  lost  their  lives.  The 
bf)y  fireman.  King,  was  the  first  to  enter 
the  building  and  attempt  the  rescue  of  the 
unfortunate  inmates.  He  succeeded  in 
carrying  three  of  them  out,  but  they  were 
suflcK'ateil  by  the  smoke  before  the  street 
was  reached. 

In  the  year  1S70  hv  was  in  the  three  day 
fight  with  tlie  Standard  Oil  fire  at  the 
Sharpsburg  bridge.  At  the  riot  fires  of 
1S77  he  was  on  duty  for  three  consecutive 
days  without  rest.  While  St.  Philoniena's 
church  was  burning- one  of  the  malicious 
rioters  cut  the  hose  with  a  dagger.  King 
saw  the  act  and  promptly  knocked  him 
down,  taking  the  man's  weapon  from  him. 
In  ISisO  there  was  a  big  lire  at  the  corner  of 
Garrison  alley  and  Liberty  street.  King 
was  working  on  the  steep  roof,  when  some 
of  the  firemen  accidentally  turned  a  stream 
of  water  on  him.  The  force  of  the  blow 
caused  him  to  lose  his  balance,  and  like  a 
log  he  started  to  roll  down  the  roof  toward 
destruction.  The  spectators  below  closed 
their  eyes  and  waited  in  horror  for  the 
man  to  be  dashed  to  death  on  the  pave- 
ment. But  King's  time  had  not  come. 
.Just  as  he  was  plunging  over  the  edge  he 
caught  the  rain  spout  and,  clutching  it 
with  both  hands,  held  on  for  dear  life,  A 
ro;)e  was  passed  down  to  him  and,  gra-sp- 
ing  it,  he  was  safely  drawn  up  onto  the 
roof. 

Again  and  again  Captain  King  has  been 
apparently  wrapped  in  flames  and  yet 
come  out  with    slight   damage.    At   one

time  he  stooa  on  a  burning  roof  in  weather 
so  cold  that  the  spray  froze  upon  him  till 
he  was  cased  in  ice,  and  during  the  floods 
of  1S8S  he  was  repeatedly  submerged  in  the 
river  while  closing  a  gas  main.  The  fire- 
men think  he  bears  a  charmed  life.  He  is 
but  forty-four  and  as  active  as  ever, 

Pittsburg  also  boasted  the  famoits  dog 
Jack,  who  won  such  fame  some  thirty  years 
ago.  The  boys  of  Niagara  company  stole 
him  from  a  farm  wagon  because  he  was 
such  a  clumsy  and  pathetically  homely 
mixture  of  bull  and  hound  that  they 
thoi^it  him  good  material  for  fun  and 
practical  jokes.  The  dog  seemed  to  realize 
that  he  had  found  his  right  place  at  last, 
and  by  a  single  act  he  made  him.self  a  be- 
loved hero.  While  all  the  firemen  we'-e 
out,  an  excited  citizen  came  rushing  into 
the  engine  house  yelling  "Fire!"  Nobody 
was  present  but  dog  Jack.  But  he  knew 
what  was  wanted.  It  did  not  take  him 
two  seconds  to  rush  into  the  cupola,  seiz" 
the  V)ell  rope  in  his  teeth  and  pull.  When 
the  firemen  diished  curiously  in  a  few  mo- 
ments later  they  beheld  a  man  rushing 
frantically  about  the  room  while  dog  Jack 
tugged  away  at  the  bell  rope. 

Too  much  could  not  be  done  for  dog 
.Tack  after  that.  He  was  fed  on  the  choinest 
footls,  and  a  handsome  silver  c?ollar  worth 
fifty  dollars  was  Ijought  for  him.  In  but  a 
single  day  dog  .lack  had  arisen  from  a  de- 
spised, lazy  cur  to  the  most  important 
member  of  the  company. 

The  dog  is  conceded  toi  be  the  most  in- 
telligent of  all  domestic  animals,  but  the 
horse  is  a  good  second,  and  it  is  remark- 
able how  rapidly  the  horses  learn  the  V«iy« 
of  a  lire  company.  If  they  are  not  as 
anxious  to  do  well  as  the  men,  they  cer- 
tainly make  a  gfxxl  pretense  of  it.  The 
fire  bell  is  to  them  like  the  trumpet  to  an 
old  warhorse— they  smell  the  battle  afar 
ofT.  Every  city  has  its  favorite  stories  of 
famous  fire  horses. 

Among  the  noted  volunteer  firemen  of 
recent  times  niay  be  counted  King  Hum- 
bert of  Italy  and  Richard  Croker,  boss  of 
Tammany,  but  the  old  system  has  pas3e<l 
away  and  a  <lescription  of  it  would  fill  ten 
columns  like  this,  not  to  mention  the  fights 
between  rival  companie.s.  In  the  New 
York  of  1840-^50  a  row  was  of  more  interest 
to  some  companies  than  a  fire,  and  whil»^ 
it  was  a  point  of  honor  to  avoid  an  en- 
counter in  going  to  a  fire  or  fighting  it. 
they  quite  made  it  up  in  rettiming.  Now- 
adays the  firemen,  es^iecially  in  smaller 
cities  and  large  towns,  are  the  gentlemen 
of  the  place,  and  in  the  new  west  one  has 
to  travel  a  long  ways  to  find  a  city,  large 
or  small,  that  is  not  proud  of  its  fire  de- 
partment. 

In  conclusion  a  few  dry  statistics  may 
serve  as  dessert.  The  buildings  destroyed 
in  Chicago  in  1871  were  17,450,  and  in  Lou- 
don, in  16(30, 13,200.  The  great  fire  of  Boston, 
ISTZ,  destroyed  $50,00(T,000,  burned  over 
Bixty-five  acres  and  consumed  or  ruined  ilV, 
"buildings.  In  1870  Constantinople  had  a 
conflagration  of  $34,000,000  and  800  build- 
ings. In  1851  San  Franci-sco  lost  2,500 
buildinus.  valued,  at  $17,000,000.    In  lbo2 
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HJtmOarg  nau  a  nre'wnicu  consuJi^  1*747 
of  the  finest  buildings  in  the  city.  Xn  Mos- 
cow 30,800  buildings  were  destroyt-j  valued 
at  |150,(X)0,OOU,  and  in  Rome  m  a.'d  )  ten 
of  the  fourteen  city  districts  were  tk-stiroyed 
and  at  least  400,000  people  uuule  homeless

The     Triennial     Conclave     »t    Denver     % 
Brilliant    Success — Eastern    Star  Notes* 

That  the  triennial  conclave  at  Denver  it 
August  eclipsed  anything  of  tiie  kind  ever 
held  is  admitteil  on  all  sides.  Money,  time 
and  labor  were  not  spared  by  the  various 
committees  to  insure  every  comfort  as  well 
as  luxury  posjsible  for  the  visiting  Sir 
Knights.  The  city  of  Denver  presented  a 
dazzling  sight  at  night:  the  streets  were 
ablaze  witli  electric  light-s.  some  $50,000 
l>eing  expended  for  this  one  item.  The 
triumphal  arches,  sixty  feet  high,  of  which 
there  were  two,  co»t  nearly  $4.0»x),  from 
which  the  various  emblems  of  the  Knights 
were  strung  formed  of  small  incandescent 
lights.  It  has  be«n  estimated  that  up- 
ward of  20.000  electric  lights  were  used  in 
the  display. 

The  grand  parade  took  place  Aug.  9. 
The  start  was  made  at  10  o'clock,  with  35.- 
000  men  in  line. 

All  along  the  line  wires  and  ropes  were 
stretched  at  the  edge  of  the  walk  to  keep 
the  crowd  oflF  the  street.  The  space  left 
for  spectators  was  hardly  sufficient.  Peo- 
ple were  piled  and  jammed  together  in  a 
great  compact  mass. 

Every  seat  was  taken  in  the  various 
viewing  stands  on  the  line  at  one  dollar  a 
seat.  Stores  were  closed  and  bu.sinesa  sus- 
pended in  all  parts  of  the  city  to  give  all  a 
chance  to  take  in  the  big  event. 

The  business  session  of  the  conclave  be- 
gan at  4  o'clock  at  the  Masonic  temple. 
The  most  important  matters  to  be  consid- 
ered include  a  plan  for  making  Washing- 
ton the  permanent  meeting  place  of  the 
encampment.  It  is  also  suggested  that  s 
magnificent  temple  be  erected  in  that  city, 
which  will  be  a  monument  to  the  order's 
prosperity.

The  Graud  Master  ot  the  Switchmen's 

Union  Assanlted  Today  by  a 

Striker. 


Was  Bratally  ^trnck  in  the  Face  and 

Knocked  Down  and  Then 

Kicked. 


A  Crowd    of  the   Angry   Switchmen 

Pursued  His  Asnailaut  But 

He  Escaped. 


The  Strike    Being:    Declared  Off  the 

Men  Are  HnstHngfFor  Their 

Old  Places. 


Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Aue.  25.— At  11 
o'clock  this  morning  Grand  Master 
Sweeney,  of  the  Switchmen's  union,  was 
set  upon  by  Arthur  (2uinn,  a  striking 
Nickel  Plate  switchman,  and  brutally  as- 
saulted. Mr.  Sweeney  and  seventy-five 
switchmen  had  been  attending  the  inves- 
tigation made  by  the  state  board  of  ar- 
bitration and  had  left  the  hall  and  were 
standing  at   the  corner    of    Swann    and 

Mam  street.  Quinn  approached  and 
told  Sweeney  he  was  responsible  for  the 
loss  of  his  job.  Before  Sweeney  had 
time  to  answer.Quinn  dealt  him  a  fearful 
blow  on  the  head  and  followed  it  up 
with  several  sledge-hammer  punches  in 
the  face.  Sweeney  fell  to  the  sidewalk, 
then  Quinn  kicked  him  several  times. 
Several  bystanders  interfered  and  pulled 
Quinn  o£F  Sweeney. 

Quinn  ran  away,  followed  by  an  angry 
mob  of  strikers.  Quinn  threatened  to  kill 
them  if  they  followed  him  and  they 
stopped  the  chase.  Sweeney  walked  to 
a  drug  store  and  bathed  his  face.  He 
was  unable  to  tell  whether  his  nose  had 
been  broken  by  the  force  of  the  blow, 
but  the  chances  are  that  it  is.  He  told  a 
United  Press  reporter  he  did  not  know 
why  Quinn  had  hit  him,  but  supposed  it 
was  because  he  had  lost  his  job  by  the 
failure  of  the  strike.  Sweeney  said  it 
was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
order  that  he  had  been  assaulted  by  a 
striker  or  any  member  of  the  switch- 
men's organization.  He  had  often  heard 
threats  against  him,  but  had  never  been 
touched  by  a  man  who  was  disappointed 
over  the  outcome  of  a  strike.  The  as- 
sault, he  said,  was  most  cowardly  and 
unprovoked.  Quinn  has  not  yet  been 
arrested, 

STRIKE  DECLARED  OFF. 

The  Men  Now  Anxious  to  Get  Back  in 
Their  Positions. 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  25.— After  a 
four-hour  conference  yesterday  evening 
between  Grand  Master  Sweeney,  Grand 
Master  Wilkinson,  Grand  Master  Sar- 
gent and  Grand  Chief  Clark,  the  switch- 
men's strike  was  declared  off  at  mid- 
night. Now  that  the  strike  is  off  the 
question  is  worrying  the  men  who  went 
out,  whether  the  railroads  will  take  them 
back.  It  was  given  out  last  night  that 
on  several  roads  an  understanding  to 
that  effect  had  been  arrived  at. 

Arbitration  Commissioner  Donovan  is 
quoted  as  saying:  "I  had  interviews 
with  the  superintendents  of  the  princi- 
pal roads  involved  and  requested  them, 
m  the  event  of  the  strike  being  declared 
off,  to  give  employmet  to  as  many  men 
who  were  out  on  strike  as  possible.  The 
superintendents  of  the  Lehigh  and  Erie 
assured  me  that  they  would  do  so.  I 
am  not  certain  about  the  Central,  but  on 
the  other  roads  where  the  strike  was 
sympathetic  the  men  will  all  be  taken 
back  without  question,  I  am  sure,  ex- 
cept such  as  have  violated  the  law  and 
forfeited  the  confidence  of  their  estploy- 
ers  by  riotous  conduct. 

•'On  these  assurances  I  recommended 
to  Mr.  Sweeney  that  the  strike  be  de- 
clared off.  Our  interview  followed  the 
conference  which  Mr.  Sweeney  had  with 
Messrs.  Sargent,  Clark  and  Wilkinson. 
Mr.  Sweeney  was  at  first  loth  to  give  up, 
but  after  laboring  with  him  for  two 
hours,  he  at  last  consented  if  he  could 
get  the  consent  of  the  local  switchmen." 
From  other  sources  it  was  learned  that 
the  Lackawanna  people  will  piobably 
take  back  all  their  old  men. 

Superintendent  Fennel,  of  the  L  high 
Valley,  when  asked  if  he  would  take 
the  old  men  back  he  replied:  "Presi- 
dent McLeod's  circular  issued  a  few 
days  ago  holds  good  now.  In  it  1  am 
given  discretionary  power.  On  our  road 
about  seventy-five  or  eighty  men  struck. 
There  are  now  about  twenty-five  vacan- 
cies. We  shall  look  around  and  see  who 
the  men  are  who  have  kept  away  from 
the  yards  and  have  made  no  disturb- 
ances; these  men  stand  a  good  show  of 
getting  back." 

General  Superintendent  Bartlett,  of 
the  Buffalo,  Rochester  &  Pittsburg,  said: 
"We  have  men  engaged  and  on  the 
way  to  take  the  strikers'  places  and  will 
have  no  vacancies.  We  may  take  back 
some  of  our  old  men,  but  it  would  hardly 
be  consistent.  We  granted  our  men 
everything  they  asked  for,  but  it  seemed 
that  they  were  determined  to  strike. 
When  they  went  out  I  discharged  them, 
and  fold  them  plainly  that  they  had  not 
acted  fairly  with  the  road." 

General  Superintendent  Cunniff,  of 
the  Lake  Shore  road,  said:  "The  rela- 
tions between  the  men  and  the  co  m- 
pany  have  always  been  pleasant  and  1 
regretted  that  they  saw  fit  to  leave  the 
service  of  the  company.  We  now  have 
eighty-five  men  at  work.  When  they 
were  employed  it  was  the  understanding 
their  places  would  not  be  filled.  It  will 
be  unfair  to  these  men  to  discharge  them 
to  make  room  for  other  employes.  Thev 
will  give  us  a  full  force," 

General  Agent  Knibloe,  of  the  Buffalo 
Creek  road,  is  reported  as  having  decid- 
ed to  take  back  the  men  on  his  road  as 
the  work  is  such  that  it  requires  men  of 
wide  experience  to  handle.  It  is  prob- 
able that  within  the  next  forty-eight 
hours  the  troops  will  be  on  the  home- 
ward march.

Greenville,  Pa„  Aug.  25.— Early 
this  morning  Bridge  Foreman  Fisher,  of 
the  Pittsburg,  Shenango  &  Lake  Erie 
railroad,  together  with  several  other  em- 
ployes of  the  road,  started  on  engine  23 
to  inspect  the  bridges  along  the  line  that 
had  been  damaged  by  last  night's  storm. 
While  crossing  the  bridge  at  Dixonburg 
the  structure  gave  way  and  engine  and 
men  were  hurled  to  the  bottom  of  a  deep 
ravine  and  into  the  torrents  of  water  that 
are  yet  sweeping  down  the  creek  bed. 

Foreman  Fisher  was  instantly  killed 
and  Conductor  Deifenlifer  had  both  legs 
crushed  off  and  cannot  live.  Other  are 
reported  dead  or  dying.  A  corps  of 
physicians  have  gone  to  the  scene  of  the 
accident  on  a  special  train.

Rails  Are  Going  Dovrn  on  the  Missabe 
at  a  Great  Rate. 
Telegraph  Contractor  F.  McCormack 
who  is  building  the  telegraph  line  for  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  railroad,  is 
back  in  the  city  again  for  a    short    time. 

He  reports  that  about  thirty-three  miles 
of  track,  or  a  little  over  half  the  distance 
of  the  main  line,  as  now  projected  was 
laid  up  to  last  night.  He  says  the  con- 
struction work,  although  carried  on  in  a 
very  rough  country,  part  of  the  way,  has 
been  most  thoroughly  done.  The  track 
laying  crew  are  putting  down  about  two 
miles  of  iron  per  day  and  would  beat 
this  if  more  men  could  be  had.  He  says 
the  road's  main  line,  sixty-fvi  miles  in 
length,  will  certainly  be  completed  by 
Sept.  15,  and  he  adds  that  the  first  01  e 
will  come  down  soon  afterwards. 

The  company  has  put  up  a  fine  new 
depot  at  Stony  Brook  Junction.  Mr. 
McCormack's  telegraph  contract  calls 
for  about  seventy  miles  of  main  line  wire 
and  something  like  five  stations  along 
the  line,  in  addition  to  which  there  will 
be  a  large  number  of  miles  of  wire  on 
the  different  branches. 

"If  you  want  to  see  good  railroad  men 
building  a  first-class  railroad  under 
rather  adverse  circumstances,  just  go 
and  look  at  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  road.  She's  a  dandy;  that's 
what  she  is!"  says  Mr.  McCormack,  Two 
stations  are  alreadv  put  in,  thirteen 
miles  apart,  and  others  will  follow  as 
fast  as  the  rails  reach  the  designated 
places. 

HANDLED  IT  NEATLY. 


A  Motorman  Stops  Suddenly  and  Saved 
a  Man's  Life.

Bow  ex-Senator     William    Maxwell 

Ev&rts  Passes   His  Declining: 

Years  in  New  York. 


His  Face  RnsTfifed  and  Almost  Gothic 

in  Ontline,  But  .still  Full  of 

Power. 


He  Often  Goe*  to  :His  Office  in  the 

City  and  Does  Considerable 

Woriv. 


William  Maxwell  Evarts,  In  his  old 
fashioned  resilience  near  Gramercy  park, 
New  York  city,  is  the  beau  ideal  of  a  re- 
tired stiitesiuan.  Ou  any  fine  morning  of 
the  season  he  maj'  be  seen  to  issue  from  his 
door,  walk  with  slow  but  steady  steps  to 
his  favorite  seat  in  the  park  and  there 
Arink  in  the  pure  air  an<l  ba.sk  in  the  pleas- 
ant sansliine,  if  the  weather  is  not  too 
warm,  for  hours.  The  binls  and  the  trees, 
Ihe  gentle  life  and  movement,  all  interest 
him,  and  occasionally  the  antics  of  children 
move  him  to  hearty  laughter. 


WILLIAM  MAXWELL  EVARTS. 

His  face  is  rugged  and  almost  gothic  in 
imtline,  but  still  full  of  power,  still  almost 
landsome.  There  is  a  certain  pallor  about 
jr.,  and  the  furrows  are  deep,  but  it  is  still 
the  face  of  the  senator,  the  orator,  the 
^reat  advocate.  One  can  still  gaze  on  it 
and  realize  how  he  thundere<l  against  tlie 
-Cleopatra"  filibusters  in  1851,  and  de- 
fended Pri"?ident  Johnston  in  1868;  how  he 
Jiominate<l  Sewartl  in  1860,  and  explained 
the  Alabama  claims  at  Geneva  in  187^;  how 
he  defended  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  advo- 
catetl  the  electoral  commission,  ser\'ed  in 
the  senate,  delivered  the  Centennial  ora- 
tion and  welcome<l  the  statue  of  Liberty 
as  iiine-  jTfft  of  our  sister  republic,  France. 

He  V.MS  lx)ru  in  Boston  Feb.  6,  1818,  and 
is  therefore  but  seventy-four  years  old, 
but  he  was  never  physically  strong,  and 
was  from  youth  an  untiring  worker;  so 
I»e  has  the  appearance  of  great  age.  He 
was  jcraduated  from  Yale  in  1837,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  New  York  city  in 
1841.  and  soon  won  his  spurs  as  assistant 
district  attorney  for  the  state.  In  1860  oc- 
«urre<l  the  great  legal  battle  between  him 
and  Charles  O'Conor,  the  latter  being 
counsel  for  Virginia  in  the  famous  Lem- 
mon  slave  case. 

Almost  every  great  question  of  constitu- 
tional power  during  the  war  was  argued 
by  him  as  attorney  for  the  government, 
and  his  opinions  are  now  the  established 
law.^  His  services  as  secretary  of  state  to 
President  Hayes  and  United  States  sen- 
ator for  New  York  are  still  fresh  in  the 
public  mind.  A  journalist  who  recently 
called  upon  him  gives  this  description: 
"Before  me  stands  a  man,  slender,  bowe<i 
with  age;  his  face  is  pale  and  shrunken; 
iis  eyes  ;.re  small,  gray  and  keen,  but  they 
glow  with  a  force  nearly  spent.  His  splen- 
did intellectuality  .still  remains.  Age  has 
softened  the  once  proud  con.sciousness  of 
power,  but  the  look  of  power  remains." 

He  often  goes  to  his  office  down  in  the 
city  and  does  considerable  work,  chiefly  in 
the  way  of  suggestion  ami  declaring  tho 
law  as  he  remembers  it  in  old  and  long  ad 
judicated  ca.ses.  He  has  various  .souvenirs 
of  nearly  all  his  great  cases,  and  these 
alone  would  make  quite  a  museum.  In 
will  cases  involving  immense  sums  his  ad- 
vice is  still  eagerly  sought.  After  business 
iours  he  is  again  found  in  the  park  if  the 
weather  admits,  and  as  the  tall,  bent  old 
man  slowly  treads  the  path  one  can  see  in 
his  face  that  his  thoughts  are  far  uway  in 
the  struggles  of  his  busy  life,  his  triumphs 
on  two  continents,  and  all  the  achievements 
of  that  wonderful  career  of  which  all 
Jlmericans  are  proud. 


The  Higher  Education  of  Women. 

When  five  out  of  eight  of  the  gold  raed

Miss  Agnes 
Manly  took  a  well  deserved  silver  medal 
lor  the  same  cla-ss  of  work,  and  Mi.ss  Ger- 
trude Roots,  from  Canterbury,  was  ad- 
judged worthy  of  the  Princess  of  Wales' 
second  prize  of  eleven  pounds,  as  well  as  a 
gold  medal  for  her  design  for  a  mosaic 
pavement.

Not  only  are  the 
habits  of  modern  young  men  antagonis- 
tic to  that  prudence  and  preparation  which 
make  it  possible  for  themjto  marry  at  25, 
as  Mr.  Payne  assert  ,  but  the  habits  of 
the  modern  young  women  are  opposed 
to  cultivation  by  voung  men  of  that  pru- 
dence and  preparation.

WflY  MRS  DEFER  MARRIAGES. 
The  habits  of  modern  young  men   are 
zntagonistic  to  that    prudence    and  pre- 
paration   which    make    it    possible  for 
them  to-  marry  at  2^,    writes    John  Lam- 
IWTt  Payne  in  an  exhaustive  article  upon 
this  important  question  in  a  September 
magazine.    There  are  many  exceptions, 
of  course,  but  it  may  be   safely  said  that 
a  vast  number  of  the    young    men    who 
iire  m  our  time    fill    their    spare  hours 
with  expensive  luxuries.     It  costs  them 
a  great  deal  to  dress  and    still  more    to 
keep  up  their  social  engagements.     In  a 
score  of  ways  they  accustom  themselves 
to  ways  of  life  that  leave  no  margin   be- 
tween income  and  outgo.      This   having 
gone  on  until  they  are  25,  it    then    calls 
for  more  resolution  than   many  of   them 
command  to  begin    the   sacrifices  which 
accompany  the  saving  of  money.    With- 
cei^money  they  cannot  marry. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.   Payne   points 
oaft  that  the  failure    of    young    men    to 
TBarrv  has  compelled  hundreds  of  tbqus- 
auKis  :.(  young  women  to  earn  an    inde- 
pendent living.    All  honor,    he   says,   to 
tke  girls  who  wo?k;  but  the  divine    plan 
was  that  men  should  be  the  bread  earn- 
ers and  that  women  should  be  the  center 
«   homes.      Whenever    such  a    funda- 
mental law  of  society  as  this  is    violated 
Tcxrehution  is  inevitable.    There  are  to- 
day upward  of  2,000.000    women    in  the 
l.'3iJted  States  who  make  a  living  by  pro- 
iessiCMial  and  personal  services,  such  as 
the  practice  of  law    and    medicine,    the 
tecching  of  music  and  art  work,   clerical 
scnice  of  one  sort  or  another  in  govern- 
»est  and  other  offices,  quite  apart  from 
ihe  army  of  young  women  who    serve  in 
stores  and  toil  at  mechanical  labor.     No 
me  who  can  look  back  over  a  genera- 
tion s>f  time  has  failed  to  observe  the  ex- 
lent  to  which  women  have  become  inde- 
pendent bread  earners  within   compara- 
tively recent  years,  and    particularly   in 
those  avenues  which  education  and    re- 
ined habits  of  life  have  opened  up.      It 
is,  in  fact,  a  grave  social  problem  where 
Ais  thing  will  end. 

It  would  seem,  concludes  Mr.  Payne, 
Jhat  this,  among  other  causes,  is  accom- 
plishing the  purpose  which  Malthus 
aimed  to  teach;  for  the  inexorable  con- 
clusions of  the  statistician  show  that  the 
American  and  Canadian  family  is  stead- 
%y  growing  smaller.  If  the  average 
number  per  family  had  been  as  great  in 
iSqo  as  in  i860,  there  would  have  been 
6,000,000  people  in  the  United  States  and 
430^000  in  Canada  above  what  the  recent 
fxssuses  revealed.  This  is  a  fact  of  far- 
rcatching  importance,  and  applies  its 
lopce  in  other  directions  than  the  subject 
cf^s  article. 

iitit>ere  a  remedy?  Certainly  there  is 
«tt*e  which  can  be  easily  and  readily  ap- 
fAni.  Two  hundred  years  ago,  guided 
luTgtij  by  the  Jesuits,  the  zealous  King 
Loi>i»  trf  France,  made  stem  laws  for  the 
joveraDicnt  of  this  young  colony  in  re- 
spect to  marriage.  He  decreed  that 
every  father  having  a  son  18  years  of 
age,  or  a  daughter  of  15,  should  be  held 
accountable  to  the  state  if  they  were  not 
married.  Mr.  Payne  does  not  advise 
that  SQch  a  law  be  introduced  in  this 
country,  nor  does  he  ofiFer  any  other  sat- 
isfactory remedy. 

The  only  remedy  for  the  present  state 
0/  affairs  is  undoubtedly  a  complete  rev- 
olution in  the  ideas  held  by  the  young 
women  as  well  as  the  young  men  of  to- 
day. Both  have  too  extravagant  ideas. 
This  is  true  of  those  in  nearly  all  classes 
of  life.  The  item  of  expense  is  an  ob- 
stacle against  which  the  majority  stumble 
when  considering  the  marriage  question, 
llany  exaggerate  what  it  would  take  two 
sensible  young  people  to  begin  life  on, 
and  conclude  it  would  be  impossible  to 
start  in  comfort  on  an  income  of  $1000. 
This  exaggeration  is  (he  direct  result  of 
extravagance  by  young  ladies  whose 
parents  have  surrounded  them  with 
wealth  and  luxury,  or  by  others  who  have 
gained  false  ideas.  They  want  a  hus» 
band  who  can  support  them  in 
similar  style.  They  let  the  young 
men  understand  this,  and  when 
the  young  men  learn  what  some  of  their 
gowns  and  bonnets  cost  it  is  not  aston- 


THE  STRIKE  rOLLAI>EI>. 
The  conference  of  the  leaders  of  the 
railway  men's  organizations  at  Buffalo 
last  night  resulted  in  the  switchmen's 
strike  being  declared  off,  and  the  strik- 
ers are  now  hustling  to  gel  back  into  the 
positions  that  they  suddenly  deserted. 
Grand  Master  Sweeney,  of  the  Switch- 
men's union,  is  reported  to  have  said: 
"Five  hundred  and  hfteVn  switchmen 
cannot  cope  with  twelve  big  railway  cor- 
porations and  8000  militia  and  succeed. 
We  have  made  a  strong  fight  and  have 
lost." 

Mr.  Sweenev's  remarks  contain  a 
hidden  fling  at  the  othe''  organizations 
which  did  not  come  to  the  aid  of  the 
strikers,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  he 
does  not  entertain  very  kindly  feelings 
towards  the  brakemen,  trainmen  and 
firemen  who  refused  to  give  any  help. 
His  statement  that  515  switchmen 
co^d  not  cope  with  twelve  big 
railway  corporations  and  8000  militia 
and  succeed,  is  absurd.  They  were  not 
coping  with  the  militia,  if  they  were  act- 
ing in  a  lawful  manner.  If  they  weie 
coping  with  the  militia,  then  they  must 
have  been  acting  lawlessly  and  they  de- 
served to  fail.  The  militia  was  there  to 
preserve  peace,  maintain  order  and  pro- 
tect property. 

These  switchmen  started  the  strike  in 
a  wrong  manner.  The  wanton  firing  of 
freight  cars  and  destruction  of  the  rail- 
way companies'  property  settled  the 
strike  as  soon  as  it  began.  These  acts 
of  violence  and  lawlessness  placed  an 
impenetrable  barrier  between  the  strik- 
ers and  success.  They  ruined  their 
cause  by  their  own  lawless  deeds,  and 
there  can  be  no  regret  that  they  have 
failed  and  that 
has  been  ended, 
fact,  at  an  end 
ago,  and  since  that 
have  been  handling 


lar  appeals  for  votes.  President  Harri- 
son always  knows  the  right  thing  to  do 
and  he  seldom  makes  an  error  of  judg- 
ment.

tection of  the  law  while  he  exercises  his 
right  to  work  where  he  pleases,  for 
whom  he  pleases,  at  what  wages  he 
pleases,    and    as    many    hours    as     he 

pleases.

SHOULD  BE  RETAINED. 

It  would  be  a  cause  for  deep  regret  if 
Professor  Meier,  the  efficient  leader  oi 
the  City  band,  is  permitted  to  leave  Du- 
luth, because  he  is  offered  better  induce- 
ments elsewhere.  Under  his  direction 
Duluth  now  has  a  band  of  which  the  city 
can  justly  feel  proud,  and  it  would  be  a 
great  misfortune  if  his  services  to  the 
public  in  this  respect  should  be  lost. 

Directors  of  bands  have  not,  however, 
received  in  Duluth  in  past  years  the  en- 
couragement to  which  they  are  entitled, 
and  no  one  can  blame  Professor  Meier 
because  he  has  taken  under  consider- 
ation a  good  offer  from  another  city, 
where  the  prospects  in  his  profession 
are  much  brighter.  He  would  prefer 
to  remain  hi  Duluth,  but  greater  finan- 
cial inducements  would,  of  course,  take 
him  elsewhere. 

The  Herald  trusts  that  some  of  our 
public-spirited  citizens  will  come  to  the 
rescue  and  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  present  excellent  leader  of  the  City 
band  will  remain  and  be  in  a  position  to 
bring  the  band  to  a  still  greater  degree 
of  proficiency.

BIUDGING  THE  (JAN.\L. 

Harbormaster  Miller  Replies  to  Some 

oi  the  Flimsy  Objections. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  notice  in  this  morning's  Tribune  a 
letter  signed  N.  B.  Thayer,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  bridging  the  canal,  that  contains 
some  very  absurd  statements.  I  won- 
der if  these  people  who  talk  against  a 
bridge  realize  that  a  bridge  is  as  essen- 
tial to  commerce  as  is  a  vessel.  Do 
they  not  know  that  the  bridging  of  the 
canal  would  bring  into  use  twenty  miles 
of  splendid  dockage.?  Does  Mr.  Thaver 
not  realize  of  what  benefit  to  vessel 
owners  and  vessels  would  be  the  bring- 
ing into  immediate  use  of  twenty  miles 
of  the  most  convenient  dockage  in  our 
harbor. 

In  my  talks  with  vessel  captains  I 
have  yet  to  find  one  that  did  not  admit 
that  the  bridging  of  ^the  canal  would 
be  of  more  benefit  to  the  commerce  of 
the  city  than  it  would  be  an  inconven- 
ience. What  right  have  vessel  men  on 
Lake  Erie  to  stop  the  growth  of 
this  city  of  Duluth?  Do  thev 
not  know  that  the  city  of  Duluth 
has  done  more  to  build  up  the  lake  ma- 
rine than  has  any  other  port  on  the  whole 
chain  of  lakes,  if  not  all  combined?  Has 
it  not  brought  into  bein?  a  better  class  of 
vessels,  of  which  we  are  now  boasting? 
There  is  not  a  city  on  the  continent  that 
has  been  such  an  actual  advantage  and 
benefit  to  the  United  States  flag  as  the 
citv  of  Duluth  in  the  past  ten  years,  and 
today  rt  is  the  most  important  city  on 
the  whole  chain  of  lakes  without  regard 
to  size. 

But  Mr.  Thayer  has  a  most  serious 
point,  in  his  own  estimation,  against  the 
bridge.  He  says:  "The  real  question  is 
what  would  the  effect  of  a  bridge  across 
the  canal  be  upon  our  shipping  industry 
in  case  of  breakage  or  strike  upon  the 
part  of  the  operators?"  Does  not  the 
great  Author  of  the  universe  bring  into 
being  and  kill  multitudes  every  day? 
Do  we  refuse  to  build  railroads  or  ships 
because  an  accident  might  happen  some 
time?  Is  business  generally  conducted 
on  such  ideas?  Not  much.  I  am  be- 
tween 60  and  70  years  of  age,  but  do  I 
expect  to  live  forever?  Of  cour-^e  not. 
1  feel  the  breaking  up  going  on  ever>' 
day,  but  I  don't  stop  on  that  account  but 
keep  on  planning  and  thinking.

The  Fete  Breton  and  the  Children's 
Home. 
It  may  not  be  generally  known  how 
much  has  been  and  is  still  being  done  by 
a  few  generous,  opened-eyedand  tender- 
hearted women  of  Duluth  for  those  who 
are  in  the  world  under  unfortunate  con- 
ditions. Very  few  know  how  many  chil- 
dren bright,  sweet  and  innocent,  yet 
homeless,  friendless  and  motherless, 
have  been  taken>  many  of  them  from 
actual  starvation  and  death  and  others 
from  influences  v/orse  than  either,  and 
tenderly  cared  for  by  the  Womans'  and 
Children's  Home.  Within  the  last  year 
alone  they  have  baused,  clothed  and  fed 
129  children.  Through  their  interest 
some  of  these  have  been  adopted  into 
good  permanent  homes.  The  amount  of 
^1375-87  in  cash  has  been  paid  out  by  the 
ladies  tor  necessary  supplies  within  the 
last  year,  in  addition  to  the  many  ben- 
evolent contributions  from  butchers, 
grocers  and  individuals  personally. 
Their  coal  has  nearly  all  been  given. 
Could  those  who  have  been  so  generous 
see  all  the  good  thsy  have,  perhaps  un- 
consciously, being  doing,  their  hearts 
would  surely  throb  with  a  pleasure  which 
they  woald  long  to  taste  again.  If  we 
could  only  realize  these  words  of  Him 
'*who  so  loved  the  world":  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  we  would 
think  less  of  doing  for  self,  but  would 
find  our  real  happiness  in  doing  for 
others. 

A  mere  handful  of  women  thus  far 
have  taken  iip  and  been  faithful  to  the 
work  of  the  Children's  Home.  Still  it 
has  prospered  and  grown  to  such  pro- 
portions that  their  present  quarters  are 
wholly  inadequate  for  their  needs. 
Larger  and  better  accommodations  seem 
an  absolute  and  immediate  necessity,  for 
they  cannot  without  pain  turn  away  on^; 
of  these  little  children  from  their  friendly 
doors,  yet  a  new  building  with  an  empty 
treasury  cannot  be  thought  of.  An  in- 
terested gentleman  has  offered  the  ladies 
$10,000  if  they  would  raise  §10,000  more. 
It  is  quite  an  undertaking  for  so  few 
women  to  earn  $10,000,  but  they  have 
begun  the  effort.  When  Miss  Eager 
offered  to  give  her  magnificent  "Fete 
Breton"  for  their  benefit,  they  felt  that  a 
door  had  been  opened  for  them,  and 
they  feel  sure  that  every  one,  of  what- 
ever sect  or  country,  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  to  see  this 
brilliant  and  unique  entertainment,  and 
will  feel  a  deeper  enjoyment  of  it  be- 
cause it  brings  so  much  of  good  to  "these 
little  ones." 

One  delightful  feature  of  it  is  that  it  is 
to  be  given  in  the  pavilion,  on  the 
heights  above  the  natural  terrace  worn 
along  the  tops  of  our  granite  bluffs  by 
the  primeval  waters  almost  before  the 
world  was.    Those  ages  of  silence  have 

f>assed  away,  but  have  left  these  ever- 
asting  hills  with  the  stamp  of  their 
grandeur  still  upon  them.  It  is  a  fitting 
place  for  so  grand  a  festival.  Upon  their 
mottled  slopes  we  shall  see  in  this  year 
1892,  the  mimic  array  of  the  nations,  each 
bringing  to  us  whatever  is  most  graceful 
and  beautiful  in  song,  dance  and  cos- 
tume.

A  meeting  ot  the  Duluth  stock  ex- 
change was  held  yesterday  afternoon 
and  for  a  time  the  atmosphere  was  quite 
torrid.  The  same  question  came  before 
the  meeting  which  was  the  subject  of 
discussion  at  another  two  or  three  weeks 
ago — the  amendment  of  the  constitution 
so  as  to  increase  the  number  of  direct- 
ors and  also  to  compel  their  attendance 
at  meetings.  A  full  report  of  the  meet- 
ing was  given  in  The  Herald  at  the  time. 
It  was  then  decided  that  there  was  a 
technical  error  m  the  call  which  might 
invalidate  any  action  the  exchange 
might  take  and  the  meeting  was  ad- 
journed and  calle'^  again  vesterday. 

The  amendments  ocfered  provide  for 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  directors 
from  nine  to  nineteen  and  nx  the  date 
for  the  elect'  Dn  of  the  other  ten  as  Aug. 
26,  between  the  hours  of  9:30  and  12:30 
o'clock.  Four  are  to  hold  office  until 
Mav.  1893;  three  until  May,  1894.  and 
three  until  May.  1895.  Tbe  clause-  pro- 
viding for  a  penalty  for  non-attendance 
reads  as  follows:  "Any  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  who,  unless  excused 
by  the  president,  shall  absent  himself 
from  three  (31  consecutive  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  board  of  directors,  may  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent at  any  regular  meeting  thereafter  *a 
quorum  being  present,*  be  declared  no 
longer  a  member  thereof. " 

The  same  arguments  were  advanced 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  these  amend- 
ments as  at  the  previous  meeting.  Manv 
of  the  active  members  charge  the  pres- 
ent directors  with  being  unfriendly  to 
the  exchange  and  by  absenting  them- 
selves from  directors'  meetings  hamper- 
ing its  work.  For  weeks  during  the 
mnmer  no  meeting  of  the  directors  was 
hdd  for  the  reason  that  but  three  or  four 
directors  attended  and  no  quorum  could 
be  secured.  There  is  also  a  great  deal  of 
complaint  at  what  is  termed  the  e:;trava- 
^ant  manner  of  conducting  the  excnange. 
Upon  the  opening  the  exchange  had 
about  $T  2.000  on  hand,  and  now  there  is 
onlv  about  $5000  left.  The  expenses  of 
the  exchange  are  running  at  about  $700 
per  month,  $400  per  month  being  paid 
for  rent. 

There  were  present  at  the  meeting  46 
members  out  of  a  total  membership  of 
I2q.  The  discussion  over  the  amend- 
ments was  long  and  interesting,  Horace 
Williston  defending  the  directors.  When 
put  to  a  vote  the  amendments  were  car- 
ried with  31  veas  and  15  navs.  An  elec- 
tion will  therefore  be  held  tomorrow 
morning.

A  GRE.\T  RFXORl)  THIS. 

Amount  of  Tonnage  Moving  Daily  in 
Dnluth's  Harbor. 

The  number  of  vessels  which  Lave  ar- 
rived in  this  port  from  the  opening  of 
navigation  up  to  8  o'clock  this  morning 
was  1228.  Navigation  opened  on  April 
22,  when  the  Castalia  reached  here.  The 
lowest  estimate  places  the  daily  arrival 
of  tonnage  at' 15.000.  while  some  very 
conservative  quarters  estimate  it  at  18,- 
000  tons. 

The  number  of  departures  during  the 
same  period  was  1201,  so  that  the  in- 
ward and  outward  movement  ot  tannage 
in  Duluth  harbor  has  'oeen  30,000  tons 
daily  since  April  22,  last,  or  a  total  of 
3.720.000  tons.  This  is  considered  a 
pretty  good  record  for  a  port  but  twenty 
years  old,  or  reallv  only  twelve  vears 
old.

The  railroad  lines  terminating  at  Du- 
luth are  on  the  eve  of  turning  an  honest 
penny  in  order  to  show  that  there  is  no 
hard  feeling  and  to  get  at  least  a  little 
out  ot  the  lake  traffic  in  which  they  have 
no  part.

SUPERIOR   SEWS. 

Four    More   Amalgamated    Men    axe 
Bound  Over. 

The  Amalgamated  men  arrested  for 
attacking  j.Ties  and  Gardner  who  were 
not  given  a  hearing  last  Monday  were 
Drought  up  yesterday.  They  were  Frank 
Pellou,  John  Wright,  W.  H.  Randall  and 
Joseph  Gardner,  and  were  charged  by 
Andrew  Gardner  with  assault  with  in- 
tent to  do  great  bodily  harm.  Gardner, 
the  complaining  witness,  was  the  first  to 
testify.  He  told  the  story  of  the  assault 
and  identified  several  of  the  accused  as 
his  assailants.  Cross  examination  failed 
to  weaken  his  testimony.  The  defense 
did  not  put  any  witnesses  on  the  stand, 
saynng  that  they  preferred  to  prove  their 
alibis  in  the  circuit  court.  All  four  were 
bound  over  in  S500  bonds  to  the  circuit 
court.  The  bail  was  furnished  by  \\\  J. 
Leader  and  Fred  Bishoff.  The  case  will 
come  up  in  the  November  term  of  the 
circuit  court.  The  strikers  expected  J. 
D.  Hickev,  vice-president  of  the  associa- 
tion. Tuesday,  but  he  did  not  arrive 
owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  his  wife. 
Mr.  Shephard,  of  Milwaukee,  was  sent 
in  his  place  and  the  strikers  claim  he 
brought  a  large  fund  with  him  to  help 
them  fight  their  cause. 

The  members  of  the  council  finance 
committee  were  in  Duluth  yesterday  in 
search  of  W.  J.  Holmes,  who  purchased 
the  city  bonds.  He  put  up  a  certified 
cheJk  for  $1000,  but  nothing  further  has 
been  heard  trom  him  and  the  committee 
could  not  find  him.  He  was  to  pay  the 
money  on  the  entire  amount  of  $360,000 
of  bonds,  one-fifth  in  August  and  one- 
nfth  each  month  thereafter  until  the  en- 
tire amount  had  been  paid  for. 

The  present  situation  of  affairs,  there- 
fore, is  very  discouraging  to  contractors, 
says  the  Leader.  The  $100,000  that  may 
be  obtained  by  selling  bonds  to  the  sink- 
mg  fund  will  be  used  to  pay  for  the  cash 
ctmtracts,  leaving  the  contractors  who 
are  required  to  accept  bonds  for  pay  in 
the  same  situation  that  they  now  are— 
without  cash  and  more  than  $100,000  in 
dcbc 

Work  on  the  Dakota  elevator  at  the 
East  end  has  been  delayed  at  least  a 
month  by  the  contractors.  The  several 
bidders  for  the  work  agreed  among 
themselves  that  they  would  sign  no  con- 
tract until  the  full  amount  of  money  ne- 
ces5ar>-  to  complete  the  job  was  on  hand. 
The  structure  proposed  will  cost  $120,- 
ooo.  The  farmers"  committee  had  sub- 
scribed only  about  $50,000.  They 
promise,  however,  to  subscribe  the  re- 
mainder at  the  first  meeting  in  Septem- 
ber.

Envoys  From  the  Neifirhboringr  Tribes 

HaveOtiered  Their  Aid  .Aarainst 

the  Dahomevans. 


Paris,  Aug.  25.— The  French  squad- 
ron off  the  Dahomey  coast  bombarded 
Whydah  and  other  Dahomean  ports 
about  the  beginning  of  the  month,  and 
the  French  troops  then  proceeded  on 
their  expedition  to  the  interior  under 
command  of  Col.  Dcdds,  whose  policy  is 
to  drive  the  king  into  a  comer.  VV' ith  the 
first  arrival  of  reinforcements  Col. 
Dodds  began  to  enlarge  the  circle  of  the 

outposts,  while  fortifying  at  the  time  the 
old  positions.  He  opened  two  new 
roads,  one  from  Porto  Novo  to  Sakete, 
on  the  -^diara  river,  near  the  British 
frontier  at  Lagosa,  the  other  binding 
Porto  Novo  to  Dangbo,  a  place  between 
the  Queme  and  the  Adjara  near  the 
spot  where  Capt.  Oudard  was  killed  in 
i8go. 

it  is  said  that  envoys  from  the  neigh- 
boring tribes  have  offered  their  co-oper- 
ation against  the  Dohomeyans.  Great 
enthusiasm  prevails.  Numerous  deser- 
tions are  taking  place  from  the  Da- 
homey army  on  account  of  hunger  and 
fear.  Col.  Dodds  has  3000  men,  being  a 
suiificient  force  to  hold  the  different  sta- 
tions independently  of  the  support  of 
the  ships  anchored  at  Kotonou  and 
Grand  Popo.  Kotonou  and  Porto  Novo 
are  now  in  a  thorough  state  of  defence 
and  Grand  Popo  is  occupied.  The  San, 
the  Talisman  and  other  ships  are  free  to 
cruise  about,  and  it  is  calculated  that 
thev  will  be  able  to  maintain  the  bloc- 
kade m  a  very  effective  manner. 

Father  Dorgerie,  the  missionary,  who 
concluded  the  treaty  with  Behanzin  in 
wh'ch  the  latter  consented  to  recognize 
the  French  protectorate  on  the  coast  for 
the  consideration  of  a  subsidy  of  20.000 
francs  per  annum,  has  been  interviewed 
at  Nantes,  where  he  resides.  He  drew  a 
picture  of  Dahomey,  the  conquest  of 
which  he  advocates,  and  represents  it  as 
a  commercial  paradise.  It  is  a  very  rich 
country,  he  says,  coveted  by  both  the 
English  and  the  Germans.  In  French 
hands,  he  considers  it  a  veritable  treas- 
ure. Thus,  he  remarked,  Kotonou, 
which  only  contains  two  French  commer- 
cial houses  and  a  telegraphic  station, 
produced  in  1890,  when  owing  to  the  war 
business  was  slack,  a  revenue  of  350,000 
francs. 

Several  companies  of  the  foreign  lega- 
tion have  been  sent  from  Algeria  to 
Senegal  to  replace  the  Senegal  riflemen 
dispatched  to  Dahomey.  The  Senegal 
contingent  consists  of  400  formed  into 
three  companies.  They  are  mostly  vet- 
eran warriors,  many  of  them  being  cov- 
ered with  scars  received  very  likely  in 
fighting  against  the  French.  These 
troops  are  quite  distinct  from  the  regular 
Tirraileurs  of  Senegal,  who  are  com- 
pletely fused  with  the  French  army. 
These  latter  form  the  main  body  of  the 
Dahomey  expedition. 


To  SHORTEN  ITs  LINE. 


The  Northern  Pacific  Ronte  Between 
IJuluth  and  Puget  Sound. 
Chicago,  Aug.  25.— From  the  new 
town  ot  Everett  comes  the  report  that 
the  Northern  Pacific  road  is  on  the  ere 
of  shonening  its  route  between  Duluth 
and  Puget  Sound  at  least  2^0  miles,  so 
as  to  have  the  Qreat  Northern  on  hip. 
Everett  is  the  prospective  metropolis  of 
Puget  Sound. 

According  ta  advices,  the  Everett  & 
Monte  Christo  railroad,  a  short  line  in 
that  vicinity,  is  to  be  extended  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Okanagon  country,  strik- 
ing the  main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
at  Lewiston.  Such  connection  would 
give  the  Northern  Pacific  the  short  cut 
to  the  Sound  and  make  a  difference  of 
250  miles  between  Duluth  and  the  coast. 

The  backers  of  the  enterprise  are 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  of  the  Standard  Oil 
company,  and  others  who  are  practically 
the  owners  of  the  Wisconsin  Central  and 
have  large  interests;  in  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific which  would  indicate  that  the  rumor 
is  not  wide  of  the  mark,  for  the  new  line 
would  tap  one  of  the  richest  sections  of 
the  Northwest.

The  report  of  the 
committee  on  credentials  was  adopted 
without  opposition,  there  being  no  con- 
tests. Dr.  D.  W.  Woodworth,  of  Pierce 
county,  presented  the  name  of  Nils  P. 
Haugen  in  a  neat  and  appropriate 
speech,  which  was  ably  seconded  by  E. 
G.  Mills,  of  Douglas. 

A  motion  was  immediately  made  by  B. 
F.  Millard, of  Chippewa,  that  Mr.  Haugen 
be  nominated  by  acclamation.  The 
motion  was  unanimously  carried  amid 
thunderous  applause.  Not  a  dissenting 
voice  was  heard.  A  committee  ot  two 
was  appointed  to  wait  on  Mr.  Haugen 
and  Jesse  B.  Thayer.

Norwich,  Conn.,  Aug.  25.— It  is  re- 
ported the  disease  from  which  Miss 
Frances  Morgan,  of  this  city,  died  Tues- 
day at  the  home  of  relatives  in  Gris- 
wold,  was  cholera.  Three  physicians  at- 
tended her  but  were  unable  to  save  her. 
She  had  been  well  up  to  Monday  after- 
noon. At  7  o'clock  she  was  violently  at- 
tacked and  died  at  10  o'clock  the  next 
morning. 

Dr.  Cassidy,  ot  this  city,  who  attended 
her,  said  yesterday  that  her  illness  was 
as  genuine  a  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  as 
ever  seen  in  this  climate.  Several  other 
cases  similar  to  but  not  as  violent  as 
that  of  Miss  Morgan  have  occurred  with- 
in two  weeks  in  this  region. 

In  each  instance  the  disease  operated 
very  rapidly  and  the  doctors  had  a  hard 
struggle  to  save  the  patients.  In  two 
cases  the  disease  proved  fatal. 

WILL  MR.  BLAINE  SPEAK? 

Not  Likely  to  Take  the  Stump  in 
Maine. 

Portland,  Me.,  Aug.  25.— Senator 
Eugene  Hale  was  seen  yesterday  on  his 
way  to  Saco  to  make  a  speeech.  Rela- 
tive to  Mr.  Blaine  speaking  in  the  cam- 
paign, he  said  that  if  he  is  well  enough 
he  would  make  two  or  three  speeches  in 
Main,  beginning  two  weeks  from  Mon- 
day. If  not  he  will  write  a  ringing  letter 
to  the  voters  of  this  state. 

Senator  Hale's  statement  about  the 
letter  to  be  written  by  Mr.  Blaine  cor- 
roborates information  received  by  ex- 
Speaker  Reed  on  Monday,  but  confided 
secretlv  to  a  few  friends.  Mr.  Reed  does 
not  think  Mr.  Blaine  will  make  even  a 
single  speech,  and  therein  differs  from 
Senator  Hale.

A  Rio  Grande  Western  brakeman,  who 
was  at  West  Water  yesterday.states  that 
the  shooting  took  place  on  the  L'tah  side 
of  the  line.  W.  E.  Davis  came  upon  the 
men  early  in  the  morning.  He  was  alone 
bu%shct  with  such  good  effect  that  three 
of  the  gang  were  killed  and  Brock  him- 
self shot  through  the  head,  though  still 
alive  when  the  train  left.

Berlin,  Aug.  25.— There  are  serious 
fears  that  the  cholera  has  broken  out  in 
this  city.  The  wife  of  a  merchant  named 
Landrock,  living  in  No.  10  Golden 
strasse,  died  at  midnight  last  night  with 
symptoms  of  Asiatic  cholera.  The  case 
is  being  investigated.  At  a  conference 
of  leading  medical  men  of  this  city  held 
yesterday,  the  opinion  was  unanimously 
expressed  that  an  epidemic  of  cholera 
was  unlikely.  It  was  suggested,  how- 
ever, that  everybody  should  take  three 
drops  of  muriatic  acid  daily  in  a  tumbler 
of  water,  and  that  great  care  should  be 
taken  to  keep  flies  away  from   the  food. 

The  authorities  on  the  frontier  have 
been  admonished  to  redouble  their  pre- 
cautions against  the  admission  of  per- 
sons or  articles  suspected  of  infection, 
and  everywhere  the  local  authonties  are 
displaying  the  utmost  vigilance. 

TERROR  AT  HAMBURG. 


Diflficnlt  to  Get  Men  for  the  Work  of 
Burial. 
Hamburg,  Aug.  25. — One  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  bodies  of  cholera  victims 
are  awaiting  burial  in  this  city.  So  great 
is  the  terror  caused  by  the  cholera  that 

it  is  difficult  to  get  men  for  the  work  of 
burial,  and  many  assistants  of  undertak- 
ers have  deserted  their  places  of  em- 
ployment. 

Business  is  prostrated  and  shipping  is 
going  to  other  ports.  So  serious  is  the 
panic  that  Russian  immigrants  now  in 
the  city  find  it  difficult  to  procure  food, 
as  everybody  tries  to  avoid  them.  At 
Altona  the  army  surgeons  have  been  or- 
dered by  their  superiors  to  assist  the 
doctors  in  caring  for  cholera  victims. 


HE  WILL  NOT  STUMP. 


President  Harrison  Thinks  it  Would 
be  Improper. 
Washington,  Aug.  25.— There  is  a 
division  of  opinion  among  the  Republi- 
can campaign  managers  in  the  East  re- 
garding the  propose<i  stumping  tour    of 

President  Harrison  in  the  Empire  state. 
The  scheme  was  proposed  by  Senator 
Hiscock  and  met  favor  at  first,  but  it  said 
President  Harrison  thinks  it  would  be 
highly  improper  for  him  to  make  popu- 
lar appeals  for  votes  when  an  occupant 
of  the  White  house. 

The  proposed  reception  at  Madison 
Square  Garden  has  not  entirely  been 
given  up,  but  shrewder  politicians  think 
that  it  would  be  safer  policy  not  to  in- 
volve the  president  in  any  public  dem- 
onstration. The  president  will  go  to 
New  York  at  any  rate,  and  while  there 
will  have  a  conference  with  Piatt. 

It  is  said  that  Piatt  is  not  unwnlling 
but  quite  anxious  to  meet  the  president, 
and  it  is  predicted,  by  men  who  know 
the  trouble  between  them,  in  five  min- 
utes after  such  a  meeting  the  misunder- 
standing will  be  removed  and  that  Piatt 
will  thereafter  take  an  active  part  in  the 
campaign.

SHOT  BY  ACCIDENT. 


A  Private  in  a  Company  at  Homestead 
Killed. 
Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Aug.  25.— Jesse  Ben- 
ninghoff,  a  private  in  Company  K,  Six- 
teenth regiment,  at  Homestead,  was  ac- 
cidentally shot  and  killed  while  in  his 

tent  yesterday  by  Private  Smith,  of  the 
same  company.  Smith  was  cleaning  a 
revolver  in  his  tent  when  one  of  the  cart- 
ridges went  off.  The  bullet  passed  right 
through  the  next  tent,  in  which  a  guards- 
man was  sleeping,  and  pierced  the  can- 
vass of  Benninghoff's  quarters. 

The  lad  was  standing  cleaning  a  gun 
when  the  bullet  struck  him  in  the  left 
side,  passing  through  the  liver,  and 
lodged  in  the  back.  He  died  in  a<ew 
minutes.  He  was  18  years  old  and  came 
from  Greenville.

The  scenes  at  the  pit's  mo jth  were 
tiiost  distressing,  and  efforts  were  at  once 
made  to  reach  the  entombed  miners  and 
ascertai*  the  extent  of  the  cafemky.

Washington,  Aug.  26.— W.  W.  Bill- 
son,  attorney  for  the  board  of  trade, 
chamber  of  commerce  and  jobbers'  union 
of  D^iiuth,  in  the  Minneapolis  grain  rate 

discrmiinating  case,  yesterday  tiled  his 
brief  with  the  interstate  commerce  <pm- 
mission,  setting  forth  that  city  s  side  of 
the  controversy.

London,  Aug.  26. — The  Asiatic  cholera 

has  arrived  in  England.      The    steamer 

Gemma  from  Hamburg  has  entered  at 

Gravesend,  Bringing  several  cases  of  the 

plague.      Two  women    on    the  steamer 

have  died  from  the  cholera  and  another 

victim,  a  man,  is  improving.    The   news 

has     caused    great    consternation     at 

Gravesend  and  excitement    in    London. 

The    steamer    Laura,  which   arrived  at 

Lynn-Regis  today  from  Hamburg,  had 
two  persons  sick  on  board,  suspected  of 
cholera.  The  health  officers  of  Lynn 
refused  to  allow  the  steamer  to  enter 
port  and  compelled  it  to  put  back  to 
sea. 

Yesterday,  according  to  the  official  re- 
turns, there  were  6322  new  cases  of 
cholera  in  Russia  against  5670  on 
Wednesday.  Yesterday  there  were  2997 
deaths  reported  against  2743  for  Wednes- 
day. In  St.  Petersburg  there  were  re- 
ported yesterday  103  new  cases  and  24 
deaths. 

The  cholera  continues  to  grow  in  viru- 
lence at  Hamburg.  Eight  hundred  cases 
were  recorded  yesterday,  many  of  the 
victims  having  been  seized  but  a  few 
hours  before  they  perished.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  was  140.

Gr.ajnd  Junction,  Col.,  Aug.  26.— Pas- 
sengers from  the  West  yesterday  brought 
add:nonal  particulars  of  the  shooting  of 
the  Brock  gang  near  West  Water,  Utah, 

Wednesday.  The  names  of  the  men 
killed  are  Charles  O.  Brock,  Charles  A. 
Dusel  and  Wm.  Miller.  The  story  of 
Dav;5  is  that  he  discovered  that  some 
property  had  been  stolen  from  his  house 
and  an  unsuccessful!  attempt  made  to  set 
the  hDuse  on  fire. 

He  suspected  the  Brock  gang,  and 
witn  a  lad  named  Grant  started  to  trace 
tbe  stolen  g^  eds  and  demand  their  re- 
turn or  pay  for  the  same.

They 
were  met  at  the  door  by  Dusel,  who  at- 
tacked Davis  with  %  club,  while  Miller 
shot  at  him  through  the  window.  Davis 
killed  Dusel  and  mortally  wounded 
Miller. 

He  then  started  away  from  the  place 
and  met  Brock.  The  result  was  a  fight, 
in  which  Brock  was  killed.  This  is  the 
Davis  story.  There  is  no  person  left  to 
tell  the  storv  of  the  other  side.  Davis 
left  West  Water  yesterday  to  surrender 
himself.

The  Papal  Funds  Have  Been  Misap- 
propriated. 
Ro.ME,  Aug.  26.— Great  excitement  has 
been  caused  by  the  dismissal  of  Cardinal 
Ruggiero,  prefect  of  financial  affairs  of 
the    propaganda,    and    who     has    been 

looked  upon  by  many  as  the  probable 
successor  of  Pope  Leo  .\  1 1 1.  It  is  said 
that  the  pope  himself  ordered  Rugj^iero's 
dismissal,  being  convinced,  as  a  result  of 
inquiry,  that  Ruggiero  and  not  Mon- 
signor  Folchi  was  the  real  mutinous 
party  in  connection  with  the  mis-invest- 
ments, to  use  a  mild  term,  for  which 
Monsignor  Folchi  was  dismissed  from 
the  papal  service  about  one  year  ago. 

The  dismissal  of  Folchi  was  brought 
about,  it  is  said,  by  Cardinal  Ruggiero. 
Folchi  was  vice  chamberlain  to  the  pope 
and  had'  control  of  the  papal  funds. 
There  is  great  excitement  m  financial 
circles,  it  being  believed  that  a  tremen- 
dous scandal  is  awaiting  disclosure.

"I  represented  Eaton  county  before  the 
state  board  of  equalization  in  1S91.  I  have 
held  other  minor  offices,  justice  of  the 
peace,  -tc.  in  my  township,  and  have  been 
ooe  erf  the  directors  of  the  Farmers'  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  company  of  Barry  and 
Eaton  counties  for  fifteen  years.

Tbree  Remarkable  Sammers. 

There  have  been  three  summers  in  the 
XTnited  States  in  which  there  was  scarce- 
ly a  month  in  which  the  temperature 
would  not  have  been  more  appropriate  to 
winter  than  to  "the  season  wuen  voluptu- 
ous nature  surrenders  her  treasures  to  the 
wanton  hand  of  m:ui.''  The  most  notable 
of  these  inappropriate  summers  was  in 
1S16,  in  which  year  January  and  February 
were  warm  and  springlike.  March  was 
cold  and  stormy.  Vegetation  had  gotten 
well  along  in  April  when  real  winter  set 
in.  Snuw  and  sleet  fell  on  seventeen  diT- 
ferent  days  in  May.  In  June  there  was 
either  frost  or  snow  every  night  but  three. 
The  snow  was  five  inches  deep  for  several 
days  in  succession  in  the  interior  of  New 
Tork  and  from  ten  inches  to  three  feet  in 
Vermont  and  Maine.  July  was  cold  aud 
frosty:  ice  formed  as  thick  as  window 
panes  in  every  one  of  the  New  England 
states.  August  was  still  worse:  ice  formed 
nearly  an  inch  in  thickness  and  killed 
nearly  every  greed  thing  in  the  United 
States.

When  the  drugs  have  been  ordered  and 
the  water  sufficient  to  dissolve  them— gen- 
erally a  considerable  quantity— there  is 
seen  a  large  M  with  a  line  drawn  through 
it.  This  stands  for  "Misce  ut  flat  mistura," 
or,  in  other  language,  "MLx  these  ingredi- 
ents so  that  they  may  form  a  mixture." 

.Next  the  instructions  as  to  how  the  pa- 
tient is  to  take  the  medicine  are  given. 
They  may  run  thtis,  "S.  c.  m.  U.  4h." 
This,  being  interpreted,  signifies,  Sumat, 
let  him — L  e.,  the  patient — take,  cochlearia 
duo,  two  large  or  tablespoonful* — i 
stands  for  quartis  and  h.  for  horis — to- 
ge:  her,  every  four  hours. 

Sometimes  may  be  seen  "Ft.  hst.  p.  r.  n. 
s."  "Ft."  means  that  "hst."  or  haustus,  a 
draft,  may  be  formed-  "P.  r.  n."  impiy 
Pro  re  nata.  as  the  occasion  may  be  bom; 
in  simpler  words,  when  required.  *'S."  is 
sumendus,  i.e.,  to  be  taken. 

A  draft  ordered  to  be  taken  at  bed- 
time would  be  prescribed  "h.  s.  s."  The 
first  two  letters  mean  hora  somni,  or  av  the 
hour  of  sleep.  The  second  s.  is  sumendu:- 
again. 

Physicians  use  many  idioms.  For  in- 
stance, "ex  lacte"  means  in  milk.  "Ex 
aqua  sumenda,"'  to  be  taken  in  water. 
■'Tusse  urgente"  'ablative  absolute),  when 
the  cough  is  troublesome.  "Mistura  ad 
tussim"  is  a  mixture  for  a  cough.

BRIDGING  THE  TaNAL. 

The    question  of    bridging    the    ship 
canal  is  now  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
the  citizens  of  Duluth.      It  is  the  main 
*ubiect  of  public  discussion  at  the  pres- 
ent  time.      The  newspapers  are  being 
iJooded  with  the  views  of  the  supporters 
And  opponents  of  the  idea.      The  latter 
appear  to  be  very  limited  in  numbers. 
The  Herald  cannot  see  why  there  should 
be  any  opposition  whatever  to  the  pro- 
posed  bridge  on  the  part  of  any  citizen 
of  Duluth.     It  is  of  vast  importance  that 
some  mode  of  communication   shall  be 
established   between   the  mainland  and 
the  point      It  is  useless  to  talk  of  cor- 
stnicting    a   tunnel    beneath  the  canal. 
The  city  cannot  afford  to    bear    such   a 
heavy  expense.    It  would  saddle  upon 
the  city  a  heavy  debt  which   should  not 
be  incurred  at  this  stage  in  its  history 

A  bridge  would  not  be    a    serious  ob- 
stacle to  navigation.     It    would    not  be 
any  obstacle,  in  fact,    except    from    the 
point  of  view  which  most  vessel  owners 
adopt,  that  any  bridge  over  a  navigable 
water  rs  an  obstacle  to  navigation.    The 
board  of  engineers,  at  the  hearing  in  De- 
troit East  April  on  this  question,  said  that 
**the  dangers  and  difficulties  to  shipping 
which  would  result  from  the  bridge  pro- 
posed have  been    overestimated    by  its 
opponents,"  and  that  "any  bridge  over  a 
waterway  is  a  menace  to  navigation,  but 
the    propositions     of  the      city   of  Du- 
hith.  if  carried  into  effect,  would   reduce 
them  to  a  minimu^n  in    this  case."    Yet 
the  board  reported  that  it    was    not  ad- 
Tisaole  to  authorize  the    construction  of 
the  bridge,  owing    to   "their    disinclin- 
ation to  establish   a     dangerous   prece- 
dent."   It  was,  in  fact,  i.ot  because    the 
bridge  would  be  an  obstacle  to    naviga- 
tion, but  because  the  board  did  not  want 
to  establish  a  precedent,  that  resulted  in 
the  adverse  report.    The  question  of  ob- 
struction to  navigation  may  therefore  be 
safeiy  dismissed  from  consideration. 
□The  only  other  point  is  this:    Has  the 
city  power  to  construct  the  bridge   with- 
out obtaining  permission    from   the  war 
department .>    The  Heraldlbelieves  that 
it  kas  full  power    to  do    as  it    pleases  in 
this  respect,  and  that  the  federal  officials 
liaTe  no  right  or  authority    to    interfere. 
The  canal  is  not  a  natural  waterway.    It 
ban    artificial    waterway.     It    was  con- 
strwrted  by  the  citizens  of  Duluth.    The 
streets    and    avenues    upon    Minnesota 
"Ptoint  were  in  existence  for  twenty  years 
befc/ie  the  canal  was  cut  and  they   have 
nerer  been  vacated,  nor  has  any  portion 
of  tbe  plat    been    vacated.    The  city  of 
Dotutb  has  the  same  right  to  the  use  of 
the  avenues  across  the  canal  that  it  has 
always  had.     It  owns  not  only  the    ave- 
nue ol  which  the  bridge  would  be  a  part, 
bot  it  owns  the  lots   fronting  upon    that 
ave&iie>  some  of    which    are   under  the 
water  m.  the  canal.    Title  to    the  canal 
and  these  lots  was  offered  by  the  city  to 
the  war  department,  and  the  department 
refused  to  accept  it.    The    title    still  re- 
mains  vested    in    the    city.    It  has  not 
parted  wuh  any  portion  of  its  title. 

The  thief    of    engineers  has  reported 
that  in  the  absence  of    direct  legislation 
by  cocigress  the  control    of  a  waterway 
lying  wholly  within  a    state  was   vested 
solely  and  absolutely  in    the  legislature 
of  that  state.    The  legislature  of  Minne- 
sota has  granted  authority  to  the  city  of 
Dttloth  to  construct  a  bridge    that    will 
not  be  an  unnecessary  or    unreasonable 
obstruction   to  navigation.      When   the 
bridge  is  built  the  war   department    can 
decide  whether  it  is  an  unreasonable  ob- 
struction,   if  it  decided    that  it  was  and 
ordered  its  removal,    how    would  it    en- 
force tue  order?  Would  it,  as  the  Chicago 
Herald  said  in   the  case  of  an  order  for 
removal  of  a  bridge  across    the  Chicago 
river,   bring    a    detachment  of    federal 
troops  and  batter  it  down  ?    This  is    not 
likely. 

The  Herald  therefore  holds  that  the 
city  has  an  absolutely  clear  legal  right 
to  build  the  bridge,  and  that  when  once 
built  it  will  be  permitted  to  remain  there- 
Its  necessity  is  conceded.      It  has    been

A  YEAR  OF  PROGRESS. 
The  marine  business  of  Duluth  is 
growing  fast.  The  Herald  yesterday 
published  a  few  figures  which  should  be 
emphasized.  Since  the  opening  of  navi- 
gation 1228  vessels  have  arrived  at  this 
point  and  1201  have  departed.  The 
total  daily  tonnage  is  placed  by  a  con- 
servative estimate  at  30,000.  This  is  an 
immense  business  and  its  magnitude 
grows  greater  when  the  age  of  this  port 
is  taken  into  consideration. 

It  also  indicates  in  an  emphatic  man- 
ner the  growth  of  business  in  other  di- 
rections in  Duluth.  There  cannot  be  an 
increase  in  our  marine  business  without 
a  correspondingly  great  increase  in  all 
lines,  because  it  is  the  other  lines  of 
business  that  create  the  marine  busi- 
ness. These  figures  again  demonstrate 
that  this  is  the  greatest  business  year  in 
Duluth's  history. 

At  the  same  time    the  city  has    been 
gaining  rapidly  in    population.      Go    in 
any  section  of  the  city    and   its  suburbs 
and  you  will  see  new    dwellings  or  busi- 
ness houses  rising  on  every  hand.     An- 
other noteworthy  feature  of  our  progMss 
is  the  number  of  new  hotels  that  are  pro- 
jected this  year.    This  is  evidence  of  the 
increase  in  the  floating    population,    in 
the    numbers  of    visitors  to    the    city. 
Within  a  stone's  throw  of    The    Herald 
office,  work  has  been  almost  completed 
on  a  new  hotel.    A  hundred    feet  away, 
preparations    are    being  made    for  the 
erection  of  another  fine  hotel,  while  one 
or  two  more  are  in    contemplation    and 
will    probably    be    erected  at    an  early 
date.

Nearlv  all  the  labor  unions  in  the  city, 
whether' belonging  to  the  assembly  or 
not,  will  participate,  but  a  few  will  not. 
A  committee  last  evening  waited  on  the 
Bricklayers'  union,  then  in  session,  and 
endeavored  to  get  them  to  join,  but  they 
declined.  The  emploves  of  Fitger's 
brewer>-  were  invited  to  join  in  the  par- 
ade. The  printed  program  for 
Labor  day  will  be  in  the 
form  of  a  souvenir  and  each 
organization  of  the  assembly  will  pre- 
pare a  short  sketch  of  its  growth  and 
progress.  The  police  department  will 
take  part  in'  the  parade  and  the  mayor 
will  endeavor  to  have  the  tire  depart- 
men  turn  out  as  well.  The  Building 
Trades'  unions  have  signified  their  in- 
tention of  co-operating.

Delegates  from  the  different  unions 
made  favorable  reports  on  the  action  of 
their  organization  on  the  matter  of  rais- 
ing $500  to  be  used  toward  defraying  W. 
W.  E'rwin's  expenses  in  defending  the 
Homestead  strikers.  The  Broommakers' 
union,  of  Denver,  recommended  that  a 
union  be  organized  here.  The  New  )  ork 
Cigarmakers'  union  asked  that  the  cigars 
manufactured  by  factorv  1063  of  the 
Twelfth  district  in  New  York,  be  boy- 
cotted. 

WAS  A>'  ACCIDENT. 

Harry  Voight,  of  La  Crosse.  Drowned 
at  Pike  Lake. 

Harry  Voight,  ii  years  old,  was 
drowned  at  Pike  Lake  Wednesday  after- 
nooh,  in  sight  of  his  mother  and  another 
lady.  The  boy  was  playing  on  the  edge 
of  the  little  dock  near  the  station  and 
fell  off  in  twelve  feet  of  water.  His 
mother  and  the  other  lady  saw  the  acci- 
dent and  reached  the  dock  just  m  time 
to  see  the  boy's  hands  disappear  beneath 
the  waters.  Help  was  soon  at  hand,  but 
thinking  the  boy  had  come  to  the  sur- 
face beneath  th'e  dock  planking,  willing 
hands  soon  ripped  the  boards  up,  but  no 
boy  was  to  be  seen.  A  large  fish  hook 
was  then  attached  to  a  pole  and  after  a 
-few  minutes  the  body  was  brought  to  the 
surface,  but  all  efforts  at  restoring  life 
failed. 

The  body  was  taken  to  La  Crosse, 
where  his  parents,  who  are  quite  promi- 
nent people,  reside.

threw  himself  upon  the  hammock.  It 
was  not  a  great  while  before  he  was 
wrapped  in  slumber.  All  through  the 
night  he  slept  well.  He  arose  at  6 
o'clock  this  morning  refreshed  by  his 
sleep.  He  exhibited  strong  nerve  from 
the  time  he  arose  and  at  8  o'clock  one  of 
the  prison  officials  told  the  United  Press 
reporter  that  he  did  not  believe  any  man 
was  ever  nervier  than  was  Morton  then.

Lehigh   Valley    Transportation    Com- 
pany Property  Being  Improved. 
Capt.  C.  S.  Barker's  dredge  and  sand 
pumps  are  busy  falling  the  Lehigh  \'alley 
Transportation  company's  dock  property 
on  the  west  side  of  Tower  slip  at  Su- 
perior.     This  property  is  300  feet  wide 
where  it  begins  at  First  street  and  600 
feet    wide    where    it    ends    next  to  the 
Yougioghenv's   property  and  is  700  feet 
in   length.    Capt.  Barker   says   that  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Transportation   company 
owns  the   property,  but  that  the  Lehigh 
Vallev  railroad,  now  owned  by  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading,  is  paying  for   the 
work.      Recently    the    Philadelphia    & 
Reading  joined  hands  with  James  J.  Hill 
in  a  fast  line  of  through  lake  steamers, 
and   it  is  thought  this  dock  will  be  im- 
proved for  the  use  of  the  new  line—for 
landing  passengers,  as  it  would  be  im- 
practicable to  land  and  take  on  passen- 
gers  and   personal   freight  at  the  flour 
shed  docks  where  the  Northern  Steam- 
ship company's  boats  now  tie  up. 

The  sisters  of  St.  Francis'  hospital  are 
negotiating  tor  a  site  upon  which  to 
erect  a  hospital  at  the  West  End  to  cost 
not  less  than  $50,000.  Final  arrange- 
ments will  be  completed  within  two 
weeks. 

The  suit  begun  against  the  Gamewell 
Police  and  Patrol  company  will  not 
affect  the  plant  being  placed  in  Superioi, 
according  to  a  letter  received  by  their 
agent,  who  is  now  in  that  city.

FULL  POWEKTO  BUILD. 


Harbormaster  Miller  Confident  the 
City  Can  Bridge  the  Canal. 

"I  want  to  go  on  record  as  asserting 
that  the  city  of  Duluth  has  full  pov  er  to 
build  a  bridge  across  the  ship  canal," 
said  Harbormaster  Miller  this  morning- 
"It  is  an  artificial  waterway  entirely 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of 
Minnesota,  which  has  granted  permis- 
sion to  build  the  bridge,  and  the  federal 
government  has  nothing  whatever  to  do 
with  it.  It  refused  to  accept  title  to  the 
canal  and  it  has  none  now.  ^  The  canal 
will  take  care  of  itself.  No  one  need 
worry  on  that  point.  It  was  dredged  to 
a  depth  of  fourteen  feet,  and  it  has 
dredged  itself  to  a  depth  of  twenty-two 
feet.  If  the  government  will  not  keep 
the  piers  in  repair,  the  city  can  do  it,  but 
it  will  be  strange  if  the  federal  authori- 
ties do  not  keep  their  own  property  in 
repair.  But  if  the  city  be  compelled  to 
keep  the  piers  in  repair  the  expense 
would  not  be  heavy,  while  it  would  be 
very  small  in  comparison  with  the  bene- 
fits derived  by  the  whole  city  from  the 
construction  of  the  bridge. 

"Duluth  must  not  be  the  second  city 
at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.  It  must 
be  the  first,  and  the  utilization  of  Minne- 
sota Point  for  railroad  and  dockage  pur- 
poses will  make  the  chief  city  here. 
Minnesota  Point  cannot  be  utilized  until 
the  canal  is  bridged.  The  talk  about  the 
building  of  the  bridge  in  op- 
position to  the  war  department's 
wishes  acting  as  an  obstacle  to 
securing  more  appropriations  for  the 
harbor  is  made  by  those  who  do  not 
know  what  they  are  talking  about.  Du- 
luth harbor  would  be  iii  the  same  posi- 
tion so  far  as  appropriations  are  con- 
cerned, even  if  the  canal  were  closed  up 
entirely."

Others  Besides  Alderman  Long  Did 
TalK  on  "Lecrality"  at  Detroit. 
Alderman  Long  made  the  statement  at 
last  Monday  evening's  council  meeting 
that  he  was  the  only  one  who  maintained 
at  the  Detroit  hearing  that  the  city  had 

the  legal  right  to  build  the  bridge,  and 
read  from  the  board  of  public  works'  re- 
port to  prove  his  statement.  The  same 
report  contains  these  words  from  Secre- 
tary Thompson  used  by  him  in  his  open- 
ing argument,  and  which  show  that  the 
"legal  right"  was  not  overlooked  by 
everyone  but  Alderman  Long: 

"I  desire,  gentlemen,  first  of  all  to  re- 
call to  your  minds  the  fact  that  the  city 
of  Duluth  was  first  platted  on  the  ground 
occupied  by  this  canal;  that  the  plat  has 
never  been  vacated  and  hence  the 
streets  and  lots  are  legally  in 
existence  as  they  were  twenty 
or  thirty  years  ago  and  for  nearly 
twenty  years  before  the  construction  of 
this  canal;  that  the  city  of  Duluth  owned 
the  real  estate  bordering  on  the  avenue, 
that  it  legally  owns  this  avenue  now  as 
it  did  before  the  canal  was  cut  and  thai 
under  an  act  of  our  legislature  we  have 
a  right  to  put  a  bridge  across  the  canal, 
although  the  right  is  limited  in  the  legis- 
lative act  so  that  we  have  no  right  to  put 
a  bridge  there  which  will  constitute  an 
obstruction  to  navigation,  or  which  will 
in  the  least  narrow  down  this  channel 
which  is  250  feet  in  width.  *  *  *  * 
We  believe  that  we  have  full  legal  right 
to  construct  this  bridge,  but  we  are  so 
anxious  that  it  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
not  to  hinder  navigation,  that  we  practi- 
cally have  waived  our  legal  right  and 
gone  to  the  government  and  asked  per- 
mission to  build  a  bridge.  *  *  *  i 
ask  you  once  more  to  remember 
that  we  own  the  property,  we  own 
the  street,  we  have  authority  from  Jthe 
legislature.  I  believe  we  have  un- 
doubted authority  to  build  this  bridge 
without  asking  permission  of  the  govern- 
ment, but  we  have  laid  that  aside  and 
come  before  you  believing  that  they  who 
ask  equity  mast  do  equity.  *  *  *  I 
believe,  I  say,  that  our  legal  right  to  con- 
struct this  bridge  is  absolutely  clear  and 
unquestionable." 

City  Attorney  Smith  also  brought  up 
the  same  question  of  ownership  of  the 
property  which  was  cut  out,  but  said 
that  the  question  of  legality  was  not 
what  was  to  be  considered. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  CRIME. 

The  Brutal  Murder  for  Which  Morton 
Paid  the  Penalty.  j 

Camden,  N.  J.,  Aug.  26.— The  crime 
for  which  James  R.  Morton  this  morning 
paid  thepenalty  was  one  of  the  most 
brutal  '  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  It  wav  the  result 
of  deliberate  planning  of  a  mind  crazed 
by  the  desire  for  money.  In  this  it  was 
not  dissimilar  to  the  crime  for  which  the 
deathly  penalty  was  last  paid  in  this 
county — the  murder  ot  Thomas  Arm- 
strong by  John  Hunter,  who  hanged  in 
1879- 

Morton  was,  until  a  few  months  before 
his  crime,  a  special  officer  in  the  lower 
section  of  the  city  and  was  looked  upon 
as  an  intelligent  colored  man.  He 
lived  at  1142  South  Sixth  street  with  two 
daughters,  his  wife  being  dead.  Some 
time  in  April,  Mrs.  Lydia  Ann  \Vyatt,  a 
73year-old  colored  woman,  who  was 
separated  from  her  husband,  went  to 
live  at  his  house.  She  owned  a  property 
which  she  sold  in  May  for  $800- 

In  her  visits  to  the  lawyers  in  arrang- 
ing the  sale  of  the  property  she  was  ac- 
companied by  Morton,  who  took  a  great 
interest  in  her  welfare.  So  great  was 
this  interest  impressed  upon  her  that  on 
May  6  she  made  a  will,  leaving  Morton 
one-half  of  her  estate  and  a  lawyer  the 
other  half,  the  two  heirs  to  act  as  her  ex- 
ecutors. Three  days  after  this,  Monday, 
May  29,  the  murder  occurred.  Between 
9  and  10  o'clock  that  day  Morton  met 
the  old  woman  as  she  came  down  stairs 
from  her  room.  Snatching  from  her 
hand  a  heavy  rosewood  cane  which  her 
age  compelled  her  to  use  in  walking,  he 
felled  her  to  the  floor. 

In  his  confession  made  just  after  his 
arrest  he  declared  that  the  old  woman 
and  he  had  had  a  quarrel,  and  that  it  was 
in  a  moment  of  passion  that  he  struck 
her.  At  the  post  mortem  examination 
her  skull  was  found  to  have  been  frac- 
tured and  no  less  than  a  dozen  wounds 
were  found  on  her  body,  most  of  them 
on  the  head.  As  soon  as  the  old  woman 
was  dead  he  took  $325  from  a  bag  she 
carried  and  left  the  house. 

He  offered  a  colored  undertaker  $75 
if  he  would  bury  her  at  once.  This 
aroused  suspicion  and  he  was  placed 
under  arrest.  It  then  developed  that 
Morton  on  April  25  attempted  to  get  a 
Philadelphia  medical  student  to  pur- 
chase a  live  woman  subject,  73  years  old. 
Morton's  trial  took  place  June  2.  He 
pleaded  not  guilty,  but  just  as  the  first 
juror  entered  the  box  he  withdrew  this 
and  pleaded  guilty.  After  two  days'  ad- 
vising, the  court  unanimously  found  him 
guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  He 
was  sentenced  to  be  hanged  July  29,  but 
through  the  intervention  of  Father 
Kelley  he  was  granted  a  reprieve  until 
today.

Gen.  Bidwell  says  that  the  danger  of 
monopolistic  tendencies  menacing  the 
government  is  not  so  great  as  that  of  the 
destructive  results  sure  to  come  from 
tie  liquor  traffic.  It  is  the  constant  men- 
ace of  labor,  which  creates  the  wealth  of 
the  nation,  and  the  traffic  is  now  sapping 
and  impoverishing  the  very  founddation 
of  the  national  fabric.  Passing  to  the 
question  of  woman's  suffrage  he  urges 
immediate  emancipation  of  women.  On 
the  question  of  finance  he  says  the  posi- 
tion of  the  party  that  the  money  should 
be  gold,  silver  and  paper,  issued  only  by 
the  government,  is  fair  and  broad. 

On  the  question  of  labor  he  says:  "In 
order  to  relieve  the  labor  of  the  country 
of  its  abnormal  and  often  congested  con- 
dition there  should  be  the  earliest  possi- 
ble revision  and  restriction  of  the  immi- 
gration and  naturalization  laws  of  the 
United  States.  The  discord  between 
capital  and  labor  cannot  safely  be  al- 
lowed to  continue.  No  matter  what  the 
cause,  it  is  imperative  to  remove  it.  If 
it  is  necessary  to  have  organizations  as  a 
defense  against  capital  or  competing  la- 
bor, such  organizations  should  be  au- 
thorized and  regulated  by  law." 

On  the  tariff  he  savs:  "Vv'e  must  con- 
cede that  all  nations  have  the  right  to 
levy  tariffs.  As  Americans  we  are  in  fa- 
vor of  protection.  The  tariff  proposed 
by  the  demands  and  that  of  the  Repub- 
lican partv  differ  only  in  degree;  both 
are  sufficiently  high'  to  be  termed  pro- 
tection." 

Governor  Eagle  Dying. 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Aug.  26.— A  tele- 
gram received  from  Mrs.  Eagle  states 
that  her  husband.  Governor  James  P. 
Eagle,  is  lying  at  death's  door  at  Rich- 
mond, Ky.  It  is  believed  he  cannot  re- 
cover. Governor  Eagle  has  been  ill  for 
several  weeks  and  lately  went  to  Rich- 
mond, hoping  that  a  change  of  climate 
would  benefit  him.

Gainesville,  Tex.  Aug.  26. — Three 
powder  magazines  belonging  one  each 
to  the  Dupont,  Rand  &  Nally  and  Haz- 
ard Powder  companies,  blew  up  here 
yesterday  afternoon.  There  were  about 
600  kegs  of  powder  in  the  magazines. 
Lightning  had  been  darting  through  the 
skies  all  forenoon,  and  at  i  o'clock  a 
bolt  struck  one  magazine  which  explod- 
ed at  once,  wiping  the  two  others  from 
the  face  of  the  earth.  The  concussion 
was  terrific,  the  earth  trembled,  and  men, 
women  and  children  rushed  to  the  street. 

The  shock  broke  thousands  of  win- 
dows and  in  some  instances  ruined 
houses  a  mile  distant.  The  explosion 
was  heard  at  Whilesboro,  fifteen  miles 
distant.  Cattle  grazing  near  the  maga- 
zines were  killed  and  terribly  mangled. 

Ever>'  house  within  a  mile  of  the 
magazines  was  badly  damaged  and  in 
many  of  them  the  inmates  were  thrown 
on  the  floor  and  seriously  injured.  Half 
a  dozen  persons  received  dangerous 
wounds  from  broken  glass  and  falling 
timbers.  The  total  lass  will  amount  to 
about  §1^,000.

The  interior  saggesta  an  aristocratic  club 
rather  than  the  conventional  working  place 
foe  thoee  who  manage  a  imtinnai  cam- 
paign. The  lloacs  hare  been  hamlwiitly 
carpeted  and  berugged;  the  upholstery  is 
lazBDoaa,  though  not  gocgeoos.  and  the 
ofuaaittee  has  acted  on  the  idea  that  there 
is  no  good  reason  why  its  hard  work  should 
Xkot  be  to^end  with  some  of  the  comforts 
^life. 

Mr.  Harrity,  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, has  been  allotted  a  room  upon  the 
se«?ond  story,  and  here,  ever  since  the  eom- 
mirtee  took  i>osses>&ion  of  the  house,  he  has 
spent  such  time  as  was  possible.  Hi?  busi- 
BBH  IB  IVMBeyWania  has  called  him  fre- 
qnently  to  Hairisburg  and  Philadelphia, 
and  his  family  is  at  Long  Branch,  which 
is  enly  two  hours  distant  from  the  head- 
quarters, and  there  Mr.  Harrity  hau^  spent 
sosae  time. 

"When  in  the  city  he  usually  gets  to  head- 
quarters by  10  o'clock  in  the  moming,  and 
aitiiough  that  is  an  early  hour  for  politi- 
rlann  Mr.  Harrity  does  not  have  to  wait 
loDg  before  callers  come.  William  C. 
Whitney  is  usually  one  of  the  first  to  reach 
headquarters.  He  comes  sto>lling  in,  easy, 
coorteous.  with  no  ^t:_  n  in  his  man- 

ner Toat  he  is  realh  ...._;  upon  to  carry 
the  brunt  of  the  campaign  so  far  as  New 
York  state  is  concerned.  He  comes  seem- 
icgiy  more  as  a  chance  caller.  There  is  no 
III  I  I  I.WIHIMIW,  no  hurry,  no  bustle  in  his  step 
-or  speech,  and  the  atmosphere  which  Mr. 
"Whitney  bring*  with  him  is  a  rather  un- 
osoal  one  to  perceive  in  a  great  campaign 
headquarters.  He  has  tiiken  a  great  fancy 
to  Mr.  Harrity.  and  in  some  i:espects  these 
two  men  greatly  rescmUe  each  other. 
Each  of  them  has  that  polish  which  only 
comes  from  long  familiarity  with  club  life 
in  the  larger  cities  and  with  associaticm 
with  men  of  affairs.  Hani^  is  quite  as 
affable,  soft  spoken,  undemonstrative  and 
charming  in  his  personal  intercourse  as 
Mr.  Whitney  is. 

These  two  men  are  in  close  consultati«i 
every  day  and  sometimes  all  day.  Whit- 
ney's acquaintance  with  New  York  p«oliti- 
cians  and  his  knowledge  of  the  mysteries 
of  New  York  politics  are  probably  greater 
than  those  posaeased  by  any  other  man  in 
his  paitT,  exeepCing  possibly  ex-Mayor 
Grace.  As  he  believes  that  the  crucial 
point  of  the  canvass  is  in  New  York  city 
and  Kooklyn,  it  is  quite  natural  that 
Chairman  Harrity  should  give  him  prac- 
tieally  such  power  in  treating  die  emer- 
gencies of  the  .situation,  so  faraslSew  York 
city  is  concerned,  as  heretofore  the  chair- 
man of  the  national  commit^tee  has  kmpt  to 
himself. 

It  Is  no  small  sacrifice  either  for  Mr. 
Whisaey  or  for  Mr.  Harrity  to  sgtaad 
heated  days  in  that  brownstone 
on  Fifth  avenue.  Mr.  Harrity  expected  a 
Tacatian  time;  Mr.  Whitney  has  alwus 
takoa  ooe,  ■imallii  .  August  and  Septem- 
ber in  Newport  and  the  season  of  tinted 
foliage  in  Lenox.  This  he  will  foRSO  this 
season.  His  play  spells  will  be  eonftsed  to 
a  brief  trip  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  to  his 
place  in  Newport  «*""»^  the  hot  weather 
ahd  to  Lenox  when  the  fall  comes. 

Ex-Secretary  Dickinson,  who  is  to  be  the 
execntiTe  manager  of  the  campaign,  a  son 
of  chief  of  staff,  has  been  assignfed  -werj 
comfortable  quarters,  and  within  two  days 
after  his  election  as  chairman  of  the  cam- 
paign committee  revealed  thi^  energy  and 
astuteness  which  have  brought  him  into 
■o  great  poii&ical  prominence.  He  met  all 
Us  associates  on  the  eoosmittee  immedi- 
ately, for  aevezal  nitchts  holding  confer- 
ences  in  his  room  which  were  extended 


like  any  other  person  who  has 
sumed  the  responsibilities  which  he  has 
tmdertaken  in  a  national  campaign,  at 
least  in  New  York  city.  His  manner  is  as 
demonstrative,  excitable  and  nervous  as 
Mr.  Whitney's  is  quiet, *uave  and  self  con- 
tained. Colonel  Smalley,  one  of  his  asso- 
ciate*, said  of  him  that  if  Dickinson  were 
a  cavalry  commander  he  would  be  as 
demonstrative  and  exuberant  as  Kilpat- 
rick  or  Sheridan  was.  He  suggests  to  the 
New  York  politicians  nervous  energy  in  a 
greater  degree  than  any  man  with  whom 
Aey  are  acquaintc<L  His  industry  is  mar- 
velous, yet  it  seems  not  to  weary  him,  and 
he  can  easily  tire  out  any  one  of  those  who 
are  associated  with  him  on  the  campaign 
committee.  He  does  things  intuitively, 
impulsively,  whereas  Whitney  and  Har- 
rity are  cautious  and  give  much  thought 
to  any  matter  presented  to  them  before 
they  reach  a  final  decision. 

The  committee  is  vi.*ited  daily  by  Mr. 
Robert  P.  Roosevelt,  who  has  been  elected 
treasurer,  and  occasionaiiy  by  the  noted 
Senator  Gorman,  of  Maryland.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt is  one  of  the  old  Knickerbocker  aris- 
tocracy of  New  York.  He  does  not  belong 
to  the  famed  Four  Hundred  because  he  is 
a  mt-mber  of  a  more  select  circle,  into 
which  but  few  of  the  Four  Hundred  are 
ever  able  to  penetrate.  His  acquaintance 
with  New  York  merchants  and  the  reputa- 
tion for  business  ability  and  integrity  of 
character  which  he  has  among  them  are 
as  great  as  those  possessed  by  Cornelius  N. 
Bliss,  who  is  the  treasurer  of  the  Repub- 
lican naticaial  committee. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  is  as  persuasive  in  Induc- 
ing Democratic  merchants  to  subscribe  to 
a  campaign  fund  as  Mr.  Bliss  is  with  Re- 
publican merchants.  He  is  an  uncle  of 
Theodore  R'x»sevelt,  perhaps  the  most 
prominent  and  premising  Republican  of 
his  years  in  New  York.  Young  RoCftevelt 
is  now  one  of  the  federal  civil  service  com- 
missioners. He  was  a  candidate  for  mayor 
of  New  York  before  he  was  thirty  years  of 
age.  and  is  as  ardent  a  Republican  as  his 
uncle  i>  a  Democrat.  It  is  quite  poffiible 
that  Treasurer  Roosevelt  will  be  the  Dem- 
ocratic candidate  for  mayor  of  New  York 
this  fall. 

To  him  is  committed  the  financial  re- 
spc«isibility  of  the  campaign.  He  is  ex- 
pected not  only  to  raise  the  funds  that  are 
needed,  but  to  see  that  the  accounts  are 
thor<:>ughly  kept  and  that  there  is  no  waste 
or  extravagance.  In  the  consultations  in 
which  he  shares  Mr.  Roosevelt  has  not 
much  to  say  about  the  conduct  of  the  cam- 
pjaign,  for  he  is  not  a  practical  politician. 
But  as  to  ways  and  mean.-*  his  judgment 
is  regarded  as  almost  infallil>le,  and  upon 
it  the  committee  will  in  the  main  rely  dur- 
ing the  canvase.

The  board  of  park  commissioners  of  the  city  of 
Duluth  do  ordain,  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  personiCshall  cut,  break 
or  in  any  way  injure  or  deface  any  of  the  hoild- 
ings.  fences  or  other  structure  or  construction 
or  improvement.  ujHjn  or  within  any  or  either  of 
the  parks  or  parkways,  under  the  control  or 
management  of  tiie  board  of  park  commission- 
ers of  the  city  of  Duluth,  or  any  «f  the  roadf  or 
roadways  constructed  upon  or  across  eaoh 
parks. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  anr 
animal  to  any  fence,  building,  railing,  tree, 
shrub  or  plant  in  or  upon  any  park  or  parkway. 

Sec.  3.  No  >^)er6on  shall  post,  paste,  paint 
or  affix  any  placard,  bill,  notice  or  sign  upon 
any  structure  or  thing  within  any  park,  or  npoa 
any  of  the  fences  or  enclosures  thereof;  nor  up- 
on any  part  of  a  parkway  under  the  control  of 
said  board. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shaXl  distribnte  any  fir- 
culars,  cards  or  other  printed  or  written  matter 
in  any  park  or  on  any  parkway. 

Sec.  5.  No  cart,  dray,  wagon,  trtck  or 
other  vehicle  carrying  goods,  merchandise, 
building  material,  maunre,  dirt,  rubbish  or  ref- 
use, or  used  |or  carrying  gtx>ds,  merchandise, 
building  mat^ial,  n-anure.  soil  or  other  article, 
shall  b'*  Jillowed  to  pass  along  for  any  distance 
or  pass  over  or  enter  upon  any  of  the  drives  or 
carriage  roads  of  any  park,  or  upon  any  part  of 
any  parkway  except  at  tlie  point  of  crossing  or 
intersection  witii  a  i)nblic  highway  or  thort.)a^- 
fare. 

Sec.  6.  No  cattle,  horses,  mntes.  swine,  sheep, 
goats  or  fowls  shall  be  turned  into  or  allowed 
to  run  at  large  in  or  upon  any  park  or  parkway ; 
and  the  tying  and  securing  by  ineans  of  a  rope 
or  otherwise,  ot  any  such  animal  for  granng 
purposes,  or  snfiFering  any  such  animal  to  graze, 
whether  attendotl  by  drivers  or  watchers,  or 
not,  sbaU  also  be  deemed  running  at  larire.  with- 
in the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  throw  or  cast  any 
stone  or  any  other  missile  within  any  park,  or 
parkway, 

8ec.  8.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  fish  in,  or 
send,  drive  or  ride  any  animal  into  the  waters  of 
any  park :  nor  siiall  any  i>er8on  disturb  any  fish, 
fowl  or  animal  kept  therein,  or  throw  or  place 
any  article  or  thing  into  the  wat<«rs  or  npou  tho 
grounds  thereof. 

See.  9.  No  person  shall  bathe  oe  swim  in  the 
waters  adjoining  any  parkway  and  under  tho 
control  of  the  board,  except  as  expressly  author- 
ized by  the  board;  nor  shall  any  person  fi«h 
therein  except  as  so  antliorized. 

Sec.  1(1.  No  threat<>ning,  profane,  abusive,  in- 
sulting or  indecent  lan^i  age,  conduct  or  bo- 
liavior.  nor  any  act  tendi-ig  to  a  breacfi  of  the 
public  pi-ace  shall  be  allowed  in  or  uix»n  any 
park  or  parkway;  nor  shall  anyone  play  at 
at  games  of  chance,  drink  int^^xicating  liciuor, 
or  he  dnuik,  or  do  any  indecent  ur  improper  act 
therein. 

Sec.  11.  Any  drunken  or  disorderly  oerson.  and 
any  person  doing  any  act  injurious  to  the  park 
or  parkway  in  which  he  then  is,  or  who  is  in  the 
act  of  violating  any  rule,  regulation  or  ordi- 
nance of  the  board  of  park  commissioners,  may 
be  ri>inoved  from  such  park  or  parkway  by  the 
guard  or  keeper  thereof,  or  by  tlie  superinten- 
dent of  parks  or  any  employe  of  the  board,  or 
by  the  park  or  city  police. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  tlus  ordinance,  shall  be  pan* 
ished  by  a  Hue  of  not  less  tfian  live  doUars 
(ia.OO)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
or  in  default  of  payment  thereof  shall  be  lni» 
prisoned  for  a  torm  of  not  less  that  fi^e  (5) 
days  nor  more  than  three  (8)  months. 

Sec.  13.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pjissage,  and  pub- 
lication.

Lake  freig-hts  are  showing  the  effects 
of  a  reduction  in  the  iron  ore  movement, 
which  had  been  so  verv-  heavy  pre\-ious 
to  Aug.  I.  The  demand  for  grain  ton- 
nage in  Chicago  has  been  about  equal  to 
that  of  July,  and  at  Duluth  during  the 
past  week  3  cents  has  been  paid  on  sev- 
eral cargoes  to  Buffalo,  but  the  iron  ship- 
pers are  in  a  position  to  refuse  "wild'' 
tonnage,  excepting  at  reduced  rates,  and 
they  have  taken  advantage  erf  the  situa- 
tion to  put  rates  down. 

Docks  at  Lake  Erie  ports,  says  the 
Marine  Re\"iew,  are  more  crowded  than 
they  have  been  in  any  previous  year  ex- 
cepting 1890,  and  although  vessels  are 
not  delayed  on  this  account,  it  is  an  ob- 
stacle to  the  movement  oi  unsold  ore, 
even  at  reduced  rates.  The  suspension 
of  coal  shipments  on  account  of  the  Buf- 
falo stnke  and  crowded  docks  on  Lake 
Superior  is  also  having  a  serious  fffect 
on  the  market.  It  is  not  probable  that

Iron  ore  freights  are  $1  from  the  head 
of  Lake  Superior  and  70  cents  from  Es- 
canaba  wi^  Marquette  nominal  at  95 
cents.  -Although  it  is  true  that  most  of 
the  Bessemer  mines  have  sold  about  as 
much  ore  as  they  can  produce,  and  that 
the  amount  of  unsold  ore  of  any  kind 
\  brought  down  so  far  is  not  Tery  Large,  it 
K  also  true  that  the  ore  not  covered  by 
season  contracts  with  vessels  has  been 
crowded  into  shipments  during  the  first 
half  of  the  seasQp.  The  mines  have  re- 
duced stock  piles  to  ven.-  small  propor- 
tions, and  freights  ^rc-accordingly  large- 
ly dependent  on  the  gram  movement. 
Duluth  brokers  are  of  the  opinion  that 
there  will  be  little  doing  in  Northwest- 
em  wheat  before  Sept.  30.

Today.

(be  Campaigrn. 


BiOOMiNGTON,    111.,    Aug.    27.— This, 
tie  ^ome  of  Adlai  E.  Stevenson,   Demo- 
ciatic  candidate  for  vice-president,    was 
Xbjt  scene  of  a  great  political    gathering 
today.    It  was  the  opening    of  the  cam- 
paign by  Mr.  Stevenson    and  was  atten- 
dti!i  by  people  from  all   portions  of  this 
settibn  of  the  state.    The  mass  meeting 
■wiaz  great  success  in  point  of  numbers, 
Mr.  Stevenson    delivered    an    able 
:h  from   a  Democratic    standpoint, 
/kites  alluding  to  the  responsibility  rest- 
■ig,  apon  the  people    in    this    campaign 
and  the  importance  of  an  intelligent  and 
ccnseientious  exercise  of    the    privilege 
ti  designating  those  who    are  to  be    en- 
Irusted  with  high  office,    Mr.  Stevenson 
comi>ared    the    administration    of    Mr. 
Cleveland  with    the    present  one.      He 
ass€3ted  that  the  Republican  administra- 
1i4)ft  iias  been  extravagant  and  that  "the 
reckless  expenditure    of    money  appro- 
prtatx)ns,  which  no  public  necessity    de- 
cDaa<ied,  merits  the  condemnation  of  the 
people." 

Tq«  tariff,  he  declared,  is  the  all  im- 
portaat  issue  of  the  campaign,  and  upon 
this  question  he  said:  "The  position  of 
the  two  leading  political  parties  upon 
that  .question  cannot  be  misunderstood. 
The  Republican  party,  as  illustrated  by 
its  recent  enactment  of  the  McKinl.y 
law,,  stands  for  a  high  protective— in 
othes  words,  a  prohibitory  tariff.  The 
Democratic  party,  as  emphasized  by  its 
irtterances  and  its  acts,  is  the  advocate 
of  tariff  reform.  The  issue  is  squarely 
presented.  Upon  one  side  are  the  advo- 
cates ol  a  high  protective  or  prohibitory 
policy — a  policy  that  enriches  a  few  at 
the  expense  of  the  many.  On  the  other 
the  advocates  of  such  reduction  ot  tariff 
duties  as  will  give  to  our  manufacturers 
the  benefit  of  cheap  raw  material,  and 
lessen  to  the  consumer  the  cost  of  the 
necessaries  of  life. 

"The  decade  and  a  half  extending 
from  the  passage  of  the  low  tariff  law  of 
1846  to  the  beginning  of  our  civil  war, 
has  been  truly  called  the  golden  period 
of  our  history.  The  cost  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life  had  reached  the  minimum, 
and  at  no  time  in  our  history  was  it  eas- 
ier tor  the  wage  earner  to  support  his 
family.  The  farmer,  the  mechanic,  the 
day  laborer  alike  realized  the  benefit  of 
low  taxation.  A  benefit  whv?  Simply 
for  the  reason  that  it  lessened  the  cost  of 
food,  of  clothing,  of    every    article    that 


conduced  to  his  comfort.  Our  manufac- 
tories did  not  languish.  The  fires  did 
not  go  out  in  our  furnaces.  The  wheels 
and  spindles  were  not  idle  in  our  great 
hives  of  industry.  The  demand  for 
labor  was  not  lessened,  nor  was  its  value 
depreciated. 

"The  average  tariff  tax  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  civil  war  in  1861  was  but  nine- 
teen per  cent.  To  purchase  munitions 
of  war,  to  arm  and  equip  soldiers  and 
meet  all  of  the  expenses  incident  to  the 
great  struggle,  required  large  sums  of 
money.  Tariff  taxes  were  largely  in- 
creased. The  Morrill  tariff  bill  was 
passed.  Our  government  was  in  the 
throes  of  war,  struggling  for  its  exist- 
ence, and  but  little  heed  was  given  by 
the  people  to  the  fact  that  duties  under 
the  new  tariff  taw  were  not  only  highly 
protective  to  manufacturers  but  burden- 
some to  the  people.  But  this  was  not 
all.  By  subsequent  increase  by  success- 
ive Republican  congress  the  average 
rate  of  duties  reached  forty-seven  per 
cent.  This  was  the  average  rate  of 
tariff  taxes  when  the  McKinley  bill  be- 
came the  law." 

Mr.  Stevenson  then  referred  to  the  in- 
ternal revenue  system  of  taxation  which 
was  also  devised,  under  which  in  a  sin- 
gle year  $127,000,000  were  collected 
from  manufacturers  alone.  This  was 
the  very  essence  ot  justice,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  manufacturers  had  in  many 
instances  grown  enormously  rich,  be- 
cause of  the  high  tariff  which  protected 
them  against  competition.  In  a  single 
year  the  aggregate  of  internal  revenue 
taxes  paid  into  the  treasury  exceeded 
$300,000,000.  Mr.  Stevenson  continued: 
"With  the  war  closed,  a  Republican 
congress  relieved  the  manufacturers 
from   this  taxation,  and   added  to  their 

Erofits  and  to  the  burdens  of  the  people 
y  increased  duties.  I  grant  the  neces- 
sity of  repealing  these  internal  war  taxes 
when  the  exigencies  of  war  no  longer 
demanded  their  continuance.  But  why 
did  not  the  Republican  congress  repeal 
the  war  taxes — tariff  taxes — which  bore 
so  heavily  upon  the  farmer,  upon  the 
mechanic,  upon  the  laborer,  upon  the 
great  mass  ot  our  people?  Why  was 
not  the  war  tax  reduced  upon  the  neces- 
saries of  life?  Why  wholly  remove  the 
tax  upon  corporations  and  allow  it  to  re- 
main upon  the  tools  of  the  mechanic,  the 
implements  of  the  farmer,  upon  the  food 
and  clothing  of  the  poor.  Why  remove 
from  the  manufacturer  the  tax  of  less 
than  5  per  cent  and  leave  him  the  power 
to  tax  the  consumer  47,  60,  80  per  cent 
upon  hats,  upon  shoes,  upon  blankets, 
upon  clothing?" 

But,  pointed  out  Mr.  Stevenson,  this  is 
not  all.  The  protected  classes  demand- 
ed yet  higher  duties,  and  then  came  the 
Morrill  tariff  and  finally  the  passage  of 
the  McKinley  law,  which  by  its  prohibi- 
tory features  gave  its  beneficiaries  a 
partial  monopoly,  and  enabled  them  in 
fact  to  levy  an  additional  tax  upon  the 
consumer,  to  the  extent  that  the  duty 
had  been  increased.  Was  this  legisla- 
tion demanded  by  the  people?  Was  it 
in  their  interest?  Was  it  not  class  legis- 
lation of  the  most  odioui  character- 
such  legislation  as  enriches  the  few  at 
the  expense  of  the  many?  It  is  worse 
than  idle  to  speak  of  its  benefits  to  the 
American  farmer,Jwhile  to  the  mechanic 
and  laborer  protection  has  proved  a  de- 
lusion and  a  snare.  Recent  events  con- 
nected with  the  most  highly  protected 
establishments  of  this  country  sadly  at- 


test the  fact  that  a  high  protective  tariff 
affords  no  protectioo  to  those  who  earn 
their  bread  by  daily  toil.  It  was  never 
intended  to  benefit  th«m.  Long  enough 
has  the  wage  earner  been  deluded  by 
the  cry  that  high  tariff  means  high 
wages.  Tariffs  have  no  effects  upon 
wages,  except  to  diminish  their  purchas- 
ing power.  The  higher  the  tariff  the 
less  the  purchasing  power  of  the  wages. 
Wages  are  governed  by  the  great  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  If  the  claim  of  the 
protectionist  is  well  founded,  why  have 
not  wages  increased,,  as  tariffs  have  in- 
creased? Why  constant  reduction  oi 
wages  in  the  most  highly  protected  es- 
tablishments in  the  land? 

Heretofore,  the  persistent  claim  of  the 
protectionist  has  been  that  tariff  taxes 
are    not  paid  by    the   consumer.    This 
claim  is  now  abandoned.    The  advocates 
of  the  McKinley    law    concede  the    tax 
upon  sugar  to  have    been    paid    by  the 
consumer.     Else,    why    take    so   much 
credit  to  themselves  for  removing  it?    Is 
there  not  danger  that  the  consumer  may 
inqiiire,  "if  removing  the  tariff  tax  upon 
sugar  lessens  its  cost,  why  would  not  the 
same  blessed  result    follow  a  reduction 
of  tariff  taxes  upon  all  of  the  other  nec- 
essaries of    life?"    Our    present    tariff 
laws  need  careful    revision.    Their  glar- 
ing inconsistencies  should  be    corrected. 
It  is  to  the  interest  of  manufacturer  and 
consumer  alike  that  in  the  main  raw  ma- 
terial be  admitted  free  of    duty.    Work- 
ing   the    raw    material  into  the  finished 
product  would  give  employment  to  our 
skilled  workmen.    The  reduction  of  tar- 
iff taxes  to  the  minimum  upon  the  neces- 
saries of  life  is  important    to  all  of  our 
people;  it  would  prove    of  inestimable 
value    to    the    millions  who  earn   their 
bread  by  daily  toil.    The    Democratic 
party  wages  no  warfare  on  any  business 
interest.     It  favors  no  legislation  hostile 
to  the  true  interests  of  any  business  en- 
terprise.   We  believe  that    the  burdens 
of  taxation  should  be  equally  disttibuted. 
We  oppose  all  legislation  that  enriches 
the  few  by  taxing  the    many.    The  con- 
test upon  which  we  have  now  entered  is 
of  deep   significance  to  the    American 
people.    Shall  high  tariff,  continually  in- 
creasing^  with  the  demands  of  the  pro- 
tected classes,  be  the  settled  policy  of 
our  government,  or  shall  there  be   relief 
to  the  people  from  the  burdens  of  unjust 
taxation? 

In  concluding,  Mr.  Stevenson  briefly 
alluded  to  the  force  bill  and  urged  the 
repeal  of  the  obnoxious  provisions  of  the 
compulsory  school  law  of  Illinois.

The  spacious  parlors  of  the  Smith  res- 
idence were  completely  given  over  to 
the  young  people  and  the  stage  settings, 
which  were  heightened  by  a  number  of 
loaned  accessories  from  the  Lyceum  and 
Temple  stages,  were  very  nne.

The  approach 
of  Ponce  de  Leon  is  heralded,  by  a  very 
pretty  adaptation  from  the  Bogie  Man, 
sung  by  the  fairies,  the  refrain  being, 
"Hush,  hush,  hush,  here  comes  the 
Spanish  man,"  and  the  fairies  vanish. 
Queen  .\lti  points  out  the  fountain  of 
sleep  to  Ponce  de  Leon  and  he  dnnks  of 
it  only  to  fall  into  a  deep  sleep,  in  which 
state  he  is  discovered  by  the  great  and 
good  fairy.  Queen  Amee,  who  wakens 
him  and  learns  of  the  deception  which 
has  been  practiced.  Summoning  the 
mischief  loving  Queen  Alti  to  her  pres- 
ence she  commands  her  to  show  the 
mortal  the  location  of  the  real  fountain 
of  youth.

jjcntr  and  the  health  authoriiits  of  the 
dr&rsnt  states  should  adopt  all  the 
^aeasures  at  their  command  to  guard 
against  its  arrival.  Steps  have  already 
lieea  taken  at  all  the  ports  on  the  At- 
luktic  coast  to  examine  all  arriving  ves- 
3cli».but  the  danger  does  not  exist  solely 
at  tlic  Atlantic  ports.  The  disease  may 
seacii  us  by  way  of  Canada,  where  the 
ijapectum  may  not  be  so  rigid.  There 
05  a  •«!?  tide  of  immigration  this  year, 
aad  a'  considerable  portion  of  it  is  com- 
Sig  to  the  West  through  Canada  to  the 
Soo-,.  tof  Port  Huron  and  to  Detroit, 
^arantine  stations  should  be  promptly 
tstablished  at  each  of  those  points. 
Every  avenue  by  which  the  dread  dis- 
cas«  might  sneak  into  this  country  should 
be  guarded. 

The  precautionary  measures  should 
not  be  limited  to  the  inspection  on  the 
coast  and  along  the  international  boun- 
dary. Despite  all  the  vigilance  thus 
exercised  it  is  possible  that  the  disease 
may  be  brought  into  our  midst,  and  it 
therefore  beiiooves  everv  state  board  of 
kcalth  and  the  health  authorities  in  every 
rity  in  the  land  to  be  on  the  alert.    The

health  laws  should  be  rigidly  enforced. 
The  cities  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed. 
All  nuisances  and  dirt  in  the  streets,  in 
the  alleys  and  in  the  backyards  should 
be  removed  at  once.  The  Duluth 
board  of  health  has  an  important  duty 
to  perform  in  attending  to  these  pre- 
cautionary and  preventive  measures. 
Good  sanitation  will  make  the  cholera 
comparatively  harmless.  The  advice 
has  also  been  given  by  several  journals 
that  families  Should  enforce  these  pre- 
cautions: Good  sanitary  conditions,  pure 
water,  avoidance  of  alcoholic  and  malt 
drinks,  avoidance  of  wilted  and  decayed 
fruits  and  vegetables,  avoidance  of  much 
meat,  and  care  to  secure  abnndant  sleep 
and  freedom  from  mental  or  physical  de- 
pression. With  these  precautions  we 
can  almost  bid    defiance    to  the  terrible 

scourge.

IT  NEEDS  REVISION. 

The  Winona  Republican  claims  that 
it  "has  a  much  larger  circulation  than 
any  other  paper  published  in  Minnesota 
outside  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apojis."  This  notice  has  been  standing 
at  the  head  of  the  Republican's  editorial 
columns  for  several  years,  and  probably 
it  was  correct  when  it  was  originally 
placed  there. 

But  times  have  changed.  Duluth  and 
Its  suburbs  have  been  growing  rapidly 
in  the  past  few  years,  and  The  Herald 
has  been  growing  as  fast  in  circulation, 
with  the  result  that  the  Republican's 
statement  now  needs  revision.  The  Du- 
luth Evening  Herald  has  a  bona  fide 
daily  circulation  of  6ooo  copies.  It  is 
prepared  to  substantiate  this  assertion 
by  convincing  proofs. 

The  Herald  is  satisfied  that  the  Re- 
publican has  not  a  circulation  of  that 
size,  and  it  trusts  therefore  that  it  will 
amend  its  claim  so  as  to  read  "outside 
the  cities  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Duluth." 


WEST    DULUTH. 
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The  Verndale  Journal  says  that  the 
People's  Press  is  "the  advocate  of  the 
People's  party  in  Duluth,"  and  has  come 
out  for  Judge  Searle.  This  is  an  error. 
The  People's  Press  is  a  little  weekly 
paper  published  here,  which  does  not 
represent  the  People's  party  in  any 
manner  whatever.

Just  stop  that  McKinley  bill  for  a  little 
while,  say  a  day  and  a  half,  and  I'll  run 
enough  of  both  commodities  over  the 
line  into  the  United  States  so  that  I  can 
crowd  Duluth  prices  down.and  get  a  hand- 
some rake-off  besides!" 
*        *        * 

I  didn't  know  what  these  articles  were 
selling  for  in  Duluth,  but  on  inquiry  I 
found  that  the  best  grades  of  oats  were 
bringing  34  and  36  cents  a  bushel,  while 
potatoes  sold  readily  at  40  cents.  This 
fact  called  to  mind  an  incident  in  the 
early  70's  which  happened  at  Moorhead, 
and  which  serves  to  illustrate  how 
"times  has  changed." 


Somewhere  about  1873  or  1874  there 
was  an  enormous  crop  of  potatoes  raised 
in  the  Red  River  valley  in  the  vicinity 
of  Moorhead  and  Fargo,  and  there  was 
absolutely  no  market  for  them.  A  young 
man  named  Rogers,  educated  and  refined 
but  a  typical  Easterner  and  full  of 
Yankee  pluck,  heard  that  there  was  a 
scarcity  of  potatoes  at  Fort  Garry  or 
Winnipeg.  Rogers  hadn't  a  cent,  but 
here  was  an  opportunity,  so  he  "struck" 
a  couple  of  railroad  men  for  a  cash  loan 
and  he  "stood  off"  a  lumber  yard  for 
enough  lumber  to  build  three  flat  boats. 
In  about  a  week  R,ogers  had  his  boats 
ready,  and  he  bought  up  all  the  potatoes 
he  could  get  at  prices  ranging  from  8  to 
10  cents  a  bushel,  paying  cash  for 
some  and  getting  the  others  "on  tick." 
A  crowd  of  the  early  Moorhead  set- 
tlers gathered  on  the  bank  as  Rogers, 
looking  like  a  tramp  in  attire,  with  the 
aid  of  his  three  hired  men  pushed 
his  flat  boat  flotilla  away  from  the  bank 
and  starting  northward  was  soon  lost  to 
view  around  the  bend  in  the  river. 

♦        *        * 
Everybody  confidently   expected  that 
Rogers,  his    crew,    flat  boats  and  cargo 
would  go  to  everlasting  "kingdom  come" 
on  the  Goose   rapids,    and   nothing  was 
heard  of  the  venture   until  some  nine  or 
ten  days    afterward.      I  remember  the 
evening  well,  and   the  hoarse  whistle  of 
the  steamer   Dakota  was  heard  and  the 
heterogeneous  population   of  Moorhead 
rushed   to  the    bank  to  see   the  steamer 
arrive.    Slowly   she   stemmed   the  swift 
current  around  the   bend  and  edged  up 
toward      the       usual        landing,     and 
as        she       swung        "bow        on"      to- 
wards     shore,        a      cry      went        up 
from  fully    a  hundred    throats  "There's 
Rogers!"  and  sure    enough,   it  was  their 
former  townsman,  but  oh!  how  changed! 
He  was  standing    in  the    front    rank  of 
the    cabin    passengers    on  the    forward 
deck,    clothed    elegantly,  his  head  sur- 
mounted with  a  spotless  white  plug  hat, 
a  summer  or  fall  overcoat  thrown    over 
one  arm,  from  which    dangled    a  cane, 
while    the    other    hand    manipulated   a 
cigar.     In  response  to  the  recognition  of 
the  crowd  Rogers  waved  his  (cigar)  hand, 
and  in  a    few    moments  was    among  us. 
He  had  passed    the  rapids   successfully, 
reached  Fort  Garry  or   Winnipeg,    and 
trudged  up  town  with  a  sackful  of  pota- 
toes   on    his  back.    He    called    on  Dr. 
Schultz,  Archbishop  Tache  and    all  the 
notables,    and    while     they     were    not 
specially     glad      to      see      him,      they 
were  very  eager  to  purchase  his  potatoes 
at  prices  ranging  from  $1.25  to  $1.75  per 
bushel.    He  sold  out  all  he  had  the  day 
of  his  arrival  and    then    made  contracts 
for    the  delivery    of    several    thousand 
bushels  more.      (I    think  it    was    18,000 
bushels.)    He  broke  up  his  flat  boats,  or 
sold  them  as  they  were  for  much    more 
than  the  lumber  had  cost   him,   and    re- 
turned to  Moorhead    in  quest    of    more 
potatoes  to  fill  his  contracts.      His    first 
step  was  to    pay    all  his    bills,  and    bis 
second  to  get  all  the    potatoes  he   could 
G:et  hold  of.     He  made  two  similar  trips 
with  some  fleets  of  flat  boats  and  disap- 
peared Eastward    with    something   like 
$14,000  as  the  result  of  his    potato    ven- 
tures.   Several  others    triea    the    same 
scheme  afterward,    but 
first  three    cargoes    in 
made  the  most  money

well,  but  nothing  like  Rogers.

The  late  losses  of  the  company  are  at- 
trftwted  to  the  McKinley  bill  which  has 
deprived  the  company  of  a  considerable 
market  in  .-Vmenca.  The  assets  of  the 
concern  are  valued  upwards  of  ^250,000 
sterling  beyond  liabilities.  The  trade 
habilities  are  about  £200,000.

Buffalo,  N,  V.,  -\ug,  27.— A  sensa- 
tion, second  only  to  that  caused  by  the 
failure  of  the  National  Savings  bank,  was 
caused  by  the  announcement  that  State 
Bank  Examiner  Whitton  had  found  two 
banks  and  loan  associations  practically 
insolvent  and  that  many  others  are  m  an 
unsafe  condition.  The  associations  re- 
ported as  insolvent  are  the  Third  Ward 
Loan  association  and  the  Erie  Counts- 
Permanent  Savings  and  Loan  associa- 
tion. 

Examiner  Whitton  has  been  giving 
his  attention  to  the  savings,  building  and 
loan  associations  since  the  books  of  the 
National  bank  were  straightened  ouL 
Up  to  the  present  time  he  has  examined 
six  ot  these  societies,  among  them  being 
two  known  as  dime  associations,  where 
dues  are  paid  in  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents 
a  week  on  each  share,  and  which  is 
known  as  the  permanent  plan, 

"Tbese  associations,"  Mr.  'Wliitton 
says,  "have  been  doing  an  illegal  busi- 
ness. Their  system  is  merely  making 
false  entnes  on  somebody's  books.  Thev 
have  been  dividing  and  '  paying  money 
representing  a  premium  which  could 
only  be  earned  so  much  per  annum  dur- 
ing the  life  of  a  loan.  The  loan  usually 
ran  from  ten  to  twelve  years.  Protts 
were  declared  the  ver%-  night  money 
was  sold.  They  were  anticipa"  ** 
profits  by  twelve  yea»-s.  There  ar» 
probably  eighty  of  these  'permanent 
dime  associations'  and  I  shall  not  be 
5jirprised  to  find  most  of  them  in  pretty 
bad  shape." 

Mr.  XVTiitton  is  awaiting  the  action  of 
the  banking  department  in  regard  to 
these  two  associations,  and  is  continuing 
his  examination  of  other  concerns  doing 
business  in  a  similar  way.

Samples  of  Good  Hard  Ore  Have  Been 

Iteeeived  From  the  Western 

Vermilion. 


For  nearly  three  weeks  past  a  party  of 
miners  have  been  engaged  in  sinking  a 
test  pit  on  the  shore  ot  Lake  Superior 
about  eighty  rods  east  of  the  mouth  of 
Stewart  river  and  four  miles  from  Two 
Harbors,  says  the  Vermilion  Iron  Jour- 
nal. They  are  in  the  employ  of  Duluth 
parties,  and  are  trying  to  locate  a  vein 
of  copper.  The  shaft  was  down  about 
twenty  feet  the  first  of  this  week,  and  the 
indications  then  the  most  prominent  yet 
encountered. 

It  was  several  feet  below  the  lake  sur- 
face, but  no  water  had  found  its  way  in. 
The  rock  taken  out  showed  tracings  of 
the  mineral,  some  of  which  was  taken 
for  assay.  The  parties  interested  are 
evidently  satisfied  with  the  indications, 
as  the  miners  when  they  went  to  work 
were  told  they  would  be  there  but  a 
week.  The  location  is  near  the  south- 
east corner  of  29-53-10. 

THE  WESTERN  VERMILION. 

Samples  of  Good  Hard  Ore  Received 
From  There. 
Referring  to  a  recent  letter  received 

by  Snively  &  Craig,  of  this  city,  from  an 
explorer  employed  to  examine  the  al- 
leged iron  finds  on  the  Western  Vermd- 
ion  range,  in  which  he  claimed  to  have 
found  very  poor  iron  indications  and  pro- 
nounced the  land  valuable  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  but  not  for  ore,  the  Ver- 
milion Iron  Journal  savs: 

"The  Journal  has  been  shown  some 
very  good  samples  of  iron  ore  from  these 
townships  and  a  number  of  reliable  iron 
men  who  have  visited  properties  in  that 
country  have  also  attested  to  the  merits 
of  the  numerous  finds.  A  large  num- 
ber of  gentlemen  from  West  Su- 
perior and  Minneapolis  are  located

We  have  now  in 
our  possession  several  specimens  of  good 
hard  ore  from  section  23, 60-23  taken 
from  the  claim  of  Trefde  Belaud  which 
has  been  pronounced  excellent  by  all 
who  have  examined  the  same.  What 
the  motives  of  the  'explorer'  who  wrote 
Messrs.  Snively  &  Craig,  for  making 
such  assertions  are,  we  are  not  prepared 
to  say,  but  will  stick  to  it  that  there  is 
iron  ore  on  these  lands  until  it  has  been 
otherwise  proven." 

WILL  BE  six  STORIES. 


Windsor  Hotel  to  be  Greatly  Enlarged 
Next  Year. 
It  is  now  given  out  that  the  Henderson 
block,  in  which  The  Herald  office  is  lo- 
cated, will  be  completed  next  year,  but 
not  as  originally    intended.     It    will    be 

finished  foi  hotel  purposes  and  will  be 
leased  by  James  Sullivaji,  the  present 
lessee  of  the  Windsor  hotel.  The  build- 
ing will  rise  six  stories  above  the  base- 
ment on  Superior  street  and  seven 
stories  on  Michigan  street.  Its  ground 
size  wdl  be  85  by  115  feet  and  it  will  be 
built  of  stone  and  iron  throughout  and 
thoroughly  fire-proof.  The  lower  floor 
will  be  devoted  to  offices,  includmg  the 
hotel  office,  and  the  five  upper  stories  to 
parlors  and  sleeping  rooms.  There  will 
be  300  rooms  in  the  new  Windsor.  All 
the  modern  improvements  such  as  pas- 
senger elevators,  a  complete  system  of 
gas  and  electric  lighting  and  wiring  will 
be  incorporated.  Work  on  the  new 
building  will  commence  May  1,  1893, 
and  it  will  be  completed  by  Nov.  i,  of 
the  same  year. 

A  party  of  Boston  capitalists  recently 
offered  Mr.  Henderson  $150,000  in  cash 
for  the  site,  and  he  briefly  informed 
them  that  "the  Windsor  hotel  corner  is 
not  for  sale."

Pioneer  Press:  "Superior  whitefish,'' 
slowly  repeated  a  Duluth  gentleman  as 
he  glanced  over  the  bill  of  fare  at  the 
Merchants  the  other  day,  preparatory  to 
giving  his  order.  "You  haven't  the  dish 
we  have  in  Duluth,"  said  the  gentleman 
as  he  turned  to  a  St.  Paul  friend.  "Our 
greatest  dish  at  Duluth  is  a  planked 
whitefish.  Yes,  sir!  A  plank  whitefish, 
and  Duluth  is  the  only  place  I  ever  saw 
it  served.  I  would  rather  have  it  than 
any  other  fish  served  on  the  table,  and 
whenever  we  want  to  show  any  special 
attention  to  distinguished  guests  a 
plank  whitefish  is  ordered.  It  is  the 
principal  dish  of  the  dinner.  The  cook 
secures  a  large  fresh  fish  and  bakes  it  on 
a  plank  an  inch  and  a  half  in  thickness. 
It  is  served  on  this  plank,  and  the  flavor 
of  that  fish  is  something  that  will  appeal 
to  the  appetite  of  the  greatest  epicurean 
in  the  country. 

"After  enjoying  this  dish  the  visitor  is 
then  shown  our  boulevard  back  of  the 
city,  which  has  an  elevation  of  500  feet 
above  the  lake.  This  is  a  natural  drive- 
way, and,  as  we  think,  was  once  the 
shore  of  the  lake.  It  has  been  improved 
and  we  consider  it  the  finest  drive  in  this 
part  of  the  country.  These  are  the  two 
things  the  visitor  to  the  Zenith  city  never 
misses— the  plank  whitefish  and  the 
boulevard. '

Northwestern  Miller:  There  seems 
to  be  no  longer  any  question  abcut  a 
rate  of  5  cents  being  made  on  flour  from 
Minneapolis  to  Duluth.  The  two  prin- 
cipal roads  running  to  Duluth  try  to 
keep  up  the  appearance  of  charging  7 '< 
cents  per  100  pounds,  but  there  are  a 
great  many  people  other  than  the  ship- 
pers who  know  that  this  is  a  nwlh.  It 
IS  a  question  if  certain  favored  firms,  at 
least,  have  not  always  had  the  lower 
rate. 

The  roads  have  an  object  in  keeping 
from  the  general  public  the  knowledge 
that  Minneapolis  firms  are  getting  a  5- 
cent  rate  to  Duluth.  Certain  of  them  do 
not  want  to  know  that  it  exists.  The 
Milwaukee  road,  for  instance,  if  com- 
pelled to  recognize  the  fact  that  a  5-cent 
rate  is  made,  would  have  all  the  points 
on  its  lines  between  here  and  Chicago 
clamoring  for  a  proportionate  reduction 
in  rates  to  Milwaukee  and  Chicago,  to 
place  them  on  a  parity  with  Minneapo- 
lis. As  long  as  these  points  are  kept  in 
the  dark  about  the  5-cent  rate,  the  road 
has  no  trouble  with  them.

Soon  After  Came  Sadder  Scenes  When 

a  Dozen  Dead  Bodies  Were 

Found. 


London-,  Aug.  27.— All  through  the 
night  the  explorers  in  the  Parkslip  coal 
mine  at  Aberkentig  labored  for  the  res- 
cue of  the  imprisoned  miners.  Crowds 
of  men,  women  and  children  remamed 
about  the  pit's  mouth,  eager  and  sleep- 
less, waiting  for  the  news  of  the  fate  of 
the  loved  ones  below.  Women  with 
babes  at  their  breast,  refused  to  go  home 
when  urged,  and  while  the  linle  ones 
slept  in  3ie  mother's  arms  the  mothers 
watched  and  waited.  During  the  night 
there  w^as  nothing  to  raise  the  hopes  of 
the  watchers. 

The  explorers  were  driven  more  than 
once  to  give  up  their  work.  They  were 
met  by  sufiFocating  gas,  which  made  it 
nearly  impossible  to  breathe  and  some 
of  them  narrowly  escaped  asphyxiation. 
Still  the  thought  of  the  anxious  ones 
above  and  of  those  who  might  be  living 
below,  stimulated  their  energies  and 
prevented  their  courage  from  sinking. 
Stupendous  falls  in  the  mine  increased 
tne  dimculty  of  the  work  and  retarded 
progress. 

As  the  night  wore  on  and  davlight  be- 
gan to  dawn  without  anything  from 
below,  the  courage  ot  the  watcher  s  went 
away.  It  was  noticed,  however,  that  not 
one  of  the  wives  and  mothers  sought 
rest.  Thev  watched  on  and  on  beyond 
the  dawn  and  at  length  about  10  o'clock 
in  the  morning  their  patience  was  re- 
warded bv  a  joyous  shout  from  below. 
Nineteen' miners  had  been  found  alive 
and  were  brought  to  the  surface.  The 
men  were  in  a  weak  and  exhausted  con- 
dition but  conscious. 

JThe  scene  that  ensued  was  most  pa- 
t^tic.  Joyous  cries  mingled  with  tears 
as  women  and  children,  fathers,  sons 
and  brothers  recognized  the  members  of 
their  families.  Friends  of  those  who 
had  been  saved  fell  on  their  knees  and 
offered  up  prayers  of  thanks,  while 
others  prayed  between  hope  and  fear 
that  their  dear  ones  too  might  be  saved. 
There  was  an  evident  revival  of  courage 
after  this  episode. 

Then,  soon  after,  came  sadder  scenes 
and  about  a  dozen  bodies  were  brought 
to  the  surface.  These  were  the  remains 
of  men  who  had  evidently  not  been 
killed  by  the  gas  explosion.  It  was  evi- 
dent that  after  the  explosion  they  had 
made  a  rush  for  the  crank  shaft  and  had 
been  overtaken  and  suffocated  by  the 
deadly  gases.  The  wtfrk  is  still  in  prog- 
ress.

Athens,  Ga.,  Aug.  27.— A  stor/  has 
reached  here  from  Madison  county  tell- 
ing of  the  sad  death  of  the  four  children 
of  a  family  named  Wilson  in  the  short 
time  of  forty  minutes,  three  of  them 
from  the  bite  of  a  rattlesnake  and  the 
other  by  drowning.

Mrs.  Wilson  hurried  back  to  the 
spring  and  there  found  that  her  little 
baby  had  crawled  into  the  spring  and 
been  drowned.  When  the  mother  re- 
turned to  the  house  she  found  the  little 
boy  also  dead.  Some  time  later  the 
father  returned.  Search  was  mad^  and 
a  huge  rattlesnake  was  found  under  the 
house  and  killed.

L.  S.  Sullivan,  S.  C.  Schenck,  H.  C. 
Thacher,  T.  J.  Southard,  William  Rob- 
ertson and  George  H.  Bynam,  all  of  To- 
ledo, O.,  owners  of  the  steamer  D.  W. 
Rust  and  the  schooners  C.  C.  Barnes 
and  W.  H.  Rounds  have  filed  a  libel  suit 
in  the  admiralty  court  here  complaining 
against  the  Lake  Superior  BHevator  com- 
pany and  asking  damages  to  the  amount 
of  $1501.17. 

The  damages  asked  for  were  caused 
by  the  falling  of  the  trestle  work  or  gal- 
lery between  elevators  B  and  D  on  May 
IQ  last.  The  libelants  allege  that  their 
boats  tied  up  to  the  elevator  dock  on 
May  18  but  the  company  refused  to  load 
them  until  the  next  day  on  account  of 
stormy  weather.  At  9  o'clock 
the  next  morning  the  trestle 
fell  and  carried  away  the 
smoke  stack  of  the  Rust,  stoved  in  her 
cabin  and  hatches  breaking  her  rail  and 
cutting  lines  and  ropes.  They  further 
allege  that  the  company  knew  of  the  in- 
secure condition  of  the  trestle  when  the 
boats  were  directed  to  tie  up  at  the 
dock.  For  these  damages  and  for  the 
delay  occasioned  $1,27670  is  asked. 

A  further  sum  of  $1 17-32  for  the 
schooner  C.  C.  Barnes  and  $107.15  for 
the  schooner  W.  H.  Rounds  is  asked  on 
account  of  extra  wages  and  expenses 
occasioned  by  reason  of  the  delay  neces- 
sitated in  repairing  the  Rust.

The  American  Political  System. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  was  declared  to  be  tbe  opinion  of 
the  L'nited  States  senate  in  1829  that, 
"t-xtensive  religious  combinations  to 
e^^ect  a  political  object  are  always  dan- 
gerous." There  exists  at  tbe  present 
t:me  m  this  country  the  most  extensive 
religious  combination  the  world  ever 
saw,  and  it  exists  for  no  other  purpose 
than  to  effect  a  political  objecL  We  are 
evidently  entering  a  serious  crisis  in  our 
national  lite.  By  careful  stud*-  of  the 
principles  which  underlie  our  American 
political  system,  every  citizen  should 
seek  to  understand  what  is  involved  m 
tbe  political  success  of  this  intensely  un- 
.Atnerican  and  most  dangerous  move- 
ment. 

In  the  development  of  the  American 
idea  of  government  many  futile  attempts 
were  made  to  formulate  a  complete  as- 
sertion of  the  principle  involved.  Of 
this  class  is  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  New  York  provincial  congress,  June 
zx.  \Tll^  as  follows;  "Resolved,  that 
neither  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain 
nor  any  other  earthly  legislature  or 
trbunal  ought  or  can  of  right  interfere 
or  interpose  in  any  wise  howsoever  in 
tbe  religious  and  ecclesiastical  concerns 
of  the  colonies."  This  was  too  general 
tc  give  protection  to  each  individual  in 
tbe  colonies  against  any  interference  in 
his  jeligious  concerns  by  the  government 
of  his  own  colony. 

The  Virginia  declaration  of  rights, 
adopted  June  12,  1776,  is    more    to    the 


Christian  conduct,  that  they  seek  to  en- 
force upon  others  hollow  formalities  of 
their  own  lifeless,  if  not  obsolutely  hypo- 
critical, profession.  The  law  of  Chris- 
tianity' is  the  the  law  of  love,  "For  love 
worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbor."  And 
that  the  principle  of  freedom  of  con- 
science lor  every  man,  as  embodied  in 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  and 
guaranteed  by  our  constitution,  is  in 
harmony  with  it,  is  a  "self  evident  truth." 
These  principles  should  be  maintained 
by  Christians  and  all  others.  "By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them."

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poinL  In  the  constitution  of  nearly  all 
the  states,  similar  assertions  have  been 
adopted.  Section  16  reads  as  follows; 
"That  religion  or  the  duty  which  we  owe 
to  our  Creator,  and  the  manner  of  dis- 
charging It,  can  be  directed  only  by  rea- 
son and  conviction,  and  not  by  force  or 
violence;  and  therefore  all  naen  are 
equally  eilRtled  to  the  free  exercise  of 
religion,  according  to  tbe  dictates  of 
conscience;  and  that  it  is  the  mutual 
duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  forbear- 
ance, love,  and  charitv  towards  each 
other." 

In  the  discussion  of  this  resdhition, 
Madison  said:  "The  free  exercise  of  re- 
ligion, according  to  tbe  dictates  of  con- 
I  sci«nce,  is  something  which  ever}-  man 
Seligman's  ]  may  demand  as  a  right,  not  something 
for  which  he  must  ask  as  a  privilege." 
We  can  more  fully  realize  the  force  of 
these  "self-evident  truths"  when  we  un- 
selfishly assert  the  other  man's  right  te 
believe  and  worship  as  he  chooses,  or 
not  to  worship  at  all  if  he  chooses.  Free- 
dom to  do  a  thing  necessarily  implies 
equal  ineedom  not  to  do  it.  It  is  the 
selfish  assertion  and  reiteration,  ot  our 
own  rights  that  leads  us  to  forget  the 
rights  of  others  and  try  to  force  them  to 
conform  to  our  way. 

The  words  of  Christ,  .Matt.  7:12,) 
"Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye 
even  so  to  them,  for  this  is  the  law  and 
tbe  prophets."  were  his  explanation  to 
hi?  followers,  of  what  constitutes  proper 
obedience  to  the  law,  "Tbou  shait  love 
ihv  neighbor  as  thyself."  As  Christ's 
legal  opinion  this  rule  is  binding  upon 
all  Christians,  unequivocally  requiring 
■dramatic'  don'*'^  them  to  accord  to  others  in  all  things, 
tbe  same  right  andpri\'iiegestbey  would 
wish  accoaded  to  themselves.  It  does  ; 
more  than  this. 

It  exposes^ the  character  of  those  who  t 
claim  the  name  Christian,  but  have  so  1 
little  regard  fpr  this  fundamental  law  of  j

Quite  a  number  of  people  have  written 
me  recently  regarding  a  green  goods 
episode  which  was  made  public  in  July 
by  a  St.  Louis  paper,  and  which  involved 
the  name  of  Mr.  P.  A.  Owenby,  of  this 
«tat«.  It  seems  that  the  following  an- 
nouncement caught  Mr.  Owenby's  eye 
some  time  ago.  It  was  printed  in  a  well 
known  paper  and  evidently  in  good 
faith.  No  pai)er  could  have  printed 
such  an  advertisement  otherwise,  it 
seems  tome: 

C.  G.  MONEY-$100  for  $10,  or  $50  for  $5. 
Dcgs.  in  $1U)  and  $50  lots.  Good  agents  wanted 
for  rare  goods.    Parties  4  cents. 

Mr.  Owenby  wrote  for  some  of  the  C. 
G.  money  with  a  pure  heart,  and  hoping 
to  relieve  the  distress  of  some  man  who 
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needed  $10  so  badly  that  he  was  willing 
to  give  $100  for  it.  Knowing  how 
close  money  matters  are  at  times  on 
Wall  street  and  what  a  high  rate  of 
interest  parties  on  the  Stock  exchange 
are  willing  to  pay  for  short  loans  on  per- 
sonal security,  Mr.  Owenby  no  doubt 
would  have  been  perfectly  justified  in 
stepping  in  and  relieving  distress  in  that 
way. 

But  the  letter  written  by  Mr.  Owenby, 
of  this  state,  was  received  by  oflficers  of 
the  law,  as  1  understand  it,  and  Mr. 
Owenby's  motives  were  impugned.  He 
did  not  know  this  till  one  day  in  July, 
when  he  happened  to  be  looking  over  his 
motives  and  saw  something  peculiar 
about  them. 

SoOn  after  he  read  in  the  St.  Lonis 
paper  that  his  letter  had  been  printed, 
and  that  the  public  had  been  left  to 
surmise  that  Mr.  Owenby  wished  to 
tak<^  advantage  of  the  financial  depres- 
giou  and  get  an  exorbitant  rate  of  in- 
terest on  his  ten  dollars.  , 

Strangers  have  impugned  Mr.  Owen- 
by's motives,  and  he  does  not  know  what 
to  do  for  it.  As  a  resident  of  this  state 
I  am  fc'lad  to  come  forward  with  a  sim- 
ple explanation  regarding  the  matter 
and  insert  here  a  letter  he  sent  to  The 
Citizen,  of  Asheviile,  showing  how  it 
hapi>ened.  Those  who  know  Mr.  Owen- 
by here  in  North  Carolina  say  that  if  he 
bad  received  the  money  he  would  have 
relieved  distress  with  it;  but  the  parties 
to  whom  he  wrote  were  arrested  by  the 
police  and  treated  shamefully. 

Mr.  Owenby's  letter  fell  into  the  offi- 
cers'hands  among  others,  and  was  print- 
ed. He  wishes  this  plain  statement 
made  to  show  that  his  motives  were  in 
good  order  when  he  wrote  the  letter: 

Yes,  I  wrote  jnst  as  the  St.  Louis  Globe- 
Democrat  had  it,  but  not  for  the  purpose  they 
boppobed.  Several  weeks  a^o  Mrs.  Owenby 
read  the  ad.  I  inclose,  and  we  had  up  a  bet  as 
to  what  it  was;  to  decidie  it  of  course  we  wrote 
on  to  them. 

When  I  found  they  had  counterfeit  money  1 
determined  to  get  a  sample  and  all  the  proof 
necessary  and  turn  them  over  to  the  proper 
authorities. 

They  premeditated  trouble  by  my  boldness 
hi  sending  a  billhead  of  my  business,  and  had 
not  sent  the  sample  they  promised.  Then  I 
was  certain  of  their  fraudulent  business,  and 
wrote  them  the  letter  referred  to  in  the  bt, 
I^ois  papers. 

I  was  too  late,  as  others  had  worked  up  their 
case  and  arrested  them  in  a  day  or  two  after 
this  letter  reached  them. 

I  did  not  want  their  goods,  but  should  have 
liked  the  amount  Uncle  Sam  would  have  given 
me  had  1  not  been  too  late  in  bringing  them  to 
justice.  P.  A.  OWENBV. 

I  hope  this  will  silence  every  criticism 
regarding  Mr.  Owenby,  for  he  .says  that 
these  men  "premeditated  trouble  and 
did  not  send  him  the  goods."  I  feel  cer- 
tain that  had  Mr.  Owenby  received  the 
goods  he  would  have  gone  on  and  ar- 
rested the  parties  at  once,  paying  his 
traveling  exj>enses  of  course  out  of  the 
money  so  received. 

But  these  men  who  advertise  to  give 
|100  for  $10  do  not  do  as  they  agree. 
At  least  that  is  my  experience.  I  have 
answered  two  or  three  of  their  ads., in- 
tending to  go  on  to  New  York  and  ar- 
rest them  as  soon  as  I  got  the  money 
from  them,  so  that  I  v/ould  not  have  to 
make  the  journey  at  my  own  expense, 
but  I  have  yet  to  deal  with  one  of  them 
who  could  be  regarded  as  a  man  of  in- 
tegrity. 

Swindles  are  common  everywhere, 
and  I  find  that  1  get  along  very  poorly 
in  the  sleuth  business.  My  purse  was 
taken  in  New  York  one  day  on  the 
street,  but  the  fiend  in  human  form  was 
richly  punished  for  his  wickedness.  All 
that  the  purse  contained  was  a  postof- 
ficejoponev  order  that  I  had  tried  for  six 


yeeks  to  get  the  money  on,  but  being  a 
stranger  in  Nev  York,  and  the  cashier 
at  the  iKWtoffice  being  also  a  stranger  in 
the  city,  the  men  who  knew  me  and  came 
there  to  identify  me  were  strangers  to  the 
cashier,  as  we  moved  in  a  different  set 
and  were  both  very  little  known  in  trade 
circles,  his  friends  being  men  who  were 
trying  to  live  on  their  salaries  in  the 
postoffice  department,  and  mine  consist- 
ing of  ft  widow  lady  in  moderate  cir^ 
cumstances  who  let  me  a  small  hall  be<l- 
roora  at  the  tinw.  So  the  thief  got  the 
worst  of  it  If  he  got  the  money  on  the 
order  it  was  more  than  I  could  do. 

Quite  a  fraud  has  been  unearthed  in  St. 
Paul  in  the  pa«t  summer  by  the  timely 
report  of  a  Scandinavian,  who  wrote  the 
following  letter  to  the  mayor  and  thus 
brought  the  parties  to  justice.  It  is  a 
curiosity  to  those  who  have  made  a  study 
of  the  Scandinavian  dialect: 

Dkab  Sir— 1  am  vondering  if  you  have  any 
naledges  of  that  satse  svindliug  is  going  on  on 
Savent  St.,  and  1  vill  now  taly  you  voth  it  Is. 
Thar  is  som  dad  bit  that  have  gat  a  colored 
man  in  a  kedge,  and  sho  hem  for  mony.  Shargs 
15  cents  for  admission  and  than  tri  to  mak  peo- 
ple bllve  the  have  caugth  hem  in  arisona,  as  a 
villd  man. 

I  do  not  blive  in  such  a  robery  from  por  i)eo- 
l>el,  that  dont  now  of  any  hater  and  to  go  in 
thar  and  pay  fifteen  cent  for  to  se  a  negro  that 
isastam  as  the  rast.  Do  you  blive  it  is  rigth 
to  lat  tham  do  so.  I  like  sport  bout  I  like  to  se 
it  in  a  far  play.  Your  Fraind  for  Aver. 

Very  few  people  here  would  pay  fif- 
teen cents  to  see  a  negro  "that  is  as  tam 
as  the  rast." 

Politics  is  active  here.  Much  talk  is 
heard  regarding  the  late  congress.  Here 
in  North  Carolina  and  elsewhere  the 
opinion  prevails  that  congress  has  had 
too  many  men  in  it  who  have  been  so 
busy  watching  the  "home  paper"  that 
they  have  had  no  time  to  devote  to  legis- 
lation, and  thus  they  claim  indolence 
and  timidity  have  been  the  chief  char- 
acteristics of  the  session. 

In  1879  Gabe  Bouck,  of  Wisconsin, 
was  seen  pacing  up  and  down  the  foyer, 
or  whatever  it  is  called,  which  surrounds 
the  desk  where  the  jmuiary  department 
of  congress  sits.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  house,  and  seemed  to  have  stepped 
out  into  the  entry  to  swear  a  little  over 
the  arrears  of  pensions  bill,  which  was 
evidently  about    to    pass.     "A    set   of

cowards!"  he  was  heard  to  ejaculate 
ever  and  anon.

The  American  Girl  Said  to  be  a 
With   a    Fire   Tipped 
Wand.

HO  can  help  heinj?  fond 
<if  young  girls?  I  don't 
mean  ia  the  way  young 
iuen  are  fond  of  them, 
but  as  an  observer  of 
hnmau  nature  and  of  Vanity  Fair  may 
well  be.  There  is  a  certain  freshness 
and  sweetness  and  evanescence  about 
them  like  the  charm  of  flowers,  but- 
terflies and  birds,  and  besides  this  a 
graciousness  and  attractiveness  like  that 
one  feels  in  all  frisky,  confiding,  fond 
young  creatures  like  kittens  and  lambs 
and 'suchlike  helpless,  frolicsome  and 
trustful  creatures. 

For  myself  I  am  devoted  to  girls 
wherever  I  may  be,  and  I  have  been,  1 
believe,  in  most  parts  of  the  habitable 
globe.  Everywhere  1  have  found  girls, 
and  everywhere  there  have  been  many 
traits  of  identity  and  some  of  difference. 
All  were  nice,  and  1  do  not  know  that  if 
1  would  I  could  tell  which  I  like  the  best. 

Our  own  girls  certainly  have  the  most 
character;  also,  as  a  rule,  they  have  the 
most  beauty.  But  the  question  is,  Are 
not  they,  so  far  at  least  as  the  great 
cities  go — are  not  they  more  young  wom- 
en of  the  world  than  girls  pur  et  ftimple? 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  said  both  at 
home  and  abroad  upon  this  subject,  but 
it  is  one  that  is  always  coming  up  again, 
and  we  should  not  blink  the  discussioa 
of  it. 

Is  the  American  girl  not  enough  a  girl, 
or  is  she  too  much  of  a  girl? 

It  is  certainly  true  that  the  American 
girl  accepts,  in  fact  assumes,  responsi- 
bilities that  no  other  girl  in  the  world 
would  dream  of  doing,  and  the  conse- 
quence is  that  she  sometimes  appears 
lacking  in  that  modest  hnmilitv  and 
timid  appeal  to  her  elders  whic#is  one 
of  the  charms  of  certain  other  girls;  for- 
eigners, in  fact,  are  apt  to  mistake  her 
calm  self  assertion  for  boldness  and 
want  of  self  respect,  and  acting  upon 
this  mistake  they  sometimes  meet  with 
rebuffs  so  startling  that  they  rush  into 
another  mistake  and  set  down  the  Amer- 
ican girl  as  a  shrewd,  a  sharp  tongued 
and  sharp  tempered  vixen,  and  please 
themselves  by  saying  that  no  man  in  his 
senses  would  ever  venture  to  marry  her. 

In  fact,  the  American  grape  is  for  him 
a  sour  grape. 

And  yet  how  could  we  \\ish  this  free- 
dom of  action  and  speech  or  this  capac- 
ity for  self  defense  aurl  aggret;sive  war- 
fare less,  when  we  consider  that  these 
very  traits  are  the  foundation  of  Amer- 
ican character,  and  that  these  very  girls 
are  to  become  the  mothers  of  the  men  of 
the  future? 

An  American  girl  f tjught  through  two 
years  of  the  Revolution  and  gained 
among  her  associates  a  reputation  most 
honorable  to  her  modesty  as  a  woman, 
although  no  one  suspected  her  sex  to  the 
last.  Grace  Darling  was  an  American 
girl,  and  more  than  one  or  two  others 
have  emulated  her  noble  courage  under 
similar  circumstances.  American  girls 
have  taken  their  fathers'  places  in  com- 
mand of  ships,  in  the  conduct  of  flight 
from  Indians,  in  the  saving  of  burping 
houses;  in  fact,  1  doubt  not  with  a  little 
research  one  could  find  an  American  girl 
in  nearly  every  position  of  trust  or  of 
command  which  a  man  of  her  age  and 
physical  ability  could  fill.  Shall  we, 
then,  desire  to  see  her  watered  do^vn  to 
the  level  of  the  shrinking  and  blushing 
ingenue  which  is  the  French  ideal  of 
girlhood? 

But  on  the  other  hand,  the  girls  who 
are  called  to  figlit  in  the  ranks,  or  to 
"man"  lifeb«jats,  or  rescue  their  helpless 
mothers  from  Indians,  or  to  save  burn- 
ing buildings,  are  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  whole,  and  this  very  courage 
and  ability  are  apt  in  private  life  to 
make  a  restless  and  uncontrolled  and 
per))aps  assuming  character.  Our  Grace 
Darlings  in  city  society  are  very  ai)t  to 
get  the  name  of  being  "fast"  or  "man- 
nish" or  "loud,"  jnst  l>ecau.se  tlmy  have 
■uch  an  amount  of  surplus  energy  and 
force  of  character.  Besides  this  our 
girls  have  another  splendid  quality 
which  is  apt  to  lead  foreigners  to  make 
mistakes  about  them.  They  are  not 
afraid  of  men,  because  they  feel  them- 
selves perfectly  competent  to  con- 
trol any  circumstances  in  which 
they  may  be  placed  and  to  meet  any 
attack  that  may  be  made.  They  are 
Unas  who  meet  the  lion  with  perfect 
tranquillity,  because  they  know  they 
can  lead  him  whither  they  will.  The 
lion's  instinct  generally  leads  him  to  the 
same  conviction,  but  in  case  he  is  stupid 
and  don't  see  it  the  American  Una  is 
quite  capable  of  converting  her  lily  stalk 
into  a  wand  of  white  hot  steel  and  giv- 
ing Master  Lion  a  lesson  he  does  not 
»oon  forget.  There  is  I  suppose  no  girl 
io   tiia   world.,  go  oerfeoUY  canable    of 


taking  care  of  herself  and  doing  it  well 
as  the  American  girl.  In  her  womanly 
virtue  she  is  next  to  the  Irish  girl,  who, 
as  is  well  known,  is  the  most  virtuous 
of  her  sex.  and  in  judgment,  coolness 
and  kiiowl  .»fe  of  the  world  she  is  by 
far  hnv  »n\^  ior. 
in  fact,  I  think  we  may  honestly  claim 

that  the  failings  of  our  American  girls 
are  simply  what  the  French  call  "the 
faults  of  their  virtues;"  that  is,  the 
somewhat  troublesome  excess  of  unem- 
ployed strength. 

Daisy  Miller  has  passed  into  a  proverb. 
But  is  she  a  type?,  I  never  have  forgiven 
Mr.  James  f»)r  fiomo  traits  in  his  i)or- 
traiture,  and  yet  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
truth  in  the  innocent  audacity,  the  fear- 
less criticism  and  the  siujple  careleHS- 
uess  of  public  (.>pinion  that  stamp  hia 
heroine,  and  one  cannot  but  feel  a  cer- 
tain tenderness  for  the  poor  child,  al- 
thoiigh  one  is  so  provoked  at  her,  or 
rather  at  her  author. 

But  fascinating  as  every  one  allows 
the  American  girl  to  he,  her  English 
cousins  arc  dangerous  rivals.  The  state- 
ly growth  and  clear  complexion,  the 
calm  eyes  and  baby  mouths,  the  well 
developeil  figures  and  honest  simplicity 
of  manner  are  in  the  eyes  of  many  men 
more  attractive  than  the  indeixMident 
vivacity  of  the  Ameiican.  ^Jwo  types  of 
maidenhood  are  not  uidike  the  natural 
scenery  amid  which  they  Imve  been  per- 
focte<l;  the  fragrant  breath  of  western 
prairies,  the  graceful  freedom  of  vir- 
gin forests,  the  sparkling  rush  of  miglity 
rivers  and  the  fearless  beauty  of  airy 
waterfalls  seem  to  have  tempered  the 
clay  and  infused  the  bloml  of  the  Amer- 
ican girl,  while  her  passive  English 
cousin  reniinds  one  of  stately  parks  and 
well  orderetl  gardens,  lawns  of  velvet 
and  meads  knee  deep  in  clover  where 
placid  kine  browse  as  if  they  werexK)sing 
for  Sir  Edwin  Landseer's  brush. 

In  sauntering  around  England — and 
one  can  see  neither  a  country  nor  its 
peojde  except  in  satmtering — the  pre- 
dominant idea  one  receives  is  of  long 
and  patient  culture.  Every  foot  of  ara- 
ble ground  has  been  turned  over  and 
over  through  a  thousand  years  of  hus- 
bandry; the  grass  is  not  so  much  grass 
as  the  elaboration  of  man's  energies  and 
the  chemist's  skill;  the  trees  that  shaded 
Elizabeth  and  the  second  Charles  have 
been  preserved  and  cared  for  to  the  last 
days  of  Victoria;  everything,  in  fact, 
bears  the  mark  of  man's  zealous  im- 
provement of  natural  advantages,  and 
the  girls  aro  no  exception  to  the  rule. 

Those  of  the  upper  class— that  is  to 
say,  those  of  the  landed  gentry — whose 
fathers  and  mothers  and  ancestors  for 
hundreds  of  years  have  been  cultivated 
as  assiduously  as  the  grass,  and  the  com 
lands,  and  the  trees,  and  show  the  effect 
of  cultivation  just  as  blood  horses  and 
Devon  cows  show  it;  the  clear  skins, 
the  bright  eyes  and  clean  cut  features 
and  shapely  limbs  show  breeding  long 
and  careful;  and  the  conventional  ideas, 
the  narrow  range  of  thouglit,  the  value 
of  precedent  and  the  importance  of 
precedence,  all  show  breeding  too.  They 
show  the  training  of  the  mind  in  long 
established  formulas  and  the  molding 
of  manners  to  long  established  tradi- 
tions, so  that  the  English  baby  is  bom 
artificial,  atid  as  a  rule  grows  up  in  the 
same  condition. 

Of  course  there  are  exceptions  to  this 
rale,  even  among  young  girls,  but  tliese 
variants  as  a  rule  are  neither  under- 
stood nor  admired  in  their  own  me- 
ridian; what  is  spontaneous  independ- 
ence of  thought  in  an  American  girl  is 
set  down  as  suspicious  eccentricity  in 
an  English  girl,  and  in  fact  the  latter 
never  can  possess  that  charm  of  uncon- 
sciousness which  marks  the  vagaries  of 
our  own  lassies;  there  are  too  many 
warning  voices  upraised,  there  is  too 
much  Saturday  Reviewing  for  the  Eng- 
lish girl  to  step  one  foot  outside  the 
beaten  track  without  knowing  it,  while 
our  own  girls  follow  their  impulses  very 
much  as  the  wind  does  and  generally 
come  to  as  little  harm. 

But  each  tj-pe  of  girl  has  her  charm, 
and  we  would  not  if  we  could  change 
either  for  the  other.     There  is  charm  in 

diversity  and  harmony  in  contrast. 
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Crossing  the  channel  or  the  narrow 
seas,  we  come  upon  more  girls  and 
thoroughly  new  types,  and  yet  are  not 
prepared  to  set  them  in  a  place  of  inferi- 
ority. 

The  French  girl  is  in  a  condition  of 
slow  transition;  the  jeunefille  of  the  last 
century  spent  her  infancy  in  the  house 
of  her  foster  mother,  and  her  girlhood 
in  a  convent,  whence  she  was  summoned 
at  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  old  to  be 
presented  to  her  aflBauced  husband. 
Perhaps  she  liked  him  and  perhaps  she 
did  not;  nobody  inquired  and  nobody 
cared;  the  alliance  was  arranged  by  the 
parents  on  both  sides,  and  the  jeune  fiUe 
at  least  acquiesced  without  choice  or 
opinion. 

In  those  days  there  was  no  such  thing 
as  a  French  girl,  for  she  was  repressed 
almost  out  of  existence,  and  only  began 
to  live,  and  generally  not  very  wisely, 
after  her  marriage.  But  the  slow,  sure 
tooth  of  Time  has  eaten  away  very  much 
of  tradition  in  France  and  done  more 
than  the  many  revolutions  in  setting  the 
young  women  free.  Liberty,  that  is  to 
say  the  French  idea  of  liberty,  is  in  the 
air,  and  the  women  breathe  it,  as  well  as 
fathers  and  brothers.  Women,  even 
young  girls,  Ijegin  to  realize  that  they 
are  individuals  and  possess  souls  and 
minds  as  well  as  bodies,  and  the  knowl- 
edge emboldens  them  to  think,  to  speak 
and  to  act  as  once  they  never  would  have 
dreamed  of  doing. 

Convents  are  a  good  deal  out  of  fashion 
nowadays,  and  Adele  ventures  to  form 
the  opinion  that  Gustave  is  more  to  her 
than  Adolphe,  even  though  the  former 
he  abort  parti  liiid  the  latter  not.  The 
jeunefille  has  looked  over  the  fence  at 
least,  and  the  look  is  often  preparatory 
to  leaping,  but  the  process  of  emancipa- 
tion is  sometimes  a  timid  and  hesitating 
one,  and  the  French  gii-1  of  our  own  day 
will  never  acquire  the  freedom  of  the 
American  maiden,  nor  is  it  desirable 
that  she  should,  for  she  cannot  in  ono  or  in 
two  generations  be  trained  to  use  it  with 
discretion.  Liberty  of  speech  and  ac- 
tion must  be  based  upon  deep  convic- 
tions of  right  and  wrong:  there  must  be  a 
moral  law  to  replace  the  loss  of  conven- 
tJouHiitv  and  tjaditipn  before  it   is   safe 


lu  LursiW  luem  aside,  aim  ptruuiis  in  no 
country  outside  of  America  can  a  child 
be  born  into  that  atmosphere  of  self 
government  and  self  protectioa  that 
gives  her  peculiar  nature  to  the  Ameri- 
can girl. 

But  turning  for  a  moment  to  another 
groat    division  of    Christendoiu,   let  us 

glance  it  the  German  girl,  who  differn 
uuitcri*vlly  from  each  of  those  already 
mentiontHl.  Of  course  we  all  know  that 
the  Teutonic  <lamsel  is  trained  to  house- 
wifery from  her  cradle;  that  evcii  fran- 
leins  of  high  degree  are  force; I  to  go 
through  a  course  of  pickling  un,)  pre- 
serving, of  confectionery  and  cake  mak- 
ing; are  taught  to  look  after  the  house 
liTien  and  watch  the  movements  of  the 
servants  with  a  diligence  unknown  to 
most  housekeepers.  But  this  utilitarian- 
ism is  not  to  me  the  predtiiuiiiaut  trait 
of  the  German  girl — I  mean  the  daugh- 
ters of  the  nobility,  what  we  woulj  call 
the  society  girls  of  Germany;  the  most 
salient  point  in  the  characters  (,f  such 
as  I  have  met  has  been  their  pride. 

We  speak  of  Spanish  pride,  of  Eng- 
lish hauteur  and  of  Russian  arrogance, 
but  to  my  mind  not  ono  of  them  equals 
the  all  pervading,  all  dominating  and 
I)erfectly  siKJutaneous  pride  of  a  (rennan 
girl  in  her  sixteen  quarterings  of  no- 
bility, and  her  firm  conviction  that  no 
merit,  no  education,  no  natural  gifts  or 
ac(iuired  advantages  can  in  any  way  fit 
a  i)erson  not  "well  born"  to  stand  upon 
an  equality  with  herself,  or  above  all  to 
aspire  to  her  hand.  To  make  a  mesal- 
liance is  in  the  mind  of  the  Crerman 
fraulein  a  little  worse  than  to  join  the 
Mormons  and  become  a  thirteenth  wife 
would  be  for  an  American,  and  so  far 
as  the  former  has  strength  and  individ- 
uality of  mind  they  show  themselves  in 
draping  around  her  fair  white  shoulders 
the  mantle  of  heraldic  honor,  which  is 
to  her  tlie  most  valuable  of  all  human 
possessions. 

But  the  subject  grows  upon  one  so 
vividly  that  it  becomes  a  hopeless  task 
to  exhaust  its  ramifications,  and  it  must 
be  dropped  unfinished  with  only  this  one 
word  in  which  I  am  sure  every  keen 
student  of  mankind  will  join; 

Long  life  to  the  girl,  pur  et  8inq,Je,  for 
she  is  the  just  opened  bud  of  the  fairest 
flower  in  all  this  fair  world.

John  McCaffrey  was  murdered  in  cold 
blood  at  La  Prairie,  Saturday  evening 
about  9  o'clock,  by  the  notorious  dive 
keeper,  thug  and  libertine,  Tom  Dalton, 
alias  Lewis,  by  which  latter  name  he  is 
best  known,  aud  the  murderer  is  still  at 
large  in  the  woods,  with  over  $800  in 
cash  and  armed  with  three  or  four  re- 
volvers. The  facts  are  as  follows,  and 
have  been  learned  from  eyewimesses  of 
the  tragetlv.  Lewis,  the  murderer,  is 
the  propnetor  of  two  bagnios  and  dance 
houses,  one  at  Grand  Rapids  and  the 
other  at  La  Prairie. 

Saturday    afternoon      he   had      some 
words  with  some  of  his    women    at   the 
Grand  Rapids  place,  regarding  their  at- 
tentions to  some  men,  and  started  to  get 
full.     About  supper  time    he  fired  sev- 
eral shots  at  two  or  three    citizens    who 
j  happened  to  get  within  range,    but   for- 
,  tunately  without    hitting   anyone.    The 
;  authorities  there  made  no  attempt  to  ar- 
\  rest  him  and  after  terrorizing  the  peouje 
I  for  a  few  hours  he    drove    over    to    L,a 
i  Prairie  and  on  to  the  sidewalk   in    front 
i  of  Hugh   McGuire's    saloon.     He    dis^ 
mounted  and  went  inside,  saw  McGuire, 
with  whom  he  had  an  old  grudge,  pulled 
out  his  revolver  and  tired,  but    failed  to 
hit  McGuire.  who   fled    out  of    the  back 
door  with  Lewis  in  hot    pursuit,  but  Mc- 
Guire was  soon  lost  to  view. 

Lewis  then  returned  through  the 
saloon,  stood  on  the  sidewalk  a  few 
seconds  and  then  dashed  across  the 
street,  where  he  saw  John  McCaffrey 
standing  on  the  other  side  on  the  raised 
sidewalk.  Lewis  crossed  over  and  stood 
in  the  street  and  commenced  abusing 
McCaffrey,  who  simply  said:  ''What's 
the  matter  with  vou.  Tom:  haven't  I 
alwavs  used  you  like  a  gentleman.^"    To 

this  Lewis   replied:     "Yes,   d n   you, 

but  ywi  had  to."  He  then  said:  "Mc- 
Caffrey, let's  tight  this  thing  out  right 
now,"  to  which  McCaffrey  said:  "All 
right:  get  some  one  to  search  you,  be- 
cause you  are  armed  and  I  am  not.  and 
I  want  a  fair  show." 

McCaffrey  had  no  intention  of  fight- 
ing and  was  evidently  looking  for  some 
loophole  of  escape  from  his  angry  tor- 
mentor. Lewis  then  took  off  his  coat, 
laid  it  down  on  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk 
and  jumped  up  on  the  walk  with  his  re- 
volver in  his  hand  and  kicked  McCaffrey 
once,  the  force  of  the  blow  sending  Mc- 
Caffrey down  to  the  street  level  where 
he  fell  and  as  he  was  falling  Lewis  took 
deliberate  aim  and  hred  at  him,  the  bul- 
let entering  the  back  of  the  head  and 
coming  out  near  the  front  top  of  the 
skull.  McCaffrey  fell  face  down  in  the 
sand  and  never  uttered  a  word  although 
he  lived  for  nearly  an  hour  after  me 
shooting. 

Marshal  Elmsley  then  stepped  up  and 
arrested  Lewis  for  the  murder,  but  ne- 
glected to  take  his  gun  away  from  him 
and  marched  him  down  the  street  away 
from  the  crowd  which  had 
gahered  around  the  body  of 
Lewis*  victim.  As  soon  as 
they  had  turned  a  comer  out  of  sight  of 
the  crowd  and  were  nearing  the  lock-up, 
'  Lewis  said  to  the  marshal:  "Look  here. 
I  Elmsley:  I  don't  want  to  kill  vou,  but  I 
am  going  to  get  out  of  this  scrape  if  pos- 
sible: I  am  armed  and  you  aint,  so  you 
had  better  skip  out  of  here,"  and  suiting 
his  actions  to  his  words  he  fired  his  re- 
volver over  the  marshal's  head.  That 
official  "skipped" around  the  comer,  and 
the  murderer  fled  to  his  La  Prairie  bag- 
nio where  the  girls  say  he  came  in  about 
9:15,  opened  the  safe  and  took  oat  all 
the  money  there  was  in  it,  the  amount 
being  estimated  at  $800,  and  sticking 
three  or  four  additional  revolvers  in  his 
pockets  he  said  "Look  out  for  things  un- 
til you  hear  from  me  again,"  and  was 
soon  lost  to  sight  in  the  woods  near  by. 
The  marshal  spent  some  time  in  or- 
ganizing a  posse  to  hunt  for  the  murder- 
er and  It  was  a  couple  of  hours  before 
any  decisive  move  was  made.  The 
search  for  Lewis  has  been  prosecuted 
since,  but  without  avail  as  far  a^has  \ 
been  learned.  Lewis,  or  Dalton,  be^s  a 
very  hard  name  and  shot  two  men  last 
winter,  neither  of  them  fatally,  but  as 
thev  both  disappeared  shortly  after  they 
came  out  of  the  hospital  and  as  Lewis 
was  seen  talking  to  them,  the  general 
opinion  is  that  Lewis  bought  them  off 
and  sent  them  away  so  they  would  not 
appear  against  him.  Lewis'  dance 
houses  are  mn  night  and  day  and  keep 
a  great  many  of  the  lumbermen  in  the 
village,  and  for  that  reason  he  is  looked 
upon  as  a  man  of  great  influence,  if  not 
a  desirable  citizen.  Duluth  officers  are 
on  the  outlook  for  the  murderer  who  is 
as  well  known  here  as  his  inoffensive 
victim. 

Eleven  Sailors  Drowned. 
Melbourne.  Aug.  29.— The  Bntish 
bark  Newfield,  Capt.  Scott,  from  Sharp- 
nose.  May  28  for  Brisbane,  has  been 
wrecked  off  Port  Campbell,  Victoria,  and 
eleven  of  the  crew  lost  their  lives. 


Pugilists  Nearly 
Blows  Today. 
New  York,  Aug.  29.— James  J.  Cor- 
bett,  tne  California  pogilist,  and  Donv 
inick  McCaffrey,  who  Is  now  acting  as 
bcwtirg  instructor  in  the  Manhattan  Ath- 
letic club,  nearly  came  to  blows  this 
morning  at  the  Madison  square  garden, 
where  Gorbett  is  giving  exhibitions  to- 
day. McCaffrey  came  to  the  garden  to 
accept  an  offer  that  has  appeared  m 
several  papers  by  which  Corbett  was  to 
stop  McCaffrev  in  four  rounds  on  SepL 
12  at  the  Manhattan  Athletit  club.  At 
the  garden  today  McCaffrey  was  accom- 
panied by  Capt.  Nan  Schaick,  of  the 
Manhattan  club,  who  said  he  would  give 
the  $2000  purse  and  bei  $5000  that  Cor- 
bett could  not  stop  McCaffrey  within 
four  rounds. 

Corbett  denied  that  be  had  made  any 
such  offer,  whereupon  McCaffrey  ^ 
claimed:  "Why,  it  has  been  in  all  the 
papers."  at  the  same  time  tapping  Cor- 
bett en  the  arm  with  a  folded  newspaper 
ibat  he  was  carrying.  "Don't  yon  touch 
me,"  cried  Corbett  excitedly.  "Keep 
that  paper  off  me,"  and  with  that  he 
moved  his  chair  on  which  he  sat  facing 
the  back  close  up  to  McCaffrey.  "Does 
it  hurt,  Jim?"  asked  Dominick  sar.'as- 
t  cally.  At  ^at  Corbett  made  a  move  as 
though  to  draw  back  his  fist  for  a  blow, 
but  h;s  better  judgment  prevailed  and 
he  remarked:  "Don't  try  to  monkey 
with  rne  or  I'll  chuck  you  out  of  that 
wince  A."  "Oh,  I  guess  I  can  protect 
myself,  ■  replied  McCaffrey. 

Tnen  Corbett  demanded  to  know  if 
McCaffrey  had  stated  that  the  Califor- 
nian  had  bested  McCaffrey  only  by  a 
I  scrap's  when  they  met  in  Brooklyn  three 
years  ago.  McCaffrey  would  not  answer 
directly  and  Corbett,  who  was  very  hot 
and  nervous,  called  him  a  coward.  Cor- 
bett fnallv  offered  to  box  McCaffrey  four 
romnc;  before  the  club  giving  the  largest 
purse.  He  would  bet  the  amount  of  the 
purse  that  he  could  knock  Dominick 
out- 
He  argued  that  by  this  arrangement 
McCa5rey  had  only  to  stay  the  four 
rouDcs  to  get  all  the  money,  but  if  he 
(Corbett)  proved  the  better  man  he 
wanted  the  decision  to  go  on  record. 
McCa5rey  answered  that  he  only  wanted 
to  accept  his  original  proposition.

Washington,  Aug.  29.— The  Cana- 
dians, with  a  view  of  evading  the  twenty- 
cent  tolls  to  be  imposed  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  presidents  procla- 
mation on  and  after  Sept.  i.  on  wheat 
shipped  through  St.  Mary's  canal,  are 
proposing  to  evade  the  requirements  of 
«^he  proclamation  by  shipping  in  Cana- 
dian bottoms  from  Duluth  to  Port 
Huron    to   be     transhippred    from    that 

point  by  the  Grand  Trunk  line  through 
Canada. 

This  matter  being  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  treasury  department  As- 
sistant Secretary  Spaulding  today  sent 
the  following  explicit  telegram  to  the  so- 
licitor of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad 
company: 

Hon.  E.  W.  Meddaugh,  Detroit,  Mich.: 
Neither  Manitoba  nor  domestic  wheat 
i  can  be  carried  in  Canadian  bottoms 
from  Duluth  to  Port  Huron  as  it  would 
be  in  violation  of  our  coasting  laws,  but 
if  carried  in  American  bottoms  it  is  not 
subject  to  tolls.  If  carried  through  the 
canal  from  Duluth  to  Sami<a  for  con- 
sumption in  or  export  from  Canada  via 
Montreal  or  any  other  port  it  would  be.

the  Liberals. 


The  Most  Prominent  Members  of  the 

Cabinet       Which       Contains 

Twenty-two  Men. 


At  no  time  since  the  treaty  of  Ghent 
have  Americans  taken  so  much  interest 
in  British  politics  as  now,  ivud  the  list  of 
the  new  cabinet  named  by  Mr.  Glad- 
stone is  studied  almost  as  eagerly  as 
that  of  a  newly  inangnrated  president. 
The  Behrini^  sea  difficulties  and  the  re- 
cent complications  with  Canada,  the 
questions  of  tariff  and  reciprocity  make 
British  politics  of  commercial  impor- 
tance to  the  United  States,  but  as  there 
are  more  Irishmen  in  America  than  in 
any  other  country,  and  nearly  as  many 
as  in  all  the  rest  of  the  world,  the  Irish 
question  far  outweighs  any  other  with 
citizens  of  the  Union. 

For  this  reason  the  Right  Hon.  John 
3Iorley,  chief  secretary  of  Ireland,  has  a 
place  of  interest  above  that  indicated  by 
his  rank  in  the  cabinet.  He  is  the  old- 
est son  of  a  plain  commoner  and  busi- 
ness man,  Jonathan  Morley,  and  was 
bom  in  Lancashire  in  1888.  He  edited 
ia  succession  The  Fortnightly  Review, 
Pall  Mall  Gfizette  and  Macmillan's 
Magazine  and  is  the  author  of  several

worl:s.  In  1883  he  was  elected  to  par- 
liam  T:t  for  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  and  is 
the  nearest  to  a  Radical  or  democrat  of 
any  man  in  the  cabinet.  He  held  t^^e 
same  place  by  appointment  of  ]\  . 
trlad.^tone  in  1886,  but  that  govemme- 1 
vas  defeated  in  its  attempt  to  liberalize 
the  Irish  adniinistration. 

Earl  Rosebery,  foreign  secretary,  who 
ranks  next  to  Mr.  Gladst  ^ne  so  far  as 
there  is  rank  in  a  body  which  is  made 
ap  at  the  di«5cretion  of  the  premier,  was 
fcom  May  .,  1847.  His  father  having 
died  in  1858,  he  succeeded  his  grand- 
father when  the  latter  died,  in  1868.  He 
was  tducat^d  at  Cambridge,  but  left  be- 
fore graduation  on  account  of  what  the 
English  politely  call  a  "misunderstard- 
ing,"  as  the  college  authorities  objected 
to  his  love  for  fast  horses.  Baron  Her- 
.s^rhell,  lord  chancellor,  comes  next  in 
dignity,  but  in  present  importance  he  is 
ranked  by  Sir  William  Vernon  Har- 
court,  chancellor  of  the  exchequer. 

This  gentl  ^man  was  long  known  to 
Ihe  literary  world  as  '*Historicus"in  the 
London  Tim^s  and  as  the  slashing  critic 
of  Tlie  Saturday  Review.  He  was  bom 
in  1827  and  it  was  he  who  first  named 
Mr.  Gladstone  the  'Grand  Old  Man." 
The  home  secretary  is  plain  Herbert  H. 
Asquith,  bom  in  Yorkshire  in  18o2  and 
first  chosen  to  parliament  in  1886  as 
member  for  East  Fife.  He  is  an  object 
of  special  interest  to  Gail  Hamilton  and 
all  who  have  joined  her  in  appealing  for 
ihe  pardon  of  Mrs.  Maybnck,  the  Amer- 
ican woman  convicted  of  poisoning  her 
Elnglish  husband.  In  his  hands  virtu- 
ally rests  the  pardoning  power,  as  with 
rare  exceptions  her  majesty  pardons 
only  on  his  recommendr  tion. 

The  Marquis  of  Ripon,  secretary  of 
state  for  the  Colonies,  and  therefore  of 
importance  in  Canadian  affairs,  was 
bf»m  in  London  in  1827,  when  his  father, 
first  Earl  of  Ripon,  was, premier.  His 
-front  nan^e"  is  George  Fre<lerick 
Samuel  Robinson,  and  to  it  is  a  string 
of  titles  nineteen  inches  long  in  type  of 
this  size.  Sir  George  Otto  Trevelyan, 
secretary  for  Scotland,  is  a  son  of  Mac- 
aulay's  sistei  and  a  man  of  some  literary 
reputation.  Earl  Spencer,  first  lord  of 
the  admiralty,  is  fifty-seven  years  old, 
has  been  in  publii  life  ever  since  he  left 
school,  is  very  familiar  with  Irish  affairs 
and  very  lib'  ral  in  his  views  thereon. 

Lord  Kimberley,  secretary  of  state  for 
India,,  was  N>m  in  1826,  bom  a  Wodp- 
house,  of  one  of  the  oldest  noble  families 
in  England,  and  has  been  prominent  in 
British  po^-tics  for  forty  years.  The 
Right  Honorable  Henry  Campbell-Ban- 
nerman  is  a  comparatively  new  man, 
though  he  has  held  office  before,  as  the

didate  for  governor,  he  had  secured  the 
indorsement  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance 
and  seemed  in  a  fair  way  to  stir  things 
up,  when  the  miners'  civil  war  broke 
out  in  east  Toanessee  under  circum- 
stances which,  to  say  the  least,  add 
nothing  \si  tiie  governor's  prestige. 

When  first  nominated  for  governor  in 
1890  he  was  described  as  one  of  the  most 
afTa'oIe  and  agreeable  of  men.  He  owns 
a  fine  farm  naar  Murfreesboro,  where 
he  has  his  own  race  tracks  and  gives 
mucii  attention  to  the  rein  and  saddle. 
He  is  descri'ued  as  an  easy  going  states- 
man who  is  fond  of  a  cigar  and  who  en- 
joys a  gootl  joke.  He  was  bom  in 
Williamson  county.  Tenn.,  Oct.  34,  1847. 
gained  a  common  school  education  and 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  ran  off  and  joined 
the  Confederate  army.  After  many 
years'  service  as  a  very  active  Democrat 
and  holding  some  minor  offices  he  joined 
the  farmers'  movement  and  soon  became 
president  of  the  State  Farmers  and  L» 
borers'  union.  This,  caused  his  nomina- 
tion in  1S90,  but  when  the  recent  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  met  he  declared 
that  he  had  not  received  fair  treatment, 
withdrew  his  name  and  announced  him- 
self as  an  independent  candidate.  There 
had  already  been  trouble  with  the 
miners  and  he  tried  to  induce  the  lep^^ 
lature  to  withdraw  the  convicts  from 
the  mines.     That  body  refused.

The  "History  of  the  Reformation  in 
Scotland,"  by  John  Knox,  was  published 
when  the  author  was  seventy-nine. 

Dryden  wrote  "Heroic  Stanzas  on  the 
Death  of  Oliver  Cromwell"  at  twenty- 
seven;  the  famous  "Fables''  at  sixty-nine. 

Cooper  wrote  to  relieve  the  misery  of 
ever  impeudu::^  insanity,  and  was  fifty- 
three  when  lire  "Task*'  came  from  the 
press.

The  railroads  are  not    likely.    >n    Mr. 
Clews'  opinion,  to  suffer    from    any   in- 
sufficiency of  freight    for   some    time  to 
come.    Judging  by  the    «imall   additions 
to  mileage  during  the    last    few    years, 
and  the  increase  of  traffic    and    popula- 
tion, there  is  more  likely  to  be  a  scarcity 
of  facilities  than    of    tonnage.    Another 
factor  to  be  considered  is    that  many  of 
oMr  roads  are  yearly    growing    less    de- 
pendent   upon  a    few    staple    crops  for 
traffic.    The  multiplication  of  industries; 
the  growth  of  passenger  traffic,  and  even 
the  development  of  new    crops,    as,  for 
instance,  the  carrying  East    of    Califor- 
nia fruits,  all  tend  to  stability  of  earning 
power  and  consequently  to  the    value  of 
railroad  stocks.    These    facts    are   par- 
ticularly true  of  lines  in    the    East  and 
Northwest;  while  they  apply  in  a    lesser 
degree  to  some    of    the    Southern    and 
trans-continental   hnes.     The    Chicago 
exposition  promises  to    be    a    source  of 
great  profit  to  all  the  principal  roads  en- 
tering that  city,  provided  managers    ab- 
stain from  reckless  competition. 

Two  events  happened  during  the  week 
under  review  which,  Mr.  Clews  claims, 
very  materially  strengthened  the  market, 
viz.]  the  Texas  railroad  decision  and  the 
collapse  of  the    Buffalo    strike.     Judge 
McCormick's  decision  that  the  state  has 
not  the  power  to  prevent  railroads  from 
earning  reasonable  profits  is  one  of  the 
most   important   and   far-reaching  deci- 
sions of  the  day.    It  will  undoubtedly  be 
confiimed  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States.    Of  its  absolute  justice  he 
thinks  there  can  be  no  question;  besides 
which  it  will  be  a  lasting    and  necessary 
rebuke  to  the  communistic  tendencies  of 
legislation    in    several  of    the   Western 
and    Southwestern    states.      The    chief 
beneficiaries    will    be    the  states  them- 
selves; for  capital,  which  had   left  these 
sections   severely  alone  for   the  last  few 
years,  will  again  fiow  in  those  directions 
with  its  reviving  tendencies.    The  effect 
of  this  decision  was  shown  in  the  ad- 
vance   of      the      Southwestern      group 
of      stocks,      which     will     of      course 
benefit  directly  by  the  decision.    Instead 
of  doing    business    at    a  loss,  with  pro- 
longed bankruptcy    constantly   fronting 
them,  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  interest 
being  earned,  and    even  a  fair  dividend 
on  such  of  the  lines  as    are    not  handi- 
capped   with    over  capitalization.    The 
defeat  of    the    switchmen's    strike    ma- 
terially simplifies  labor  troubles  for  rail- 
road managers;  the  refusal  of  the  engi- 
neers and  other  railroad  organizations  to 
participate  in  a  sympathetic  strike  hav- 
ing     considerable      significance.     The 
strikers  have  thus  learned   an  unwilling 
lesson;  that  while    they    may  have    the 
right  to  strike  at  will,    they    must    also 
recognize  the  equal  right    of  employers 
to  fill  their  places    with  others    without 
molestation.

Chan(e«l@   Proposed  by  State  In- 
spector Clausen. 

The  Herald  published  an  interview 
with  Chief  Grain  Inspector  Clausen  a 
few  days  ago,  in  which  he  suggested 
some  slight  changes  'in  wheat  grades 
which  may  be  made  this  year.  Mr. 
Clausen  has  now  addressed  the  following 
letter  on  this  subject  to  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission: 

The  present  crop  of  wheat  is  of  a 
somewhat  peculiar  cnaracter  tn  that  the 
conditions  which  have  tended  to  injure 
it  and  decrease  its  value  in  one  direction 
have  also  benefitted  it  and  increased  its 
value  in  another.  The  extremely  hot 
weather  and  the  general  atmospheric 
conditions  prevailing  at  the  critical 
period  of  its  growth  prevented  its  de- 
velopment into  well-filled  heads,  and  the 
rounding  out  into  plump  full  berries, 
thus  materially  decreasing  the  yield  per 
acre  and  the  weight  per  measured 
bushel.  At         the        same        time 

the  conditions  mentioned  above,  while 
productive  of  unsatisfactory  results  in 
this  direction,  were,  on  the  other  band, 
instrumental  in  producing  a  berry  con- 
taining, in  a  very  large  degree,  that  de- 
sirable element  known  as  "gluten," 
which  has  in  the  past  characterized 
Northwestern  wheat  and  given  it  such  a 
higii  and  world  wide  reputation.

wheat  is  of  a  high  standard  for  flour 
making  purposes,  it  would  seem  that  this 
fact  should  go  a  long  way  toward  offset- 
ting its  detect  in  weight  per  bushel,  par- 
ticularly as  it  is  held  m  our  rules  that 
"weight  alone  shall  not  determine  the 
grade." 

I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  un- 
less some  modification  is  made  in  the 
existing  rules,  it  will  be  a  difficult  mat- 
ter to  mspect  and  classify  the  present 
crop  under  present  rules,  and  at  the 
same  time  do  substantial  justice  to 
wheat  growers  and  shippers  in  the  hard 
wheat  belt. 

Our  established  rules  fix  the  minimum 
standard  of  weight  per  bushel  for  each 
grade  as  follows:  No.  i  hard  not  less 
than  58  pounds  per  measured  bushel; 
No.  I  northern,  not  less  than  57  pounds; 
No.  2  northern,  not  less  than  56  pounds; 
No.  3  wheat  not  less  than  54  pounds. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  explain  that 
with  the  exception  of  the  No.  1 
hard  grade,  it  was  laid  down  and  is 
a  matter  of  practice  that  the  other 
grades  could  carry  an  admixture  of  soft, 
starchy  wheat  varying  from  ^o  per  cent 
in  No.  I  northern  down  to  exclusively 
soft  wheat  in  the  lower  grades.  The 
question  to  determine  then  is  whether 
the  hard,  flinty  Scotch  Fife  and  Blue 
Stem  wheats  of  the  present  crop,  rich  in 
gluten,  shall  be  lowered  in  grade  be- 
cause they  do  not  meet  the  standard 
weight  required,  or  whether  such  modi- 
fications shall  be  made  in  the  rules  to 
cover  this  temporary  condition  above 
outlined. 

.\fter  a  proper  consideration  of  all  the 
conditions  bearing  upon  the  situation,  I 
feel  constrained  to  recommend  to  your 
honorable  board  that  after  and  following 
the  rule  laid  down  for  grading  No.  3 
wheat,  the  following  note  be  inserted, 
viz.:  "Hard,  flinty  wheat  containing  no 
appreciable  mixture  of  soft  wheat  may 
be  admitted  into  the  grades  ot  i  north- 
ern, 2  northern  and  No.  3  wheat,  pro- 
vided the  test  weight  of  the  same  is  not 
more  than  one  pound  less  than  the  min- 
imum test  weight  required  by  the  exist- 
ing rules  for  grades;  and,  provided  fur- 
ther, that  such  wheat  is  in  all  other  re- 
spects qualified  for  admission  into  said 
grades.' 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  above  pro- 
posed modification  in  no  way  abridges 
the  force  of  the  existing  rules,  or  alters 
their  language,  but  merely  provides  for 
a  temporarv  condition.  I  will  say  to 
your  honorable  board  that  in  my  opinion 
the  present  rules  for  grading  corn,  oats, 
rye,  barley  ana  flax  are  sufficiently  com- 
prehensive to  meet  all  possible  contin- 
gencies and  conditions  of  the  present 
crop,  and  I  have  therefore  no  changes  in 
this  respect  to  recommend.

Louis  LaPrairie  has  been  deputized 
by  Sheriff  McLaughlin,  of  Pine  county 
to  arrest  Jos.

The    Fallacies   of     the    Minneapolis 

Argument   8hown    Cp   in  an 

Able  Manner. 


Insists  That  Minneapolis  Must  Accept 

Her   Geographical     Location 

and  Consequences. 


Secrelar\'  Thompson,  representing  the 
chamber  of  commerce  as  intervener  in 
the  rate  discrimination  case  brought  by- 
Minneapolis  against  various  Northwest- 
em  railroads,  has  prepared  his  brief  for 
submission  to  the  interstate  commerce 
commission.  It  is  a  splendid  argument 
and  Mr.  Pillsbur\-'s  testimony  especially 
is  handled  in  a  manner  which  will  prob- 
ably make  that  wily  gentleman  scratch 
his  head  somewhat.  The  opening  state- 
ment gives  briefly  the  substance  of  the 
argument.  There  is  a  little  sarcasm  in 
it,  but  Secretary  Thompson  says  that  in 
reading  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion reports  he  tinds  that  the  grave  and 
reverend  commissioners  sometimes  des- 
cend to  sarcasm  themselves.  The  state- 
ment is  as  follows: 

The  intervener  is  a  corporation  repre- 
sentmg  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
city  of  Duluth.  On  behalf  of  the  flour 
milling,  grain  purchasing  and  general 
interests  of  that  city  which  will  be  un- 
favorably, unjustly  and  unlawfully 
affected  if  the  prayer  of  the  complain- 
ant be  granted,  intervention  has  been 
made  and  this  argument  is  filed.  It  is 
not  intended  to  discuss  herein,  except 
incidentally,  the  intrinsic  reasonable- 
ness or  unreasonableness  of  rates  on 
-wheat  to  Minneapolis  or  on  flour  from 
Minneapolis  to  D-jlulh.  These  are  ques- 
tions which  must  be  decided  by  the  com- 
mission upon  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ments submitted  by  railway  men  who 
are  experts  thereon.  But  it  is  claimed, 
and  will  be  shown,  that  the  relative  rates 
complained  of  do  not  constitute  an 
just      discrimination  '

He  Made  a  Fine  Impression  and  Got  an 
Excellent  Reception. 

Maj.  Baldwin  met  with  a  hearty  recep- 
tion at  St.  Cloud  on  Saturday  night.  A 
telegram  to  the  Globe  gives  the  follow- 
ing account  of  his  speech:  Maj.  Bald- 
win, like  Capt.  Harries,  the  candidate  in 
the  First  district,  is  an  old  soldier,  and 
during  the  war  was  a  member  of  the 
famous  old  Iron  brigade,  and  has  a  mili- 
tary record  of  which  he  has  a  right  to 
feel  proud,  but  Maj.  Baldwin,  while  he 
makes  no  pretences  to  flowery  words 
and  the  tricks  of  the  orator,  is  a  forcible 
and  able  speaker,  and  in  a  few  minutes 
gracefully  placed  his  claims  before  the 
audience. 

He  began  with  a  bright  witticism  re- 
garding Judge  Searle's  recent  vi  it  to 
Duluth,  saying  that  the  judge  had  been 
so  enamorea  of  the  Zenith  city,  and  his 
investments  in  iron  so  satisfactory,  that 
he  proposes  to  remove  to  Duluth  if 
elected  to  congress  and  is  successful  in 
getting  the  proper  kind  of  a  tariff  on 
iron.  "I  can  make  no  such  promise," 
said  Maj.  Baldwin  with  a  smile.  "I  can 
think  of  nothing  that  the  brave  Demo- 
crats of  old  Stearns  can  do  for  me  that 
would  lead  me  to  make  any  such  pro- 
mise. But,  my  friends,  if  you  desire  to 
keep  the  judge  as  a  neighbor,  don't  elect 
him  to  congress."

London,  Aug.  29.— In  an  interview  to-

The  Laura 
is  the  vessel  that  arrived  at  Lynn  on 
Friday  last  with  two  suspicious  cases  of 
sickness  on  board.  The  health  officials 
would  allow  none  of  the  passengers  to 
land,  but  ordered  the  Laura  to  put  to 
sea.  Notwithstanding  the  denials  made 
of  the  presence  of  cholera  in  England, 
the  resiaents  of  Gravesend  were  thrown 
into  a  state  of  excitement  today  by  the 
arrival  there  of  two  emigrant  steamers, 
one  of  which  was  from  Hamburg,  while 
the  other,  as  was  subsequently  learned, 
was  bound  for  Hamburg, 

The  steamer  from  Hamburg  was  the 
Portia.  As  her  forty  passengers  were 
found  to  be  free  of  infection,  all  the  im- 
migrants were  allowed  to  land  at  Til- 
bury, opposite  Gravesend.

He  says:  "As  a  matter  of 
fact  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  are  not  the 
points  exclusively  interested.     The  real 
parties  respondent  in    interest  are  the 
interior  towns  of  the  Northwest,  to  which 
might  properly  be  added  in  this  case  the 
consumers  in  the  East.      The  testimony 
produced,  the  cases  cited  and  the   argu- 
ments   made  on    behalf  of  defendants 
and  intervenors  justify  the  request  that 
this    honorable     commission  will  say  to 
Duluth  as  was  said  to  Eau  Claire  in  the 
case  of  the  Eau  Claire  board  of  trade  vs. 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad 
Company  et  al.    'Each  community  is  en- 
titlea  to  the  benefits  arising  from   its  lo- 
cation and  natutal  conditions;'  to  the  pro- 
ducers and   shippers    of   grain    and  the 
Eastern  consumers  of  flour.

Are  to  Be 


and    Bagcage 
Disinfected. 

New  York,  Aug.  29.— The  following 
was  issued  today  by  Hfealth  Office  Jen- 
kins: Quarantine  regulations  affecting 
vessels  from  cholera  infected  ports  arid 
those  bearing  passengers  from  infected 
localities.  All  vessels  from  cholera  in- 
fected ports,  or  carrying  steerage  pas- 
sengers from  infected  localities,  will  be 
subjected  to  quarantine  or  detention 
from  two  to  five  days. 

Passengers  and  their  baggage  will  be 
transferred  to  Hoffman  Island,  where 
they  will  receive  a  bath  whili  baggage 
and  clothing  are  disinfected  by  steam. 
Immediately  after  such  transfer  steer- 
age and  cargo  will  be  disinfected.  The 
passengers  will  then  be  returned  to  the 
vessel  which  in  the  absence  of  any  de- 
velopment of  suspicious  cases  will  be  al- 
lowed to  proceed  to  her  docks. 

This  regulation  is  in  accordance  with 
a  telegram  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  requesting  that  the  same  regu- 
lation at  the  port  of  departure  be  en- 
forced under  the  direction  of  the  L'nited 
States  consul.  If  the  health  officer  is 
satisfied-  upon  investigation  that  such 
regulations  have  been  carried  out  at 
such  ports,  in  regard  to  emigrants,  the 
above  regulations  will  be  modified. 

The  above  regulations  will  entail  on 
this  department  an  enormous  amount  of 
labor,  but  by  the  co-operation  of  the 
steamship  companies  it  will  be  accom- 
plished.   

A  SUSPICIOUS  CASE. 

A  Patient  in  New  York  With  Symp- 
toms of  Cholera. 
New  York,  Aug.  29. — Anton  Potzel, 
an  Austrian,  who  arrived  here  from 
Hamburg  two  weeks  ago,  was  taken  to 
Bellevue  hospital    yesterday  afternoon 

suffering  from  an  ailment  some  of  the 
symptoms  of  which  resemble  those  of 
Asiati:  cholera.  He  was  isolated  in  the 
old  typhus  tent,  although  the  hospital 
physicians  were  unable  to  determine 
whether  he  had  genuine  cholera  or  not, 
but  they  thought  it  better  to  take  this 
course. 

It  was  the  general  impression  among 
them  that  he  was  suffering  from  cholera 
morbus.  To  be  on  the  safe  side,  how- 
ever, he  was  isolated  and  will  be  kept  so 
until  the  nature  of  his  affliction  is  accur- 
ately known. 

Anton  Patzet,  who  was  found  on  the 
street  last  evening  and  taken  to  Bellevue 
hospital  suffering  from  what  at  first  was 
supposed  to  be  symptoms  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  is  much  better  this  morning  and 
the  physicians  have  diagnosed  the  case 
as  simply  one  of  cholera  morbus. 

ADVICE  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 


In  Paris  Also. 
Paris,  Aug.  29.— Professor  Peters,  the 
head  physician  of  the  hospitals,  asserts 
that  there  have  been  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  in  Paris.  Twenty  persons  suf- 
fering from  disease  of  a  cholera  or  chol- 
erine character  were  admitted  to  ihe 
hospitals  yesterday. 

DEATH  ON  THE  ROAD. 

A  Soo  Train  Wrecked  by  a    Bridge 
Falling. 

Elbow  Lake,  Minn.,  Aug.  29.— The 
westbound  passenger  train  on  the  Soo 
line,  consisting  of  three  coaches  and  one 
horse  car,  was  wrecked  about  eight 
miles  east  of  this  place  Saturday  even- 
ing, by  the  giving  away  of  a  bridge 
crossing  the  Pomme  de  Terre  river.  The 
engine  and  horse  car  passed  over  safely, 
but  the  coaches  went  down,  the  rear 
coach  going  to  the  bottom  of  the  river 
and  the  others  piling  on  top. 

The  list  of  dead  is  as  follows:  Ed 
Smith,  of  Dunbar,  Wis.,  a  laborer;  Mike 
Crockett,  of  DePere,  Wis.,  a  laborer; 
Jim  Laurie,  of  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  a  laborer; 
Gustaf  Bergquist,  a  brother-in-law  of 
Nels  Rose,  of  Hofifman,  Minn.;  two  un- 
known laborers  whose  bodies  floated 
down  the  river  and  have  not  yet  been 
recovered. 

The  more  seriously  wounded  are  as 
follows:  John  McMillan,  road  overseer, 
internal  injuries,  recovery  very  doubtful. 
Carl  Peterson,  of  Watertown,  Minn., 
large  scalp  wound.  Dennis  Horton,  of 
Menominee,  Mich.,  internally  injured. 
Charles  E.  Larson,  of  Watertown,  Minn., 
badly  bruised.  John  Thompson,  of 
Boardman,  W'is.,  internally  injured. 
Seymour  Bugbee,  of  Manistee,  Mich., 
head  badly  cut  and  internally  injured; 
cannot  recover.  A.  C.  Belica,  of  Elbow 
Lake,  cut  above  eyes.  George  Gelsell, 
of  Charleston,  S.  C,  both  shoulders, 
foot  and  jaw  injured,  recovery  doubtful. 
Matt  Kelly,  of  Ashland,  Wis.,  bad  cuts 
in  neck,  shoulders  and  face.  D.  F.  Vale, 
of  St.  Paul,  upper  lip  nearly  severed, 
George  Haywood,  of  Elk  River,  Minn., 
legs  badly  hurt.

Jay  Gould's  Holdings  in  Elevated 
Roads  Gobbled  Up. 
New  York,  Aug.  29, — The  W^orld  this 
morning  says  that  it  was  reported  last 
night  that  the  Elkins-Widener-Yerkes 
syndicate  has  gobbled  up  the  Jay  Gould 
holdings  in  the  Manhattan  Elevated 
Rauway  company,  and  that  the  triumvi- 
rate will  demand  three  seats  in  the  com- 
pany's directorate;  also  that  the  control 
of  this  city's  elevated  railroads  will  pass 
into  the  bar  ds  of  the  syndicate  which 
will  immediately  make  preparations  to 
extend  the  lines  beyond  the  Harlem  and 
improve  the  down- town  service.

Tuesday,  August  30th, 
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Brussels,  Aug. 29.— A  disastrous  acci- 
dent occurred  about  9  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing on  the  railway  near  Brussels.  The 
express  train  from  Ostend  to  Brussels 
was  near  Dieghem  and  Schaerben,  the 
latter  place  properly  a  suburb  of  Brus- 
sels, when  the  accommodation  train  from 
Brussels  to  Antwerp  came  along.  The 
express  train  was  most  severely  dam- 
aged.

A  Review  of  the  Contests  Which  Have

Labor.

COMPLETE  his- 
tory of  labor 
tro  iblea  wonlii 
he  a  very  bij? 
book,  aud  to  most 
people  an  ex- 
tremely dull  one. 
Yet  there  is  no 
other  subject  bet- 
ter fitted  for  dra- 
matic effects,  and 
the  only  reason 
we  do  not  see  the 
strike  oftener  on 
the  stage  is  that 
it  is  such  a  ticklish  subject  for  the  play- 
wright to  handle. 

The  strike  is  quite  a  modem  affair. 
In  the  olden  time  the  workmen  wete 
actually  or  virtually  slaves.  A  strike 
was  an  insurrection,  and  insurrection 
meant  death  certainly  and  torture  prob- 
ably. Nevertheless,  though  they  had  no 
strikes,  they  got  up  some  very  respecta- 
"ble  imitations,  as  for  instance  that  of 
k^)artacut. 

With  a  motley  army  of  gladiators  and 
slaves  he  held  the   Ri)man8  at  bay  for 
two  years,  def eateii  four  consular  armies 
and  only  failed  of  final  success  because 
of  the  ibtr;jctable  nature  of  his  troops. 
The  French  revolution  first  took  active 
form  in  «  strike.     W^hen  the  workmen 
in  paper  manufactories  in  Paris  struck, 
early  in  1789,  a  wealthy  capitalist  told 
them  they  could  live  as  well  as  they  de- 
served on  fifteen   cents  a  day.    There- 
upon they  mobbed  his  works  and  burned 
them,  and  the  example  was  contagious. 
Labor  movements  m  England  are  usu- 
ally dated  from  Wat  Tyler's  rebellion. 
The  movements  of   Jack  Straw,  John 
Ball  and  Jack   Cade  are  also  counted 
"labor  troubles."    During  all  the  ages  of 
despotism    it  was  the  custom  to  send 
such  agitators  and  conspirators  as  were 
not  executed  to  labor  in  the  mines,  and 
fugitives  often  went  there  for  conceal- 
ment.    They  continued  their  planning 
and   plotting  under  ground,  and  the  re- 
sult was  that  the  miners  were  first  and 
most  thoroughly  organized  of   all    la- 
borers. 

Thus  did  Grustavus  Vasa  organize  the 
miners  of  Sweden  who  helped  restore 
himto  powgr.  In  England  the  miners 
tol^  Cornwall  "were  80  early  and  so  thor- 
oughly organized  that  a  Cornish  mob 
was  long  a  national  terror.  It  is  be- 
li^vgd  that  some  of  these  organizations 
centuries  old  continued  with  only  a 
change  of  name  till  they  became  the 
Mollie  Maguires  of  Pennsylvania.  In 
1350  the  British  parliament  passed  the 
famous  "Statute  of  laborers^ — the  first 
of  a  long  series  of  acts  to  prevent  a  rise 
in  wages. 

After  the  great  plague,  all  old  con- 
tracts being  at  an  end  and  lands  calling 
for  cultivators,  the  wages  of  men  rose  50 
per  cent,  and  those  of  women  100  per 
cent,  in  a  few  years.  Then  a  long  and 
in  the  end  terrible  struggle  began.  The 
first  rage  of  laborers  seems  to  have  been 
directed  against  machinery,  aud  the  first 
sawmill  set  up  ki  England  was  torn 
down  by  the  whip  sawyers.  This  move- 
ment against  machines  went  to  such 
lengths  after  the  Napoleonic  wars  that 
it  amounted  to  a  rebellion,  and  80,000 
"Luddites"  were  in  ranks  at  one  tin>e. 

A  half  witted  lad  named  Ludd,  who 
had  been  teased  by  some  boys,  pursued 
them  into  a  shop,  where  they  took  refuge 
behind  a  lace  mill.  In  his  rage  he  broke 
the  machine  to  pieces,  so  the  proprietor, 
in  order  to  fill  his  contracts,  had  to  re- 
employ the  women  who  had  been  dis- 
placed by  the  new  invention.  There- 
upon the  other  women  of  the  laoe  di^ 
trict  gathered  in  mobs  and  smashed  the 
rest  of  the  lace  mills,  the  men  followed 
it  up  on  all  machinery  which  had  dis- 
placed their  labor,  and  the  onoe  famous 
"Luddite  war"  was  begun.  One  fact 
must  be  acknowledged — all  the  advance 
laborers  have  secured  has  been  the  re- 
mit of  their  combining  and  resisting. 
It  is  humiliating,  but  it  is  a  fact. 

In  1834  the  great  strike  of  the  London 
tailors  occurred,  but  they  were  beaten. 
The  next  strike,  in  the  Staffordshire  pot- 
teries, was  won  by  the  men  after  a  des- 
perate struggle.  The  great  Preston 
strike  of  1853  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  world.  Forty-nine  cotton  and  other 
mills  were  closed,  and  before  the  strike 
ended  14,972  paupers  were  added  to  the 
list.     The  men  were  defeated. 


THE  DEATH  OF  8PABTACUS. 

During  all  these  years  parliament  was 
investigating  and  legislating,  and  the  be- 
neficent "factory  acts"  and  colliery  laws 
were  passed.  Women  knd  boys  under 
fourteen  were  no  longer  allowed  to  be 
put  in  the  mines.  Child  labor  was  abol- 
ished in  many  trades  and  greatly  limited 
in  others.  Wages  rose  slowly  but  stead- 
ily for  twenty  years,  and  the  i)ercentage 
of  pauperism  declined  one-half. 

Thomas  Cooper,  known  as  the  "Last 
If  the  Chartists,"  died  July  last.  In 
sarly  life  he  was  a  prisoner  in  Stafford 
iail  two    years    for    advocating  "The 


MiM 


Charter,"  yet  for  the  last  twenty  years 
of  his  life  he  had  enjoyed  far  more  priv- 
kleges  than  he  asked  for  at  the  start.  At 
the  time  of  the  queen's  jubilee  it  was  es- 
timated by  the  most  conservative  British 
statisticians  that  the  common  people 
were  30  per  cent  better  fed,  40  per  cent 
better  cioChed,  50  per  cent,  better  hous- 
ed and  250  per  c-ent.  better  educated 
than  when  Victoria  was  crowned. 

Still  thert'  were  strikes— of  40,000  col- 
liers in  1867,  of  60,000  Welsh  laborers  in 
1873,  of  50,000  Welsh  miners  in  1875,  of 
80,000  Lancashire  spinners  in  1876,  of  all 
the  shipbuilders'  workmen  on  the  Clyde 
in  1877,  and  of  120,000  cotton  spinners  in 
1878.  In  the  spring  of  1879  the  famoiis 
strike  of  th*  Durham  coal  miners  began, 
which  was  settled  by  arbitration.  With- 
out going  into  details  of  the  hundreds 
of  minor  strikes  it  is  sufficient  to  state 
the  two  important  facts — the  ratio  of 
strikes  in  which  the  laborers  succeeded 
has  greatly  increa»e<l  while  the  hours  of 
labor  in  the  organised  industries  have 
been  slightly  diminished.  Against  this, 
as  some  workmen  think,  should  be  set 
the  fact  that  by  improved  machinery 
the  power  of  women  to  supplant  men 
in  manufacturing  has  enormously  in- 
creaseti 

While  the  great  Lancashire  strike 
still  lingered  the  attention  of  the  world 
was  suddenly  called  to  the  Unitod 
States,  where  for  about  one  month 
there  raged  the  most  extended  and  de- 
structive labor  war  of  this  age.  As  the 
panic  of  1873  caused  all  other  panics  to 
be  forgotten  or  ignored,  so  the  railroad 
riots  of  1877  left  all  previous  labor  trou- 
bles in  insignificance.  For  this  cause 
doubtless  the  statement  has  crept  into 
works  meant  to  be  historic  that  there 
were  no  strikes  or  labor  troubles  of  con- 
sequence "l)efore  the  w^ar." 

There  were  some  even  before  the  Rev- 
olution. After  the  Indians  were  finally 
subdued  wages  rose  so  rapidly  that 
there  was  a  loud  call  for  legal  interfer 
enoe;.  In  New  York  they  were  2}^ 
times  as  high  as  in  England,  and  in 
Massachusetts  higher  still.  The  ship- 
builders of  that  colony  formed  the  first 
trades  iinion  in  America,  and  the  colonial 
legislature  promptly  came  down  upon 
them  with  a  statute  regulating  wages. 
It  was  forbidden  in  Newbury  port  to  i)ay 
higher  daily  wages  than  to — carpenters, 
5a.  4d.  ($1.28);  calkers,  63.  ($1.44);  day 
laborers,  4s,  (96  cents);  masons,  6s.  (|>1.44). 

The  laborers  invented  many  ways  to 
evade  the  law.  Of  course  the  trades 
unions  were  also  political  clubs,  and 
there  is  a  Boston  tradition  that  the 
proposition  to  throw  that  famous  tea 
overboard  was  first  adopted  at  a  meet^ 
ing  of  ship  carpenters. 


THOXAS  OOOPEB. 

In  1803  the  first  recorded  strike  in  the 
United  States  occurre<l — that  of  the 
sailors  in  New  York  citj'.  Tlie  organ- 
izer was  promptly  secft  to*  jail,  and  the 
men  begged  pardon  and  returned  to 
their  ships.  In  1829  a  laborers'  party 
elected  one  Ebenezer  Ford  to  the  New 
York  legislature.  A  motion  to  expel  him 
as  an  "agrarian"  was  brought  forward, 
but  defeated.  In  1836  there  was  a  strike 
of  tailors,  whereupon  twenty-one  of 
them  were  arrested  and  fined  $100  each. 
Then  the  long  agitation  for  the  ten  hour 
day  began,  and  on  the  10th  of  April, 
1840,  it  was  establit^hed  in  the  navy 
yards  by  proclamation  of  President  Van 
Buren. 

In  1847  strikes  first  began  to  be  recc^- 
nized  as  fixed  facts.  Thci^  were  many 
that  year  and  the  strikers  were  not  oft- 
en prosecuted.  The  ten  hour  day  had 
become  quite  general  by  1860.  After 
the  war  the  great  labor  ajjitation  began 
on  a  systematic  plan,  and  the  panic  of 
1878  soon  showed  how  thoroughly  labor 
was  organized.  In  a  few  weeks  after 
Jay  Cooke's  failure  every  rolling  mill 
from  Pittsburg  to  Cairo  was  idle,  and  in 
the  Mahoning  valley  the  situation  was 
much  like  that  of  civil  war.  In  1874 
strikes  were  the  rulo  and  continuous  la- 
bor the  exception  in  large  sections  of  the 
country. 

There  was  a  slow  improvemeftt  in  the 
labor  situation  till  in  1877  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  railroad  ordered  a  10  per  c«nt. 
reduction  of  wages  to  take  effect  on 
July  16.  That  was  the  signal  for  an  ex- 
plosion. As  one  man  the  railroad  men 
revolted,  and  like  a  prairie  fire  the  lino 
of  conflict  ran  over  the  country.  In  one 
week  every  city  between  the  Hudson 
and  Mississippi  was  in  commotion.  In 
another  many  of  them  were  sprinkled 
with  blood  aud  a  few  scarred  by  fire. 
There  was  hard  fighting  at  Baltimore, 
Pittsburg,  Cleveland  and  Chicago. 

For  ten  days  many  cities  and  towns 
were  completely  isolated  so  far  as  trade 
was  concerned.  The  workmen  virtually 
took  possession  of  the  railroads  in  many 
places.  An  investigating  committee  re- 
ported the  total  losses  at  about  400 
lives  and  $100,000,000.  All  previous 
strikes  were  ignored,  nor  has  there 
since  been  any  year  to  at  all  comjmre 
with  1877.  The  strikes  of  this  year  are 
but  small  affairs  in  comparison.  Work- 
ingmen  have  learned  how  to  secure 
their  rights  peacefully.  And  let  us 
hope  that  capitalists  have  also  learned 
their  lesson  of  humanity  and  modera- 
tion. J.  H.  Beadle.

Happenings  on  the  Lines  and  in  the 
Depot  and  Yards. 

Night  express  No.  6  on  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth  road  last  night  did  not  leave 
until  a  little  after  i  o'clock  this  morning, 
about  two  hours  late.

Superintendent  Greene,  of  the  Union 
depot,  has  appointed  William  Bates  as 
depot  master.  "Billy"  is  an  old  rail- 
road passenger  man  and  is  polite,  aiten- 
tive  and  courteous  to  all.  The  appoint- 
ment carries  with  it  a  general  super- 
vision of  the  Union  depot  employes  and 
is  generally  satisfactory. 

Engines  on  the  Northwestern  line  are 
being  fitted  out  with  a  soft  chime  whistle, 
which  will  do  away  with  much  of  the 
ear-cracking  screeching  of  the  former 
style  of  toots. 

Two  new  locomotives,  Nos.  6  and  7, 
arrived  here  this  morning  for  the  Du- 
luth &  Winnipeg  railway.

CARRIED  UP  HIGHER. 

Hibbine  at  al.  vs.  Bearinger  Case  Groes 
to  the  United  States  Court. 
The  case  commenced  a  short  time  ago 
in   the  district  court  by  Frank  Hibbing 
and  A.  J.  Trimble  against  Isaac   Bearin- 
ger, the  Saginaw  lumberman,  has  been 
transferred    by    the    defendant    to    the 
United  States  circuit  court.      The  com- 
plaint alleges  that  the  plaintiffs  made  an 
oral  agreement  with  the  defendant  for  a 
lease  to  the  w>^  of  nwX  of  section  22, 
58-20,  subject  to  the  approval  of  S.  B. 
Hill,  of  Duluth.      They  were  to  explore 
the  land,  and  if  iron  was  found  were  to 
have  a  lease  tor  twenty  years  at  30  cents 
royalty.   Shortly  afterward  they  drew  up 
a  lease  satisfactory  to  Hill  and  he  sent  it 
to   Bearinger,  but  the   latter  refused  to 
execute.    In  the  meantime  the  plaintiffs 
did  some  prospecting.      They  want  the 
defendant  to  be  compelled  to  execute 
the   lease  and   also   to   pay  them  $5000 
damages  by  reason  of  his  fa' lure  to  make 
it  when  he  agreed  to.

That  the  Gas  and  Water  company 
of  the  city  ©f  Duluth  be  and  are  hereby  notified 
and  required  to  extend  their  gas  and  water 
mains  xmder  and  along  the  several  streets  and 
avenues.*  the  city  of  Dwluth,  between  the 
points  li»einafter  named,  »  wit: 

In  Sixteeoth  avenue  east  south  from 
Superior  street  to  Jefferson  street,  and  thenoe 
west  on  Jefferson  street  275  feet,  the  t^ame  to 
be  in  lieu  of  a  former  order  for  said  mains  on 
Jofforson  street,  from  Fifteenth  avenue  cafct  to 
Sixteenth  avenue  east. 

In  Superior  street  from  Twenty-second  avenue 
east  to  Twenty-eixth  avenue  east,  thence  south 
on  Twenty-sixCh  avenue  east  to  Branch  street, 
thence  east  in  Branch  street  one  block  to 
Twenty-sevecth  avenue  east.

Dpon  the  execution  and  approval  of 
said  bond,  the  common  council  of  said  city 
shaU  cause  said  Gas  and  Water  company,  to 
be  notified  after  which  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  company  without 
unreasonable  delay,  to  commence 
of  such  extension  for  which  said  city 
been  indemnified.
